'  The  firft  Thing  we  had  in  Charge,  was  con- Mr.  Pjmme's 
cerning  the  Declaration  of    the    Houfe  relating  ^5^^^*^ 
to  Innovations:   The  Committee  have  fent  di- the  committee 
vers  of  them  into  the  Country ;  and  have  found* during theReceft. 
that,  in  fome  Places  where  there  were  good  Mini- 
fters,  they  were  entertained ;  and  in  Tome  other 
Places  they  were  negledled ;  but,  for  the  moft  part, 
it  is  by  thofe  that  have  been  queftioned  here  for 
other  Matters.    The  Committee  took  into  Con*

*  The  next  Thing  the  Committee  did  take  into 
Confideration,  was  the  Correfpondency  with  the 
Committee  in  Scotland^  in  receiving  Letters  from 
thetp,  an4  fending  Anfwers  unto  them.  I  (hall  not 
need  to  produce  their  feveral  Letters  now,  it  will 
take  up  too  much  Time ;  but  the  chief  Point  was 
touching  the  Di(banding  of  tt^e  Army,  and  the  two 
Garrifons  of  Berwick  and  Carljle.  For  Carlijle  \  it 
is  totally  di(banded,  and  the  Soldiers  fent.  into  Ireland^ 
to  be  placedthere,  as  they  were  before  in  the  King's 
Arqiy  ;  for  we  did  conceive  it  ^ter,  tbofe  new 
Men,  now  in  the  King's  Army  there,  (hould  be 
difmifled,  and  thefe  that  were  formerly  taken  from 
thence  (hould  be  entertained  agaii) ;  fqr  we  hear  a 
good  Report  of  their  Carriage  at  Carlfle :  As  for 
the  Garrifon  at  Berwick  $  that  required  longer  Time 
of  Confideration  at  theCommittee;  for,  b^fides  the 
demolift>ing  of  the  Works  (which  wa$mucbpref- 
fed  by  theSccts^  and  feconded  by  a  Ijettej"  from  hia 
M^cfty  out  of  Scotland)  there  was  a  Want  of  Mo- 
n^  ;  yet  the  Committee  got  iuffident  to  di.fband 
all,  and  fent  it  dowp  :  And  becaufc  the  Scots  Com- 
miffioners  defined  to  know  a  certn.in  Day  of  our 
piibanding,  and  then  they  would,  upon  Knowledge 
oif  that,  di(band  their  Forces  5  thereupon  the  Com- 
mittee fet  down  1 5  /^  OMris  to  be  the  laft  Day  of 
Dr(banding,  And  the  Letter  Yefterday  received 
from  Sir  Michael  Bmley  (h^weth,  that  he  hath 
Money  enough  to  diflwnd  all ;  and  the  Hprfe  are 
di(banded5  and  five  Companies  of  Foot:  And  that 
on  Friday  laft  the  other  Companies  of  Foot  remain- 
ing had  been  di(banded,  but  a  Letter  came  from

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Sir  Henry  P'dney  to  his  Majetty'i  Name,  requiring  An.  t7.  Ckr.  i, 
to  ftay  the  DHbailcGng  of  tb^  reft  till.furthef  Order,       »^*^* 
of  which  you  Ihall  hear  toore  particularly,  wheu 
I  come  to  that  Part  of  my  Re^n. 

*  For  the  Arms  and  Amfhunition  at  Cirlijlei  the 
Committee  gave  Order  for  the  Liftfng  and  Safe- 
laying  of  them  up,  to  be  well  kept  tal  the  next 
Spritfg,  when  it  ^^ill  be  more  feafdnable  to  fend  for 
them  away,  they  b6ing  now  five  or  fix  Miles  from 
the  Sea- Side  ;  which  would  have  taken  now  too 
much  Time  to  have  (hipped  them :  And  Sir  Gmgi 
Dalfton^  and  others.  Members  of  the  Houfe,  are 
defired  to  take  care  6f  the  Safe -keeping  of  them  in 
the  mean  Tinie. 

*  For  the  Amtiiuiiitlon  at  Berwick ;  the  Com* 
mittee  have  fent  fix  Ships  to  tranfport  the  fame  to 
the  Tow^r ;  and  agreed  with  them  for  a  certain 
Sum  for  the  doing  thereof  within  fuch  a  Time  ; 
and,  if  they  flayed  longer,  to  have  fo  much  per 
Diem  for  Demurrage. 

*  The  next  Thing  we  took  into  Confideratiouat 
the  Committee,  was  concerning  Tumults;  though 
we  cannot  fay  there  were  any  great  Tumults,  yet 
there  were  Seeds  fown,  which  might  haveoccafion- 
ed  fome,  in  xhe  Execution  of  the  Order  oi  the  Houfe 
touching  Innovations :  But  I  (hall  makea  particular 
Report  of  thofe  Parifhes  where  they  were  at  Blows, 
and  likely  to  come  to  Blows,  if  the  Committee  had 
not  fought  the  Prevention  of  it ;  which  was  the 
Ground  why  the  Committee  entertained  their 
Petition. 

*  There  wa«  another  like  Trouble  and  Sign  of 
Tumult,  by  the  frequent  Relort  of  Troopers  to 
Town,  and  to  the  Committee;  who  delivered  thirty 
fevcral  Petitions  to  the  Committee,  in  their  own 
Names,  and  the  Names  of  other  difcontenied  Per- 
fons  in  the  Army.  We  could  not  refufe  to  accept 
their  Petitions,  left  they  Ihould  grow  to  Tumults ; 
and  of  their  Complaints,  and  the  Nature  of  them, 
I  fhall  give  a  particular  Report ;  but  the  Commit- 
tee did  vote  nothing  concerning  them.  It  will  be 
very  fit  to  refolve  fornething  concerning  them,  that

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Ait«  17.  Ctr.  1.  they  may  depart  the  Town  ;  for,  under  tlie  Name 
•  1641.  of  Soldiers,  many  Robberies  are  done ;  which  oc- 
caiioned  the  Committee  to  give  Order,  that  all  of 
them,  that  defire  to  have  PafTes  to  go  beyond  Sea» 
might  have  the  fame:  But  that  would  not  ferve 
theif  Turn,  unlefs  they  might  have  Liberty  to  re- 
ceive Pay  here,  to  go  in  Companies,  under  0)ndu£l, 
to  the  Service  of  foreign  Princes ;  which  the  Com- 
mittee could  not  give  way  unto,  in  regard  of  the 
Ordinance  of  both  Houfes  to  the  contrary. 

*  There  is  another  Head  the  Committee  had  in 
Charge,  concerning  the  King's  Revenue :  All  we 
could  do  in  that,  (which  I  did  by  the  Direction  of 
the  Committee)  was  to  take  care  for  a  Balance 
touching  the  feme :  And  accordingly  I  fpoke  with 

V    the  King's  Officers  about  it ;  and  a  Balance  will 
be  ready  when  you  plcafe  to  call  for  it. 

*  Next  was,  concerning  the  Exchange  beyond 
Sea :  I  think,  for  that,  there  will  be  a  good  Re- 
turn made  for  the  Benefit  of  the  Common- Wealtli. 

'  Another  Thing  was  concerning  the  Irift)  Peti- 
tions 5  but  the  Gentleman  that  ufcd  to  be  in  the 
,  Chair  for  Irifh  Affairs,  (Mr.  Tf^iftler)  was  out  of 
Town,  and  had  moll  of  their  Petitions  with  him ; 
fo  we  could  do  nothing ;  only  one  Mr.  Copiy  and 
Mr.  Lomachi  who  had  long  attended^  had  their 
Cafe  made  known  to  the  Cbmmittee ;  the  one  de- 
liring  to  have  two  Witnefles  examined,  upon  a  Pe- 
tition here  depending,  who  are  ready  to  go  to  Sea  ; 
and  the  other,  Mr.  Cope^  of  EngUJh  Parents  and  great 
Family,  is  a  Petitioner  for  Recovery  of  an  Eftate 
of  a  great  Value,  which  he  conceives  hath  been 
long  kept  from  him  wrongfully ;  and  defires  that  a 
Committee  may  but  confider  of  the  Depofitions  al- 
ready taken,  touching  the  fame,  in  feveral  Courts 
of  Records,  whether  there  be  not  juft  Caufe  for 
him  to  have  Relief,  and  Matter  of  Ground  to  pro- 
ceed on  his  Petition  ;  and,  if  not,  he  will  defift  in 
petitioning  the  Houfe. 

*  The  next  Thing  in  Charge,  was  concerning 
Delinquents :  In  that  we  made  but  a  fmall  Progrcfs ; 
for  we  had  a  Defire  to  have  perfedled  the  Charge 

againft 
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againft  my  Lord  Archbifhop  of  Canterbury  i  but  An.  17.  Qr.  i. 
in  regard  tbofe  of  the  long  Robe  of  the  Committee       >^i* 
were  for  the  moft  Part  abfent,  we  could  not  pro- 
ceed therein. 

^  Next  there  came  to  me,  to  my  LoJ^ings 
at  Chelfea^  Sir  John  Berkeley  and  Serjeant-Major 
ONeal\  who  laid  they  heard  they  were  accufed, 
and  had  rafhly  withdrawn  themfelves ;  but,  upon 
better  Confideratioo,  they  were  returned  to  fub* 
mit  to  the  Pleafure  of  the  Houfe.  I  thought  it 
my  Duty  to  make  fomePrjvy-Counrellor  acquain- 
ted therewith ;  whereupon  I  went  to  my  Lord 
WiUmott  with  them,  who  undertook  they  fhould 
attend  the  Committee  the  next  Sitting ;  which  they 
did  accordingly :  And,  in  purfuance  of  the  Order 
and  Warrant  of  the  Houfe  for  the  apprehending  of 
them,  they  were  both  attached  by  the  Serjeant's 
Deputy :  So  the  Houfe  may  be  pleafed  to  fend  for 
them,  and  to  do  therein  as  they  fee  Caufe. 

*'  For  the  Letters  laft  received  out  of  Scotland  from 
the  Committee ;  they  fpeak  of  fomething  intended 
to  be  done  there  upon  the  Perfons  of  divers  Lords 
of  Scotland:  And,  In  regard  fome  of  the  Parties^ 
fufpetfted  to  have  a  Hand  in  that  Defign,  are  fu* 
fpefled  to  be  Papifts^  the  Committee  did  conceive 
they  might  have  Correfpondcncy  with  the  like  Party 
here ;  and  therefore  commanded  me,  Yeilerday,  to 
write  to  my  Lord  Mayor  of  London^  to  place  con- 
venient Guards  in  feveral  Places  of  the  City,  till  he 
received  further  Directions  from  the  Parliament; 
and  likewife  to  the  Juftices  of  Peace  for  Middlefex 
Wejlminfter^  and  Southwark\  and  to  obfervefuch 
further  Dircdtion  as  they  Ihould  receive  from  the 
Earl  of  EJfeXj  who,  in  his  Myefty's  Abfence,  is 
appointed  General  on  this  Side  frent. 

*  I  forgot  to  report  one  Thing,  That,  upon  7uef- 
day  laft  was  Sevcnnight,  the  Committee  here  agreed, 
and  to  ordered.  That  the  Committee  in  Scotland 
fhould,  unlefs  they  fee  Caule  to  the  contrary,  re- 
turn home  i  and,  left  our  Letters  might  mifcarry, 
commanded  me  to  fend  an  exprcfs  Meffenger  to 
A  3  them. 
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An«  17-  Car.  i.them,  5^4?  dW  fo }  and  writ  ayb,  by  the  weekly 
iflji*  Poft,  of  oiir  Qrderj  ^§  alfo  of  the  Lords  Order^ 
for  iheir  Commiffioners  to  come  home.  The  Party 
I  fent,  who  was  commended  to  me  for  a  very  ho-

This  Day  both  Houfes  adjourned,  to  go  into  a 
Committee  to  hear  a  Relation  to  be  made  by  the 
Earl  of  Holland^  Lord-General,  touching  the  Dif- 
banding  of  the  late  Army  in  the  North. 

Great  Mutinies  and  Diforders  were  now  on  io^^TvmiJAsmiT^*' 
by  the  difbanded  Soldiers,  who  came  in  Companiesorders. 
to  tte  Parliament  Houfe,  and  demanded  their  Pay. 
The  Train'd  Bands  of  Weftminfiir  attended  all  Day 
in  Arms,  in  the  Palace-Yardy  till  both  Houfes  rofe. 
Afterwards  they  received  Direflions  from  the  Earl 
of  EJfex^  Lord-General  in  the  King's  Abfence,  to 
divide  their  Company  into  two  Parts,  to  the  end  that 
100  might  attend  for  the  Da v ,  and  be  relieved  by  the 
like  Number  at  Night.

and  when  the  Caufes  of  the  Diieafe  are  clear,  the 
Kemedy  is  eafily  applied ;  but  Diieafes  which  pro*, 
ceed  from  theinward  Parts,  as  the  Liver,  the  Heart> 
or  the  Brains,  the  more  noble  Parts,  it  is  a  hard 
Thing  to  apply  a  Cure  to  fuch  Difeaies.

That  there  have  been  lately,  you  will  not  doubt# 
when  the  main  Courfe  of  the  Government  hath 
been  fo  employed,  z^ Popery  thereby  hath  been  main-  . 
rained,  the  Laws  fubverted,  and  no  Diftinftion  be- 
tween Juftice  and  Injuftice :  And  that  there  are  ill 
Counfels  ftill,  is  apparent  by  the  Courfes  taken  to 
advance  mifchievous  Defigns ;  but  that  his  Majefty's 
Wifdom  and  Goodnefs  kept  them  from  the  ftcart.

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17.  Ctr.  1.  tho*  thev  were  not  kept  out  of  tbe  Gcmit :  So  moft 
i^x,      principal  and  mifcbievous  Defigns  have  been  prac- 
tifed  by  fucb  as  bad  near  Accefs  unto  his  Majefty, . 
tho*  not  to  his  Heart ;  and  the  Apologifts  and  Pro- 
moters of  ill  Counfel  are  ftill  preferred; 

3#,  *  The  ill  Counfels  of  thii  Time  arc,  in 
their  own  Nature,  more  mifchievous  and  more  dan- 
gerous than  the  ill  Counfels  of  former  Times  :^ 
Former  Counfels  have  been  to  pleafe  Kings  in  their. 
Vices,  from  which  our  King  is  free,  and  fome-, 
times  for  racking  of  the  Prerogative.  If  it  had  gone 
no  further  it  had  brought  many  Miferies,  but  not 
Ruin  and  DeftruAion :  But  the  ill  Couni^ls  of  this 
Time  are  deftrafthre  to  Religion  and  Laws,  by  al- 
tering them  both  3  therefore  more  mifthievous,  in 
their  own  Nature,  than  thofe  of  former  Tima. 

4/A^,  «  That  ihcfe  ill  Counfels  have  proceeded 
from  a  Spirit  and  Inclination  to  Pcpery ;  and  have 
had  a  Dependance  on  Popery^  and  all  of  them  tend 
to  it.  The  Rel^ion  of  the  Papi/ls  is  a  Religion 
incompatible  with  any  other  Religion  s  deftruftive 
to  all  others,  and  doth  not  endure  ^ny  Thing  tiiat 
oppofeth  it.  Whofoever  doth  Withftand  their  Re- 
ligion, if  they  have  Power,  they  bring^them  to 
Ruin.  There  are  bther  Religions  that  are  not  right, 
but  not  fo  dcftrudlive'as  Popery ;  for  the  Principles 
of  Papery  are  deftruftive  of  all  Stales  and  Perfons 
that  oppofe  it.  With  the  Progrels  of  this  mifcbie- 
vous Counfel  they  provide  Counfellors,  fit  Infkru* 
liients  and  Organs,  that  may  execute  their  own 
Defigns  J  and  fo  turn  all  Counfels  to  their  own 
Ends;  And  you  find,  now  in  Ireland^  that  thofe 
Defigns,  that  have  been  upon  all  the  three  King- 
doms, do  end  in  a  War,  for  the  Maintenance  of 
Pepery  in  Ireland^  zt\d  would  do  the  like  here  if 
they  were  able;  fo  btcntare  they  to  turn  all  to. 
their  own  Advantage. 

5/W^,  *  That  unlefs  thefe  ill  Cbunfels  be  chan- 
ged, it  is  impoffible  that  any  Afliftance,  Aid,  or  Ad- 
vice that  the  Parliament  can  take  to  reform,  will 
be  effcifhial ;  for  the  public  Orders  and  Laws  are 
but  deadj  if  not  put  in  Execution*    Thofe  that  are

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Ae  Miniitersof  State  put  Things  into  Adtion ;  but^  An.  17.  Car.  r» 
if  a£led  by  evil  Men,  and  white  thefe  Counfels  are       'H** 
on  foot,  we  can  expedl  no  good ;  it  m  like  a  Dif* 
eaife  that  turns  Nutritives  into  Poifon. 

6/Afy,  *  That  this  is  the  moft  proper  Time  to 
defire  of  bis  Majefty  the  Alteration  and  Change  of 
the  evil  Cbunfellors,  becaufe  the  Common- Wealth 
is  brou^t  mto  Pifiemper  by  them,  and  £0  exhauft- 
ed  that  we  cao  ensure  no  longer.  Another  Rea- 
ibn  why  we  cannot  admit  of  them,  is,  to  (hew  our 
Love  and  Fidelity  to  the  King  in  great  and  extra- 
ordinary Contributions  and  Aids.  When  God  dotht 
employ  his  Servants,  he  doth  give  fbme  Promife  to 
roufeup  their  Spirits;  apd  We  have  Reaibn  now  to 
exped  the  King's  Grace  in  ^eat  Abundance.  iThis 
is  the  Time  wherein  the  Subjedb  are  to  fave  the 
Kingdom  of  Irekndj  with  the  Hazard  of  their 
Lives  and  Fortunes  5  and  therefore  expe6i  it  from 
his  Majefty  in  a'  more  large  and  bountiful  Manner 
than  at  other  Times.  A  Time  of  great  Agitatioa 
and  Adion,  their  State  being  ready,  by  Repara- 
tion, to  annoy  us,  ill  and  faHe  Counfels  at  home 
may  quickly  bring  us  to  Ruin.

•This  will  put  an  Anfwer  into  the  fCing's 
Mouth  againft  all  Importunities,  That  he  is  to  pre- 
fer none,  but  fuch  as  will  be  approved  of  by  Par* 
liament.  Thofe  that  are  honourable  and  moft  in- 
genuous  are  apteft  to  be  troubled  in  this  Kinds  and 
not  to  deny :  Therefore  the  King  may  anfwer, 
•  He  hath  promifed  his  Parliament  not  to  admit  of 
^  any,  but  by  Advice  of  Parliament*'  Th^  will  fi* 
lence  them  all. 

•  Thefe  are  domeftick  Advantages:  But  it  will 
alfo  makfe  us  fitter  to  enter  into  Union  and  Treaty 
with  foreign  Nations  and  Spates,  and  to  be  made 
Partakers  of  the  Strength  and  Aififtanceof  others ; 
it  will  fortify  us  againit  the  Deiigns  of  foie^a 
Princes.  There  hath  been  one  common  Counfel  at 
Kome  and  in  ^pain^  to  reduce  us  to  Popery ;  if 
gpod  Counfel  at  home,  we  fhall  be  the  better  pre- 
pared to  preferve  Peace  and  Union,  and  better 
Refpefb  from  Ireland.  It  will  alfo  make  us  fit  for 
aijy  noble  Defigu  abroad.*  . 

Previous  to  this  Conference  about  evil  Counfel- 
Xon^  i^c.  there  had  been  a  Debate  in  the  Houfe  of 
Commons,  this  Day,  on  the  fame  Subjcil,  in  which 
we  find  a  Speech  of  Sir  William  Drake ^  Member  for

a  fecond  and  more  particular  Confideration,  we  may 
propeily  afcribc  them  to  tlte  violent  Counfels  of  fome 
la  teMintftersof  State;  wfao,'eitberfor  wantof  Coun* 

fel, 
(I)  Union'rpunUii  hy  ITIiHam  Iwvnda,  1641.    Not  in  Rujb* 
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fel,  or  by  malicious  I^a^licej  have  brought  this  State,  An.  17.  Gu*.  i« 
from  a  happy,  firm,  and  ftrong  Conftitution,  to  fo  '^4i- 
weak  and  fe^Ica  Tempers  that  the  great  Phyfician, 
the  Parliament^  cannot»  but  with  extream  Difficulty» 
apply  Remedies  fit  axid  proportionable  to  the  Dif- 
eafef  without  they  inevitably  run  fome  Hazard  of 
endangering  the  Body  itfelf ;  it  being  very  perilous 
to  apply  ftronger  Remedies  than  the  Strength  and 
Conftimtion  of  the  Patient  can  well  bear. 

•  Mr.  Speaker,  you  were  truly  told,  by  a  grave 
and  Viwthy  Member  («;,  at  the  Beginning  of  this 
Parliament,  That  it  mull  be  fomeexireanj  Neceffity 
that  would  redlify  and  recover  this  State ;  and  that 
inrhen  iMt  Extremity  did  come,  it  would  be  a  great 
Haaard  whether  it  might  prove  a  Remedy  or  a 
Ruin;  bccaufe  violent  Difeafesdo  molt  commonly 
require  violent  Remedies,  and  violent  Remedies  are 
ordinarily  pregnant  of  new  Mifchiefs ;  which  hath 
caufed  tbofe  States,  beft  fkilled  in  Government,  al- 
ways to  difcem  Evil  afar  oiF  in  their  Caufes  s  and,  by 
their  Wifdom  and  Forefight,  to  prevent  them.  I  am 
confident,  had  we  had  frequent  Parliaments,  we 
ihauld  have  given  a  timely  Stop  to  Mifchiefs,  and  ne- 
ver have  fufiFered  them  to  have  broken  in  upon  us  with 
fiich  an  Inundation  of  Diftempers  that,  without 
Divine  Prevention,  mjiy  yet  fwallow  us  up. 

*  Mr.  Speaker,  it  is  obferved  of  the  Roman  Senate^ 
a  Pattern  of  beft  Government,  fo  long  as  they  held 
up  their  firft  Virtue  and  Valpur,  that,  after  a  great 
Defeat  by  Hannibal^  their  Confederates  began  to 
forfake  them.  '  Bnt  Hiero^  King  of  Sicily ^  having 
fo  piercing  a  Judgment,  that  he  could  fee  thro'  the 
prefent  to  the'  future;  and  obferving  the  Romans 
Jdill  To  doftfiderate  and  conftant  in  all  their  Proceed- 
ings, even  in  this  extream  Exigency  of  their  Affairs ; 
and  that  their  Laws  were  never  more  ftridly  ob- 
ferved by  their  Magiftrates,  nor  their  People  more 
obedient  to  their  Senate  or  Parliament ;  and  bow 
tbeir  Military  Dffcipllne  was  never,  likewife,  more 
fevcrdy  obferved :  This  wife  Prince,  feeing  their.

(m)  Sk  Stnjamin  Rudfard. 
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An.  17*  Cir.  I.  Foundations  ftood  thus  firm,  fent  tbem  Pvefents  of 
rt4»-  great  Value ;  and  correfponded  with  them  in  a  ftri&- 
er  League  of  Friendfliip  than  ever  befote:  Kot 
unlike  a  gpod  Pbyficiany  who,  feeing  favourable 
Symptoms  in  the  ftrongeft  Fit  of  his  Patient's  Dif* 
eafe,  conceives  firm  Hope  of  bis  perfefl  Recovery. 

*  Now,  Mr.  Speaker,  if  we  fet  before  us  an 
Image  or  Reprefentation  of  thole  Difiempers  we 
jbnd  invironed  withal),  there  could  not  poi&blj  be 
that  extreme  Danger  in  them ,  but  that  there  might 
be  g6od  Hopes  of  a  fpeedy  Recovery ;  had  ,we  kept 
clofe  and  conftant  to  tbofe  Grounds  of  Relidoo, 
Laws,  and  Military  Difcipnne,  which  have  been 
noted  by  the  wifeft  Legiflators,  to  have  been  the 
main  Caufe.  next  under  God,  of  the  Strength  and 
Duration  of  a  State. 

*  But,  Sir,  if  we  examine  it,  how  have  our  very 
Foundations  been  fiiaken  ?  What  Superftition  and 
Innovation^  have  been  brought  in  upon  our  Reli- 
gion, of  late  Times,  by  ambitious,  heady,  and  paf- 
fionate  Men  ?  And  from  this  Fountain,  or^ally^ 
as  I  Conceive,  flow?  moft  Part  of  our  prefent  Di- 
ftraftions.  Queen  ESzabeth,  of  iacred  and  pre- 
cious Memory  to  this  Nation,  keeping  ftedfaft  and 
conftant  to  this  Ground  of  Religion,  kept  this  King- 
dom peaceable  and  united  at  home ;  afforded  a 
comfortable  Influence  and  Afliftance  to  the  Prote- 
jiant  Parties  abroad  ;  and,  after  a  long  and  happy 

Reign,  went  unto  her  eternal  Reft  in  Glory.  , 

*  And  truly.  Sir,  I  fpeak  it  with  all  Humility, 
yet  with  fome  Confidence,  that  I  ihall  never  ex- 
pert to  fee  the  quiet  fettled  State  of  this  Kingdom, 
till  there  be  fome  Courfe  taken  to  fettle  Religion  to 
fome  Rule  and  Uniformity ;  and  not  to  be  thus  fuf- 
fered  in  an  uncertain  O>ndition,  between  illegal 
Innovations  and  Superftition  on  the  one  Side,  and 
I  know  not  what  lawlefs  and  irregular  Confufion 
on  the  other.

*  For  our  Laws,  Mr.  Speaker,  how  have  they 
been  violated  by  illegal  Taxations,  Imprifonments, 
Monopolies,  and  other  Preflures,  whereby  the  Sub- 
jedl  hath  been  profecutcd  and  grieved  ?  But  this  is 
6}  obvious  to  every  Man's  Underftanding  and  Scnfe, 
that  I  fliall  not  infift  upon  it. 

♦  Mr.  Speaker,  I  come  next  to  our  Military  Dif- 
cipline ;  and  how  hath  this  Ground  of  Strength  been 
fliaken,  partly  by  the  Lofs  of  able  and  experienced 
Commanders  in  fruitlefs,  if  not  dangerous.  At- 
tempts abroad  ;  and  partly  by  Negleft,  and  not 
duly  keeping  up  our  Mufters  at  home  ? 

'  Mr.  Speaker,  every  Man  may  lay  it  as  lightly 
tt>  Heart  as  he  pleafes ;  but  I  fhall  be  bold  to  tell 
yon,  that  all  the  Laws,  that  we  have  or  (hall  make 
for  the  Defence  of  our  Religion  or  Liberties,  with- 
out provident  Care  in  this  Particular,  will  be  but 
like  to  fumptOous  and  glorious  Stru£iures  without 
Roof  or  Coveringj  fubjedl  to  all  Weather  and 
Storms  that  fhall  arife ;  and  whatever  Parliaments 
Ihall,  with  great  Wifdom  and  Providence,  plant 
for  the  good  Eftate  of  future  Times,  without  due 
Pfovifions  for  our  Military  Defence,  may  be  foon 
cut  down  again  by  the  Violence  and  Malice  of  a 
ftronger  Sword. 

*  Therefore,  Mr.  Speaker,  as  you  have  taken  a 
provident  Care  for  the  fecuring  of  the  Havens  and 
Port-Towns,  fo  I  defire  there  may  be  timfely  Con- 
£deration  had  of  the  Inland  Strength  of  the  King- 
dom I  and  that  Mufters,  in  all  Counties  of  the  King- 
dom, becarefully  (efpecially  in  thefe  perilous  Times) 
kept  up ;  and  that  Care  be  taken  that  every  County 
may  have  a  fufficicnt  Proportion  of  Powder,  and 
other  Provifion,  for  their  neceffary  Defence.  That 
all  Commands  may  reft  in  faithful  Hands ;  and 
that  Certificates  of  the  true  State  of  all  Things,

as  well  of  Captains^  as  of  Munition,  Powder»  and

^  Mr.  Speaker^  this  Point  is  more  timely  to  be 
had  in  Confideration,becaufe  our  Perils  will  increafe^ 
as  foreign  States  fettle  an4compofe  their  Affairs  to 
their  beft Advantage :  and  Uierefore  I  ihall  defire  that 
our  Quietneis  may  not  reft  any  longer  upon  fo 
tickle  a  Ground,  as  the  Unquietnets  of  Qur  Neigh- 
bour Kingdoms ;  for  no  State  ftands  firm  and  fe- 
(:ure,  but  upon  its  own  Foundations. 

*  There  is  one  Thing  more,  with  which  I  will 
conclude ;  and  I  fhall  humbly  reprefent  it  asi  in  my 
weak  Opinion,  a  great  Caule  of  our  growing  Di« 
flemper:  This  is  the  Abundance  of  Humoura 
we  have  ftirred,  and  not  purged  away,  which  are 
but  fit  Fuel  for  frefh  Fire  to  take  hold  of,  if  it 

.  ibould  burft  forth ;  therefore  as  there  be  great  Niun* 
hers  in  this  State,  ^i  P^nd^  a  CalamitaU  Publico^ 
Impunitatm  fibi  Jpondent^  I  fhall  make  it  my 
humble  Motion  and  Defire,  That  we  make  fe^ 
vere  Examples  of  fome  few  of  the  moft  capital 
Offenders ;  and  either  pardon  the  meaner  Delin* 
quents,  if  Juitice  will  admit  thereof,  or  at  leaft  to 
let  them,  in  fome  reafonable  Time,  know  what 
they  ynay  truft  Xq\  otherwife  as  many,  as  look 
dcfperately  upon  their  own  Fortunes,  will  be  top 
ready  to  give  their  Vote  for  Troubles,  and  feek 
their  own  Peace  in  the  Public  Difturbance  5  the 
Number  of  whom,  as  I  conceive,  fhould  be  warily 
prevented,  efpecially  in  thefe  Timqs  of  increafing 
Diftraftion. 

*  Sir,  I  have  troubled  you  too  long ;  and  am  not 
fo  inconfiderate  but  to  objeft  to  myfclf,  that  fome 
Things  are  of  more  inftapt  and  prcfcnt  Confidera-!- 
tion  than  any  Thing  I  have  touched  upon ;  as  your 
fending  Provifions  for  Irehni :  But  I  defire,  as  thofe 
Affairs  are  in  fome  Mcafure  fettled  in  a  Way,  we 
ipay  tiipely  apply  ourfelves  to  t{ie  Ropt  aniji  Caufes

November  ii.  Tbii  Day  a  Letter  wai  read  in 
the  Hottib  of  Lords,  from  the  CouncS  of  teland^ 
dated  Nwemher  5,  (hewing.  That  the  Protejlaniskcmait  of  Hm 
there  would  be  utterly  deftroyed,  and  that  fo^g-g^'^JT^  ^ 
doffl  cut  off  from  the  Crown  of  Englandj  if  pitfentiicittd. 
Supply  of  Men,  Ammunition  and  "Money  were  not 
fent  from  hence :  That  the  Rebels  proceeded  in  their 
Rebellion,  and  had  feized  on  the  Houfes,  Eftates 
and  Perfons  of  divers  Men  and  Women  of  good 
Qyality,  and  have  murdered  many  :  That  they 
are  gathered,  in  feveral  Parts  of  Inland^  to  the 
Number  of  30,000,  and  threaten  that  they  wiU 
not  leave  an  Bnglifl)  Protiftant  there  \  and  that 
they  will  not  lay  down  their  Arms,  untill  an  A£t 
of  Parliament  be  pafied  for  Freedom  of  their  Re- 
ligion :  That  the  Council  defire  a  fpeedy  Supply 
of  10,000  Men  with  Arms,  and  100,000 /•  in 
Money* 

November  1 2.  Many  ReJUutions  and  Feies  pafled,  Tk*  J^Hmtat 
in  both  Houfa,  on  this  laft  Intelligence ;  the  Num-  ^^^^^ 
her  of  Forces  to  be  fent  were  augmented  to  10,000  aaa  tairc  iiMif 
Foot  and  2000  Horfe ;  likewife  the  Parliament  of^^mtdBug^ 
Scotland  were  to  be  deiired  to  have  in  Readinels 
10,000  Men  more,  to  be  tranfported  to  Irekndj  on 
Occafion.    The  Letter  from  thence  was  ordered 
to  be  communicated  to  the  City  of  London^  and 
to  be  forthwith  printed  and  publimed.    The  Houfe 
of  Commons  voted.  That  200,000  /.  flxould  be 
raifed  for  the  Suppreffing  this  Rebellion,  for  the 
Security  of  this  Kingdom,  and  for  the  Payment  oi 
Debts. 

The  ^me  Day  the  Commons  received  a  Mef^^Thstereuiicd 
&ge  from  the  Lords,  importing.  That  this  being  ®^p*^"* 
the  Day  for  die  thirteen  Bifliops  to  give  in  Anfwers         *** 
to  their  Impeachment,  twelve  of  Uiem  had  given 
in  a  Plea  and  a  Demurrer  ;  but  that  Godfr^^  Bi- 
ihop  of  Glmcejier^  had  pleaded  not  guilty,  in  Mo^ 
de  hi  F^ma. 
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.  Ai.  t7.  Qut  h  Nsvimbir  i  J.  A  Report  was  made  to  the  Houfe 
'^*'  of  Commonst  ^  That  the  Committeey  appointed  to 
Tlie  Londoners  go  to  the  City,  found  a  great  deal  of  Readinefs  fn 
••r«etoleiKiMo- them  to  lend  Money,  on  the  Security  ofiisKd :  But 
S^J^JJ^  befoi«  tliey  did  lend  any,  they  humbly  propofed, 
I/?,  That  the  Nfoney  (hould  be  paid  as  foon  as  the 
k&  was  paiFed.  zdiy^  That,  by  reafon  of  the  Privi- 
lege of  the  Members  o^  both  Houfes,  and  the  Pro- 
teutons  granted,  efpccially  by  the  Lords,  a  vaft  Sum 
of  Money  is  detained  from  them ;  fo  that  Trade 
cannot  be  driven,  nor  are  they  fo  able  to  lend  Money 
for  the  Service  of  the  Common- Wealth,  as  they 
dcfired,  ^dfyy  They  faid  they  were  fenfible  of  the 
Miferies  of  the  PrHeftnnts  in  Ireland^  and  of  the 
.  Power  of  the  Papifts  there ;  and  therefore  did  preis, 
with  much  Earneftnefs,  that  the\Perfons  of  the 
Pspift  Lords,  and  other  Peribns  of  Quality  here 
in  England^  might  be-fecured ;  left  fome  De^ 
be  in  them  here,  as  they  have  Caule  to  fear.  Ifext^ 
That  there  were  divers  Laws  and  good  Moti(Hls 
fent  up  to  the  Lords,  for  the  Good  of  the  Church 
and  Common- Wealth ;  and  that  the  great  Impedi- 
ment that  they  pafled  not  there,  was  from  the  Bi- 
ihop$ ;  and  they  didconceive,  That  fo  long  as  their 
Votes  were  in  Parliament  it  would  be  a  Hmdrance 
to  all  good  Laws  \  and  therefore  defired  further 
Endeavours  to  take  away  their  Votes.* 

Mr.  Serjeant  ^^^f  reported  from  the  Committee 
a{HH>inted  to  examine  into  the  Plea  and  Demurrer 
of  the  twelve  Biihops,  *  That  after  a  Jong  Debate 
and  various  Opinions,  they  had  at  laft,  concluded 
that  they  were  dilatory  and  infufficient ;  and  that 
tliC  twelve  Biihopshad  made  no  Anfwer:  Therefore 
to  defire  the  Lords  that  the  Biihops  be  ordered  to  put 
in  a  peremptory  Anfwer,  fuch  as  they  will  ftand  to.*

Cv.  i^ 
great  Tax  upon  the  Clergy  for  Supply  of  his  Ma-        »*>«• 
jefty;   and,  generally,  they  (hewed  themfelves 
very  affeSionate  to  the  War  with  Scotland^  which 
was,  by  fome  of  them,  ftiled  Viltum  Epi/copaU  ; 
they  compofed  a  Prayer,  and  enjoin'd  it  to  be  read 
in  all  Churches,  calling  the  ScotSy  Rebehy  to  put 
the  two  Nations  into  Blood,  and  make  them  irre* 
concilable.     All  thefe  pretended  Canons  and  Con- 
[flitutions  were  armed  with  the  fcveral  Cenfures  of 
Sufpenfion,  Excommunication,  and  Deprivation  ; 
by  which  they  would  have  thruft  out  all  the  good 
Minifters,  and  moft  of  the  well-affefted  People  of 
the  Kingdom,  and  left  an  eafy  Paflage  to  theur 
own  Defign  of  Reconciliation  with  Rorm. 
*  The  Popijb  Party  enjoyed  fuch  Exemption  from 
the  Penal  Laws,  as  amounted  to  a  Toleration, 
befides  many  other  Encouragements  and  Court 
Favours,    They  had  a  Secretary  of  State,  Sir 
Francis  Jf^mdehank^  a  powerful  Agent  for  the 
Speeding  of  all  their  Defires  \  and  a  Popt^zNundd 
refiding  here,  to  a£l  and  govern  them  according 
to  fuch  Inftruftions  as  he  received  from  Bu^rM^  and 
to  intercede  for  them  with  the  moft  powerful 
Concurrence  of  the  foreign  Princes  of  that  Rcli* 
^n ;  by  whofe  Authority  the  Papifts  of  all  Sorts, 
Nobility,  Gentry,  and  Clergy,  were  convocated 
after  the  Manner  of  a  Parliament ;   new  Jurfdic- 
tions  were  erefted  of  Rmijb  Archbifliops ;  Taxes. 
levied  ;  another  State  moulded  within  this  State* 
independent  in  Government,  contrary  in  Intcreft. 
and  Aflfediion,  fecretly  corrupting  the  ignorant  or 
Diligent  Profeflbrs  of  our  Religion,  and  clofcly. 
uniting  and  combining  themfelves  againft  fuch  as 
were  found  5  in  this  Pofture  waiting  for  an  Oppor- 
tunity, by  Force,  to  deftroy  thofe  whom  they 
could  not  hope  to  feduce.    For  the  effedling. 
whereof,  they  were  ftrengthened  with  Arms  and 
Munition, and  encouraged  by  fuperftitious  Prayers, 
enjoined  by  the  Nuncio  to  be  weekly  mide  for, 
the  Proiperity  of  fome  great  Deiign.     And  fuch 
Power  had  they  at  Court,  that,  fecreily,  a  Com-

the  Principles  of  our  Education,  given  a  good  Pr&^ 
portion  of  our  Time  and  Pains,  to  the  Examination  of  .

abroaiy  being  the  only  Means  to  draw  down  a  Blef" 
Jing  from  God  upon  ourfelves  and  this  Nation.    And 
tve  have  been  extreamfy  unfortunate  if  this  Profef- 
Hon  of  ours  be  wanting  to  our  People ;  mr  con/iant 
Praaice  in  our  own  Perfon  having  always  been^  with- 
cut  OJientation,  as  much  to  the  Evidence  of  our  Care 
and  Duty  herein^  as  we  could  pojfibfy  tell  how  to 
exprefs. 

For  Differences  amongji  ourfelves ^  for  Matters  in^ 
different  in  their  own  Nature  concerning  Religion^ 
we  fbally  in  lendernefs  to  any  Number  of  our  loving 
Subje^Sj  very  willingly  comply  with  the  Advice  of 
our  parliaments  that  fome  Law  may  be  made  for 
the  Exemption  of  tender  Confciences  from  Punifb* 
ment  or  Profecution  for  fuch  CeremonieSy  and  in 
Jiich  Cafes^  which,  by  the  Judgment  of  Men^  are 
held  to  be  Matters  indifferent^  and  of  fome  to  be  ab- 
filutely  unlawful ;  provided  that  this  Safe  be  attempt" 
ed  and  purfued  with  fuch  Modejly^  Temper^  and 
Submiffiony  that^  in  the  mean  Time^  the  Peace  and 
Siuiet  of  the  Kingdom  be  not  dijlurbed^  the  Decency 
and  Comehnejs  of  God's  Service  dijcountenanced^  nor 
ebepiousj  fiber y  and  devout  Anions  of  thofe  reverend^ 
Perfons  who  were  the  firfi  Labourers  in  the  bUffed 
Reformation^  or  of  that  Time^  be  fcandalized  and 
dgamed:  For  we  cannot^  without  Grief  of  Hearty 
and  without  fome  Tax  upon  ourfelf  and  our  Minifters 
for  the  not  executing  of  our  Laws,  hoi  upon  the  bold 
Licence  of  fome  Men^  in  printing  of  Pamphlets^  in . 
preaching  and  printing  of  Sermons^  fo  full  of  Bitter^] 
nefs  and  Malice  againji  the  prefent  Government\ 
and  the  Laws '  ejiablilhedy  fo  full  of  Sedition  again/i, 
ourfelf  and  the  Peace  of  the  Kingdom^  that  we  are 
many  times  amazed  to  confider  by  what  Eyes  thefe 
Things  are  feen^  and  by  what  Ears  they  ar,e  heard  \ 
and  therefore  we  have  good  Caufe  to  command y  as  we 
have  done^  and  hereby  do^  all  our  Judges  and  Mini- 
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Am  17.'.  CzxXJiirs  of  Juftice^  our  Attorney  and  Solticitor  General^ 
*^**.  and  the  reft  of  our  learned  Counfel^  to  proceed  ivith  all

foundation  Upon  ivbich  that  Peace  and  Happinejs  is 
founded  and  coMjlituted,  And  we  doubt  not  hut  all 
our  lofVfng  Subjects  will  be  very  fenfible  that  this  hufy^ 
virulent y  Demeanor  is  a  fit  Prologue  to  nothing  but 
Confufion\  and^  if  not  very  feafonahjy  pun/bed  and 
prevented^  %ViIl  not  only  be  a  Btetfiijl)  to  that  wholeforhi 
Accommodation  we  intend^  but  en  unjpeakable  Scandal 
and  Imputation  tven  upon  the  Profejfion  and  Reli- 
gion of  this  our  Kingdom  of  England.

TheHoufe  of  Commons,  on  thb  Refufal,  pafled 
the  following  Vote :  Refolvedj  Nem.  Con.  '  That 
this  Houfe  holds  Colonel  Lunsford  unfit  to  b?,  or 
continue,  Lieutenant  of  the  Tower ^  as  being  a  Per- 
fon  whom  the  Commons  of  England  cannot  conr 
fide  in/  Another  Conference  was  alfo  held  upon 
this  Subjedl,  which  was  thus  reported  by  the  Lord 
Keeper,  '  That  the  Houfe  of  Commons  greatly 
defired,  that  both  Houfes  might  have  joined  toge- 
ther in  an  humble  Petition  to  his  Majefty,  for  re- 
moving Colonel  Lunsford  from  being  Lieutenant 
of  the  Tower  of  London.

This  Day  another  Affair  wasftarted 

in  the  Houfe  of  Lords.    Information  was  given  lo 

that  Houfe,  that  fome  Members  of  both  Houfes  have 

jbad  falfe  Rumours  reported  of  them :  That  during 

Complaint  con-  the  Time  the  King  was  laft  in  Scotland^  it  was  told 

being  in  a  pJot  ^"^  Earl  of  E£ex^  the  Earl  of  Newport^  the  Lord 
for  feizing  the  Vifcount  Say  and  Sek^  the  Lord  Mandevilley  the 
^^r^t  ^"    ^'"^  Wharm,  Members  of  this  Houfe ;  and  the 
""*         hofd  Dungarvariy  Mr.  Nathaniel  Fiennes^  Sir  Jobtr 
Cktworthyj  and  Mr.  John  Pymmey  Members  of 
the  Houfe  of  Commons,  were  prefent)  upon  a  Dlf- 
pourfe  of  Plots  that  fliould  be  done  in  this  King- 
dom or  in  Scotland,  the  Ear  J  of  Newport  fliould  fay. 
If  there  be  fuch  a  Plot^  yet  here  are  his  Wife  and 
Children ;  meaning  that  the  Perfons  of  the  Queen 
and  of  her  Children  fliould  be  feizcd  upon. 

Upon  this  the  Earl  of  Newport  ftood  up,  and  gave 
the  Houfe  this  Account,  That,  bearing  of  fuch  an 
Information  which  had  been  prefcnted  to  the  Queen, 
be  went  with  fome  other  Lords  and  waited  on  her 
Majeily ;  and,  with  many  Proteftations,  affured 
her.  That  never  any  fuch  Words  were  fpoken, 
nor  the  leaft  Thought  thereof  conceived  of  any  fuch 
Faft ;  with  whicn  the  Queen  feemed  to  •  reft 
fatisfied :  But,  upon  Friday  laft,  his  Majefty  afked 
him.  Whether  he  heard  any  Debate  at  Kenfington, 
about  feizing  upon  the  ^een  and  her  ChiUreni 
which  hi?  Lordfljip  denying,  his  Majefty  replied 
again.  That  he  was  firry  for  his  Lordjbifs  ill  Me- 
mory.'' 

The  Houfe  ronfidering  this  Information  to

Multitudes  of  People  being  this  Day  alTembled,  Riott  and  To- 
in  all  the  Places  leading  to  both  Houfcs  of  Parlia-  5*!l*J;j!i^ 
roenr,  the  general  Cry  of  whom  was,  No  Bi)*^j,         *"*'*'^ 
No  Bijhops ;  a  Frajr  enfued,  in  which  fomc  Genile-

prevent  fuch  Diforders,  for  the  Sheriff  of  the  Coun- 
ty to  attend  all  the  while,  with  a  competent  Num- 
ber of  Men/  Upon  which  the  Lords  ordered^ 
•  That  the  Under- fheriffuf^/Wi/^j;,  and  two  of 
the  Juftices  of  Peace  for  Wejlminjler^  (hould  here- 
after attend  this  Houfe,  de  Die  in  Diem^  and  receive 
Directions  from  them  for  the  fupprefling  of  fuch 
Tumults.'

courages thefe  illegal  Outrages ;  and  if  fome  Re- 
bukes were  miniftred  from  the  Houfe  to  tliem,  they 
would  not,  furely,  be  fo  audacious, 

*  It  is  true,  Mr.  Speaker,  I  confcfs,  that  their 
Trading  is  decayed,  and  it  is  hard  for  many  ol 
them  to  fubfift  with  their  Families,  occafioned  by 
our  flow  Proceedings  againft  Delinquents;  the  Rea- 
fon  whereof  they  are  unca liable  of  judging,  neither, 
as  I  conceive,  fliould  they  be  made  acquainted  with, 
otherwife  thin  to  underftand  that  their  unfeafon- 
able  and  unfitting  Repair  to  this  Houfe  is  one  prin* 
cipal  Caufe  thereof.

Danger  Of  it,  which  yet^  in  my  Apprehenfion^  iff 
very  great  and  apparent.

like  Trafh,  which  all  aretau^t  tolpitin  the  Face 
of  their  Mother,  the  Church  ct  England,  and  to  de- 
fy and  revile  her  Government :  From  hence  have 
iflUed  thofe  dangerous  Aflaults  of  our  Church- Go- 
vernors ;  from  hence  that  Inundation  of  bafe  and 
fcurrilous  Libels  and  Pamphlets,  wherewith  we  have 
been  of  late  over-borne,  in  which  Papifis  and  Pre- 
lates^  like  Oxen  in  a  Yoke,  are  ftill  match'd  toge- 
ther.    Oh,  my  Lords !   I  befeech  you  tijat  you 
will  be  fenfible  of  this  great  Indignity :  Do  but  look 
upon  thefe  Reverend  Perfons :  Do  not  your  Lord- 
fhips  fee  here  fitting  upon  thefe  Benches,  thofe  that 
have  fpent  their  Time,  their  Strength,  their  Bodies, 
and  Lives,  in  preaching  down,  in  writing  down, 
Popery?   And  which  would  be  ready,  if  Occafion 
offered,  to  Jacrifice  all  their  old  Blood  that  remains, 
to  the  Maintenance  of  that  Truth  of  God,  which 
they  have  taught  and  written ;  and  (hall  we  be 
.   thus  defpitefuUy  ranged  with  themi  whom  we  do

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diu9  piofefledly  oppofe?  But,  alas  f  this  is  but  one  An.  17.  Ct^*  I, 
of  thofe  many  fcandalous  Afperfions,  and  intolera-       '^'« 
ble  Afirontd»  that  are  daily  caft  upon  us. 

^  Now,  whither  fhould  we,  in  this  Cafe,  have 
Recourfe  for  a  needful  and  feafonabie  Redrefs  ?  The 
Arm  of  the  Church  is,  alas !  now  (hort  and  finew- 
leis  J  it  is  the  intcrpofing  of  your  Authority  that 
muft  refcue  us :  You  are  the  eldeft  Sons  of .  your 
dear  Mother  the  Church,  and  therefore  mofi  fit  and 
moft  able  to  vindicate  her  Wrongs ;  You  are  Amici 
Sponfay  give  me  Leave,  therefore,  in  the  Bowels 
of  Cfarift>  humbly  to  befeech  your  Lordfhips  to  be 
tenderly  fenfibie  of  thefe  woful  and  dangerous  Con*

Meilages  were  fent  down  to  them  from  the  Lords; 
but  they  ftill  held  firni,  both  to  the  Place  and  their 
Woody  Refolutions.  It  now  grew  to  be  Torch- 
Ligjit,  and  one  of  the  Lords  (the  Marquis  of  /far/- 
ford)  came  up  to  the  Biftops  Form,  and  told  us  we 
were  in  great  Danger,  advifing  us  to  take  fome 
Courfe  for  our  own  Safety }  and,  being  defired  to  tell 
us  what  he  thought  the  beft  Way,  counfelled  us  to 
continue  in  the  Parliament  Houfe  all  that  Night ;

Sfeby  to  Jf^*!?-  common  Fame,  that  it  was  faid  in  the  Houfe  of 

fiigthJcom^'"  l^ords,  by  the  Lord  Digby^  and  offered  to  be  jufti- 

moos  j  ^  fied  by  him.  That  thi  Houfe  tf  Cemmons  have  inva" 

ded  the  Privileges  of  the  Hmfe  rf  Lordsy  and  the  Jti- 

ierty  of  the  Sutje^i  and  that  he  did  likewife  lay.

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An.  17.  Car.  I.  mediately,  the  Lord  Keeper,  in  the  Name  of  the 
"♦'•        Houfe  of  Peers,  declared,  •  That  this  Petitm  aiid 
Proteftation  of  the  twelve  Bifhops,  containing  Mat- 
ters of  high  and  dangerous  Confequence,  and  fuch 
as  the  Lords  are  very  feirfible  of,  and  fuch  ^require 
^  fpeedy  and  fudden  Refolution,  it  extending  to  the 
deep  intrenching  upon  the  fundamental  Privileges 
and  Being  of  Parliaments ;  therefore  the  Lords  have 
thought  fit,  that  this  Matter,  concerning  the  whole 
Parliament,  may  be  communicated  to  the  Houfe 
of  Commons,  it  being  a  Thing  of  fo  great,  fo  ge- 
neral a  Concernment.

And  Mr,  Gfynne 
was  ordered  to  go  to  the  Lords,  and,  at  their  Bar,^  in 
the  Name  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  and  all  the 
Commons  of  Englandy  to  accufe  thefe  twelve  pre- 
lates of  High  Tteafon,  for  endeavouring  to  fubvert 
the  fundamental  Laws  of  the  Realm  and  the  very 
Being  of  Parliaments,  manlfefted  by  preferring  that 
Petition  and  Protejiation ;  and  to  deJtre  the  Lords, 
that  they  may  be  forthwith  fequeftred  from  Parlia- 
ment and  put  into  fafe  Cuftody ;  and  that  their  Lord- 
fhips  would  appoint  a  fpeedy  Day  for  the  Commons 
to  charge  them,  and  they  to  anfwer  j  for  that  the 
^Commons  were  ready  to  make  good  their  Charge. 
He  was  farther  ordered  to  give  their  Lordfhips 
Thanks  for  communicating  this  Petition  with  fo 
much  Affedtion  and  Speed,  and  for  expreffing  their 
Senfe  thereof. 
The  protefting  Hereupon  it  was  ordered^  *  That  the  Gentle- 
Biihops  ordered  man  U  flier  bring  the  faid  Bifliops,  fo  accufed,  bc- 
kto  Cuftody.  fore  this  Houfe,  that  they  may  be  committed  to  fafe 
Cuftody/  In  the  mean  time,  a  Conference  having 
been  defired  by  the  Commons,  concerning  the  Safe^ 
ty  of  the  Kingdom  and  both  Houfes  of  Parliament, 
,ihe  Lords  went  to  the  Conference ;  and,  being  re- 
turned, the  Lord  Keeper  reported  it  to  the  Houfe 
to  this  Effe<ft :

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He  firft  repeated  the  former  Meflage  from  the  An*  xr*  Gto,  I*. 
Cofflmons,  with  their  Reafons  for  defiring  a  Guards       'M* 
to  which  the  Commons  faid  they  had  yet  no  An- 
fwer.

*  Nixt^  They  defire  to  have  a  Guard,  becaufe 
they  hear  the  King  hath  a  Guard  at  fFhitehall^  as 
apprehending  it  fit ;  and  the  Houfe  of  Commons 
conceive,  that  thofe  that  are  Enemies  to  the  King, 
at|  likewife  Enemies  to  the  Parliament ;  and  fo 
vice  ver/a:  Therefore  thai;  Houfe  defired  their 
Lordfhips  to  confider  of  thele  Things  and  give  them 
an  Anfwer,  Whether  they  will  join  with  the  Com- 
mons in  a  Petition  to  the  King,  or  not.' 

Upon  this  another  Debate  arofe  in  the  Houfe  of 
Lords,  Whether  that  Houfe  would  recede,  upon 
thefe  further  Reafons,  from  the  Fote  given  laft 
Night ;  and  this  Queflion  being  put,  it,  again,  paf- 
fed  in  the  Negative.

Snft^Sfm  *"  Name  of  all  the  Commons  of  Bniland,  had  accu- 
*     fed  him  and  other  Bilhops  with  High  Trcafon^  for 
endeavouring  to  fubvert  the  fundamental  Laws  of 
this  Realm,  and  the  Being  of  Parliament,  by  pre- 
ferring their  Pitiikn  and  frtteftation^  this  iHj^  to 
that  Houfe. 
The  faid  Archbilfaop,  at  his  Requeft,  having 
hcirrcf    .Leave  to  fpeak,  he  faid,  *  He  would  not,  at  that 
ti^  AafweLr^  Time,  make  any  Demurrer  to  the  Charge,  as  ha- 
ving never  heard  it  before  s  but  he  defired  their 
Lordfhips  wouJd  give  him  Leave  to  do  as  he  fliould 
be  advifed,  when  he  came  to  bis  AnAver  /  and  fo 
he  withdrew  (2).'  -  ^ 

The  Bifhop  of  Durham  {a)  was  next  brought  to 
the  Bar  in  the  fame  Manner,  who  faid,  *  That  this 
was  the  greateft  Mifery  that  ever  befel  him,  and 
what  he  dad«  was  not  with  any  malicious  or  trea- 
fonable  Intention  i  but  he,  going,  by  Chance,  to 
the  Archbifhop  of  Xork\  Houfe,'  about  two  Days 
ago,  he  found  fome  BKhops  there,  and  the  Petition 
lign'd  by  many  of  them;  and,  being  defired  to 
fubfcribe  the  faid  Pitition^  he  read  it  over,  and  took 
fome  Exceptions  to  it;  but  he  was  drawn  in  by 
Inducements,  or  rather  Seducements,  and  he  did 
fubfcribe  only  to  preferve  his  Right  of  voting  in 
Parliament ;  and,  defiring  their  Lordfhips  to  have 
Pity  upon  him,  being  a  Man  of  great  Years,  be 
withdrew. 

The  Bifliopof  Norwich  (b)  came  next  to  the 
Bar,  and,  after  hearing  his  Accufation,  faid,  *  Thiar 
was  the  heavieft  Afflidlion  ever  came  to  him  ;  and 
profefled  it  was  far  from  his  Thoughts  to  be  guilty 
of  an  Offence  of  fo  high  a  Nature,  and  confeffed 
he  fubfcribed  the  Petition  and  Protiftation  ;  but  de- 
fired the  reft  of  his  Brethren,  the  Bilhops,  that  it

caikd  by  bis  M»jefty'*s  Writ' to  give  our  Attendance  in  Parliament, 
we  might  be  fecured  in  the  Peiformance  of  our  Duty  and  Service, 
agaioft  thofe  Dangers  that  threatenM  us|  and,  withal! ,  to  proteft 
againft  any  fuch  Ads  as  fhould  be  xomAc  during  the  Time  of  our 
forced  Abtence,  for  which  he  aiTured  us  there  were  many  Precedents 
in  former  ParBaments,  and  which  if  vft  did  not,  we  fhould  betray 
the  Tnift  committi4  to  us  1^  his  Majefty,  and  /hamefuily  betray 
and  abdicate  the  due  Right  both  of  ourfelves  and  Succeflbrs.  To 
thii  Purpofe,  in  our  Prefence,  he  drew  up  the  faid  Petition  and  Pro^ 
t^ati^n,  avowing  it  to  be  legal,  juft,  and  agreeable  to  all  former 
Proceedings,  and,  being  fair  vn^itten,  ient  it  to  our  feveral  Lodg- 
ings for  our  Hands,  which  we  accordingly  fubfcribed ^  intending  yet 
to  have  had  fome  Rirther  Confultation  concerning  the  delivering  and 
vbole  Carriage  of  it:  But  e're  we  could  fuppofe  it  to  be  in  any 
Hand  but  his  owli,  the  iirfl:  News  we  heard  was,  that  there  were 
Msflei^ecs  addre&d>to  fetch  us  in  to  the  Parliament  upon  an  Acco- 
fation  of  High  Treafon.  For  whereas  this  Paper  was  to  have  been 
delivered,  fiift  to  his  Majefty's  Secretary,  and,  after  Perufal,  by 
bim  to  hs  Majefty,  and  after  ^om  his  Ma)eAy  to  the  Parliament,  and 
for  that  Purpofe  Co  the  Lord  Keeper,  the  Lord  Littleton,  who  was 
the  Speaker  of  the  Houfe  of  Peers :  All  thefe  profefs'd  not  to  have 
perofed  it  at  all ;  but  the  faid  Lord  Keeper,  willing  enough  to  take 
this  Advantage  of  ingratiating  himfelf  with  the  Houfe  of  Com-> 
mom  and  the  Fa6Hon,  to  which  he  knew  himfelf  fuificicntly  ob- 
nonoQSy  finding  what  U&  might  be  made  of  it  by  prejudicate  Minds, 
reads  the  fame  openly  m  the  Houie  of  .Lords ;  and,  when  he  found 
fome  of  the  Fa£lion  apprehenfive  enough  ofMifconftruftion,  aggra- 
vate the  Matter  as.hi^ly  offenfive,  and  of  dangerous  Confequence  ; 
and  thereupon,  not  without  much  Heat  and  Vehemence,  and  with 
an  ill  Prcfecc,  it  is  fent  down  to  the  Houfe  of  Commons ;  where 
ic  was  entertained  heinoufly,  Glynne,  with  a  full  Mouth,  crying  it 
up  for  no  lefs  than  an  High  Treafon,  and  fome  ccmparing,  yea  pre- 
ferring, it  to  the  Powder  Plot.' 

Lord  darendoriy  confirming  moft  of  the  foiegoing  Particulars, 
tells  us,  *  That  the  Archbilhop  of  Tork  fent  for  all  tne  Biihops  who 
were  then  in  Tcwn  to  his  Houfe,  and  propofcd,  as  abfolutely  nccei"- 
fary,  *  That  they  might  unanimoufly,  anJ  prefently  prepare  a  Pro- 

*  teftation,  to  fend  to  the  Houlie,  againft  the  Force  that  was  ufed  ^ 
'  upon  them,  and  agajnft  all  the  Afts  which  were  or  flijuid  be  dene

*  their  Duties  in  the  Houie.'  And  immediately,  having  Teji  a:iii 
Ink  ready,  himfelf  prepared  a  Prote/iation  ]  which,  'neir^  'ead  to

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.  17.  Cir.  I.  Next  the  Bifhop  of  Covenlry  and  Litchfiild  (d) 
»64»'  was  brought  to  the  Bar,  who  faid,  *  He  fubfcribcd 
the  Petition,  but  craved  their  Lordihips  bcft  Con- 
ftru£Uo0  of  it,  for  he  did  it  not  with  any  traitcrbus 
Intchtion,  and  fubmitted  himfelf  to  the  Pleafuro 
of  the  Houfe.'

The  Bifhop  of  Landaf(rri)  made  a  longer  An- 
fwer  to  his  Charge,  but  all  to  the  fame  Purport; 
*  That  it  was  done  thro' Ignorance  and  Indifcretion» 
and  that  he  had  no  Defign  to  overthrow  the  funda- 
mental Laws  of  the  Land  j  he  defired  he  might  not 
feel  the  Weight  of  their  Lordfhips  Juftice,  but 
Mercy,  and. that  he  might  be  bailed  upon  good  Se-

After  hearing  all  thefe  Arraignments,  the  Lords 
ordered  ten  of  the  Blfhops  to  be  committed  Prifoners 
to  the  Tower;  but  the  ffifhops  of  Durham  and  of 
Coventry  and  Lichfield  were  remitted  to  the  Cufto- 
dy  of  the  Black  Rod  («).

and  obftinate  Malicioufnefs  of  a  great  many  of  good 
Quality  and  Eftimation  ?  And  then  for  new  Bi- 
fhops to  be  made,  altho'  perchance  Men  of  great 
Learning  and  Judgment,  before  the  Parliament  hath 
fully  agreed  on  the  Manner  of  their  Government, 
and  Proceedings  to  profecute  and  punifh  fuch  De- 
linquents as  have  been  perverfe  Inftruments  in  the 
Church,  to  withdraw  the  Affeflionsof  many,  other"-

I.  wifc  pcrhaps  wcll-afFefted,  from  the  right  fetllipg  of 
1641.  true  Religion,  with  fuch  Difciplinc  congruent  there-

veniences  and  dangerous'Confequents  that  may  hap* 
pen  hereupon,  may  yet  be  worfe  than  the  former  we 
have  had  too  much  Experience  of. 

*  ^dly^  I  conceive  by  making  of  thefe  Biibopsy 
when  they  {hall  be  admitted  to  lit  in  the  Roufe  of 
Lords,  their  Votes  there,  although  voted  down  ia 
this  Houfe,  yet  not  agreed  unto  by  the  Lords,  may 
be  a  great  Hinderance  in  our  Proceedings  to  fettle 
fuch  a  Form  of  Government  in  Religion,  as  ihaU, 
by  the  Parliament,  be  thought  requifite ;  all  of  them 
contriving  to  continue  their  old  Form  and  Powet 
of  Government.  And  their  Votes,  you  know, 
Mr.  Speaker,  have  prevailed  much  in  that  Houfe» 
many  o^the  Lords  (I  could  wi(h  not  fo  many) be- 
ing much  inclined  towards  them,  and  too  willing 
to  comply  with  them  in  their  Djefigns ;  but  1 
hope,  by  God's  Blefling,  and  our  Endeavours,  we 
fl)all,  in  Time,  by  Degrees  remove  fuch' Impedi- 
ments, both  in  Church  and  State,  as  hinder  our 
happy  Proceedings  in  redrefling  fuch  Things  that 
are  amifs  in  the  fame.

.  till  the  other  Things  before-mentioned,  for  the  Set- 
tlement of  Religion  and  Puniibment  of  Delinquents 
be  agreed  unto ;  that  then  fuch  as  ihall  be,  by  this 
wife  Council  of  State,  thought  fit  to  bear  any  Of- 
fice in  the  Church  in  Places  of  Government,  may 
be,  by  the  fame,  tried  and  proved  in  their  Learning, 
Judgment,  and  the  Holinefs  of  their  Lives  and  Con- 
verfatiops  ;  that  fo  having  not  only  able,  but  godly 
Men  fet  in  Places  of  Authority,  we  may  expeS  the 
well  Government  of  the  Inferior'CIergy. 

'  Idelire,  Mr.  Speaker,  not  to  be  mifconceived  in 
this  my  Speech,  concerning  the  S^ay  of  making  thefe 
fiilhops,  yet  unconffcrated.    I  fpeak  not  a^inft

Car.  !• 
of  Government,  not  doubting  but  that  they  are  as       ^^^^' 
able  and  fit  for  the  fame  as  any  other ;  but  the  In- 
tent of  my  Speech  and  humble  Motion  is,  That 
only,  for  the  Reafons  before  fpecified,  they  may  not 
yet  be  made  and  confecrated,  till  fuch  Time  as  all 
Things  for  the  well  Government  of  the  Church  be   / 
fully  concluded  and  fettled,  which  God  grant  j  that 
having  reformed  all  Diforders,  both  in  Church  and 
State,  we  may  every  one  fit  fecurely  under  his  own 
Vine  and  Fig-tree,  and  reap  and  enjoy  the  Fruit  of 
his  own  Labour/ 

December  31.  The  Lords  fent  a  Meflage  to  tha 
Commons  to  let  them  know  what  they  had  done 
in  the  lafl:  Affair  of  the  Bifliops,  and  likewife  to  ac- 
quaint them.  That  their  Lordfliips  had  ordered  the 
Bifliops  to  put  in  their  i^nfwers  to  the  Impeach- 
ment oh  tW«  Day  Se*nnight. 

The  fame  Day  alfo  the  Lords  received  a  Meflage  The  Commont 
fi'om  the  Commons,   to  remind  them,   *  That  pr«^s  forward  the 
whereas,  divers  Months  ago,  the  Houfe  of  Com- f.'f'.^;;j°"  ^^ 
mens  lent  up  a  Bill  for  taking  away  the  Votes  ofsiihopsj 
the  Bifhops  in  their  Houfe;  which  the  Common^ 
fuppofe  has  been  intermpted  by  other  Bufinefs  their 
Lordihips  have  been  engaged  in  ;  they  now  defire 
the  fiiid  Bill  maybe  confidered  of  with  all  Expedi-  « 

tion,  becaufe  they  conceive  it  to  be  a  Matter  of 
great  Concernment/  The  Lords  anfwered,  *  That 
they  would  take  the  faid  Bill  into  Confideration  in 
convenient  Time.' 

The  Houfe  of  Commons  finding  that  the  Lord^ 
would  not  join  with  them  in  petitioning  the  King 
for  a  Guard,  this  Day  refolved  to  do  it  by  themfelves: 
Accordingly  feven  of  that  Body,  of  which  Mr. Holies 
was  to  be  their  Speaker,  were  ordered  to  attend  his 
Majefty,  and  deliver  to  him  the  following  MefTage ;

The  Subftance  of  this  Meflage  being  firft  deliver- 
ed by  Word  of  Mouth,  the  King  defired  to  have 
it  in  Writing,  which  was  deliver^  to  his  Majefty 
accordingly :  But  the  Commons  receiving  no  pre- 
fent  Anfwer,  ordered  that  Halberts  fliould  be  prO'* 
vided,  and  brought  into  the  Houfe,  for  their  own 
better  Security  j  which  was  done,  and  the  faid  Hal- 
berts flood  in  tl:c  Houfe  for  a  conliderable  Time- 
afterwards. 

At  a  Conference  this  Day,  Dec.  31,  with  the 
Lords,  about  an  Information  the  Commons  had  re- 
ceived of  the  Lord  Digby's  having,  in  a  Speech,  re-

Whether  any  Cenfure  palled  againft  the  hox^Dig' 
by^  on  this  Occafion,  does  not  appear  by  iht  Jour  nab 
of  either  Houfe :  But  the  Refeniment  of  the  Com- 
mons againft  him  will  appear,  fully,  in  the  Sequel. 

Thus  ends  the  Calendar  Year  of  1641 ;  but  the 
Journals  of  both  Houfes,  with  the  Statute  Books^ 
continuing  of  it  to  March  25,  we  fliall  follow  that 
Courfe,  as  we  have  hitherto  done,  in  thefe  Enqui- 
ries. The  Reader  may  obferve,  that  Civil  Diflen- 
tions,  occafioned  by  real  Fears  and  Doubts  in  fome, 
and  fecret  evil  Machinations  in  otliers,  were  now 
rifen  to  a  great  Height  between  the  Court  and 
People :  But,  at  the  very  Beginning  of  January^ 
an  Accident  happened,  which  gave  the  King's 
Enemies  the  greateft  Handle  they  could  have  wifll- 
ed  for,  to  bring  him  to  his  Ruin.  This  was  the 
hafty  and  ill-advifed  Step  of  his  M^jefty's  going,  in 
Perfon,  to  the  Houfe  of  Commons  to  demand  the 
five  Members ;  a  Circumftance  much  animadvert- 
ed upon  by  the  Hiftorians  of  thefe  Times,  and  every 
other  Writer  of  EngUJh  Hiftory  fince.

we  would  do  thegreateji  Attempt  upon  our  Crown. 

We  know  the  Duty  of  that  Place  where  God  hath 
Jet  us  J  the  Prote^ion  we  owe  to  all  our  loving  Sub- 
Je^s,  and  mojl  particularly  to  you^  called  to  our  Ser* 
vice  by  cur  Writs ;  and  we  do  ehgage  unto  youjolemn- 
ly  the  Word  of  a  King^  that  the  Security  of  all,  ani 
roery  one  of  you  from  Violence^  is,  and  Jhall  ever  be 
as  much  our  Care^  as  the  Prefervation  of  us  and  our 
Children. 

Andy  if  this  general  AJfurance  Jhall  not  ftffice  ia 
remove  your  Apprehenfions,  we  will  command  fuch  a 
Guard  to  wait  upon  you  as  we  will  be  rejponfible  for 
to  himy  who  hath  incharged  us  with  the  Prot^dion 
and  Safety  of  our  Subje^s. 

The  fame  Day  the  Lord^  Keeper  told  the  Houfe 
of  Lords,  That  he  was  commanded  by  the  King 
to  let  them  know,  his  Majefty  had  given  Com- 
mands to  his  Atk)rney  General,  to  acquaint  their 
Lordfliips  with  fome  Particulars  from  him.    Here- 
The  Atrorney  ^P^"  ^^^  ^^'^  Attorney,  Handing  up  aitha  Clerk's 
General  ch^rgts  Table,  faid,  '  That  the  King  had  Commanded  him 
feyerai  Members  to  tell  their  Lord fhips,  that  great  and  treafonable 
xvithHifch'irea- j^^^g^g  and  Pradiccs  as:ainft  him  and  ihe  State  bad 
come  to  his  Majefty *s  Knowledge  ;  for  which  the 
Kii'g  h..d  given  him  Command  to  accufe,  and  he 
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M  accttie,  the  Lord  Kimbokon^  Mr.  Holies^  Mr.  ab.  17.  Qw*  !• 
ftf/ww^,  Mr.  Hampden^  Sir  ifr/ter  Hajelrig^  and  »H«« 
Mr.  S/r^J/,  of  High  Treafon,  and  other  High  Mifr 
demeanors,  by  the  Delivery  of  the  Articles,  in  Wri- 
ting, which  he  bad  in  his  Hand,  and  which  he  re- 
ceived from  his  Majefty :  Which  Ar,ticle8  were  read 
i»  hac  Verba ;

Lord  Clarendon  adds,  '  The  Houfe  of  Peers  wai 
fomewhat  apalled  at  this  Alarm ;  but  took  Time  to 
confider  of  it,  till  the  next  Day,  that  they  might 
fee  how  their  Matters  the  Commons  would  behave 
themfelves;  the  Lord  Kimbolt on  being  prefent. in  the 
Houfe,  and  making  great  Profeffions  of  his  Inno- 
cence, and  no  Lord  being  fo  hardy  as  to  prefs  for 
his  Commitment  on  the  Behalf  of  the  King.*  This 
general  Silence  was  the  more  remarkable,  fince  the 
Noble  Hiftorian  aflures  us,  *  That  the  Lord  Dighy 
had  promifed  the  King  to  move  the  Houfe  for  the 
Commitment  of  Lord Kimbolton,  as  foon  as  theAttor- 
ney  General  fhould  haveaccufed  him,  which,if  he  had 
done,  would  probably  have  raifed  a  very  hot  Difpute 
s  in  the  Houfe,  where  many  would  have  joined  him. 
On  the  contrary  he  feem*d  the  moft  furprized  and  per- 
plexed with  the  Attorney's  Impeachment;  and  fit- 
ting at  that  Time  next  the  Lord  Kimholton,  with 
whom  he  pretended  to  live  with  much  Friendfhip,

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he  whifpered  him  in  the  Ear  with  fome  Commotion,  An.  17.  Car.  !• 
fas  he  had  a  rare  Talent  at  Diflimulation)  '  That       '^'' 

*  the  King  was  very  mifchievoufly  advifed ;  and  that 

*  it(hould  go  very  hard,  but  he  would  know  whence 

*  that  Counfel  proceeded  ;  in  order  to  which,  and 

*  to  prevent  further  Mifchief,he  would  go  immedi- 

*  acely  to  his  Majeftyj'  and  fo  went  out  of  the 
Houfe:  Whereas  he  was  the  only  Perlbn  who  gave 
the  Counfel,  named  the  Perfons,  particularly  the 
Lord  Kimbolton^  (againft  whoni  lefs  could  be  faid 
than  againft  many  others,  and  who  was  more  ge- 
nerally beloved)  and  undertook  to  prove  that  the 
faid  Lord  Kimbolton  told  the  Rabble,  when  they 
were  about  the  Parliament  Houfe,  that  they  (hould 
go  to  Whitehall: 

After  fome  other  Bufinefs  done  in  the  Houfe  of 
Lords;  as  affigning  Counfel  for  the  twelve  Bi- 
fhops,  fffr.  a  Meffage  was  brought  up,  from  the 
other  Houfe,  to  defire  the  Lords  would  be  plea- 
fed  to  fit  a  while,  for  they  (hould  have  occalion 
to  confer  with  their  Lordfhips  about  a  Breach  of 
Privilege.  This  being  granted,  a  Conference  was 
held,  between  Committees  of  both  Houfes;  the 
Report  of  which  was  made  by  the  Lord  Keeper  to 
this  Effeft :

follow:   That  both  Houfes  have  lately  taken  a 
Proie/lation  for  the   Maintenance  of   their  Privi- 
leges, Perfons,  and  Goods,  a  high  Breach  whereof 
is  at  this  Inftant ;  for  divers  Members  of  the  Houfe 
of  Commons  have  their  Perfons  aflaulted  and  laid  in 
wait  for ;  their  Chambers,  Studies,  and  Trunks  have 
been  ranfack'd  and  fealed  up ;  as  Mr.  HolleSy  Mr. 
Pymmey  and  Mr,  Hampden  ;  befides,  the  Houfe  of 
-Commons  underftand  that  there  are  Guards  of  Soldi- 
ers fet  fo  near  the  Parliament  Houfes  as  Whitehall ; 

which 
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An.  17.  Car.  I. which  being  done  without  Confent  of  Parliamertfi 
'  1641.  they  hold  it  as  a  Breach  of  Privilege :  The  Houfeof 
Commons  therefore  defire  their  LordOiips  would 
join  with  them  in  an  humble  Requeft  to  the  King, 
that  the  Guards  at  Whitehall  may  be  removed ;  and 
that  the  Parliament  may  havefucha  Guard  as  fhall 
be  approved  on  by  the  King  and  both  Houfes  of 
Parliament.  Alfo  the  Houfe  of  Commons  defire 
their  Lordfliips  to  join  with  them  in  vindicating  the 
Breaches  of  their  Privileges  j  and,  if  a  Guard  can- 
not be  obtained,  that  they  defire  their  Lordfhips  to 
take  it  into  Confideration  to  adjourn  to  another 
'   Place  where  they  may  fit  in  Security/ 

The  Lords  taking  the  abovefaid  into  Confidera* 
tion«  •rdend^  ^  That  all  the  Chambers,  Studies^ 
And  both  HoufetaiKl  Trunks,  that  were  fcaled  or  locked,  belonging 
Jt^^c'^d^?^^  Mr.  Holies,  Mr.  Pymme,  Mr.  Hampdin,  or  to 
*    ""  '    *^'any  Member  of  Parliament,  (hall  be  forthwith  un- 
fealed  and  unlocked,  and  left  to  their  free  Ufe  and 
Difpofure.    Ordered^  alfo,  *  That  this  Houfe  would 
join  with  the  Houfeof  Commons,  in  an  humble  Pe- 
tition to  the  King  for  a  Guard,  in  the  iame  Man- 
ner as  they  defired,  and  that  it  ihould  continue  as 
long  as  the  King  and  both  Houfes  fhall  think  fit. 

"Jan,  4.  This  joint  Petition  of  both  Houfes  having 
been  prefented  to  the  King,  his  Majefty  faid,  '  Tha: 
*  he  would  fend  an  Anfwer  to  it  very  fpeedily.'  But 
the  Commons  being  very  uncafy,  they  this  Day 
renewed  their  Defires  to  the  Lords*  to  have  it  done  5 
for  this  Reafon,  *  Becaufe  they  had  received  Infor- 
mation that  divers  Gentlemen  had  made  their  Ad- 
drefles  to  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Inns  of  Court,  and 
have  deak  with  them  to  come  armed  to  Whitehall^ 
when  they  Ihall  be  required  j  but  they  had  not  con- 
defcended  thereto.  They  likewife  faid  they  had 
met  with  a  fcandalous  Paper,  as  was  publifhed  a- 
broad,  to  the  Injury  of  fome  Members  of  both 
Houfes,  which  contained  Articles  of  High  Treafoa 
and  High  Mifdemeanors,  againft  the  Lord  KimboU 
ton^  a  Member  of  that  Houfe,  and  others,  Mem- 
bers 
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ben  of  the  Houre  of  Commons  $  which  they  de-  Aa.  if.  Or.  l 
fired  their  Lordlhips  to  join  with  them  in  finding  '^4«» 
out  the  Authors  of,  and  bringing  them  to  condign 
Punifliment,  for  fo  high  a  Breach  of  the  Privileges 
of  Parliament/— But  nothing  was  this  Day  refolved 
on  by  the  Lords,  probably  interrupted  by  the  Af- 
fair which  happened  in  the  other  Houfe :    For, 

The  Day  before  the  King  had  fent  Mr.  Francis^ 
Serjeant  at  Arms,  to  the  Houfe  of  Commons; 
where,  being  admitted  without  his  Mace,  he  deli- 
vered this  Meflage ;

*  Hampden^  and  Mr.  miRam  Strode: 

The  Commons  immediately  ordered  the  Cbatt"^ 
cellor  of  the  Excbequir,  Lord  Falkland^  Sir  Philip 
Stapktony  and  Sir  John  Ibtbam^  to  attend  his  Ma- 
jefty;  and  acquaint  him,  *  That  this  Meflage  was 
a  Matter  of  great  Confequence,  as  it  concerned  th6 
Privilege  of  rarliament,  and  therein  the  Privileges 
of  all  the  Commons  of  England:  That  this  Houfe 
will  take  it  into  ferious  Confideration,  and  will  at- 
tend his  Majefty,  with  an  Anfwer,  in  all  Humility 
and  Duty,  and  with  as  much  Speed  as  the  Greatnefi 
of  the  Bufinefs  will  permit ;  And  that,  in  the^mean 
time,  the  Houfe  will  uke  Care  that  thofe  Gentle-Btitt]i«yiidtbe. 
men,  mentioned  in  the  Meflage,  (hall  be  ready  touig  delivered  np^ 
anfwer  any  legal  Charge  laid  againft  them.' 

The  Speaker  did  then,  by  Command  of  the  Houfe, 
enjoin  thofe  five  Members,  particularly,  one  bv 
one,  to  give  their  Attendance  on  this  Houfe,  de 
Die  in  Diem^  untill  further  Orders :  And,  in  the 
Afternoon  of  this  Day,  there  is  a  Memorandum

That  the  Lords  would  giyc  a  preient 
Meeting  as  was  defired. 

A  Meflage  from  the  Lords  came  down  to  the 
Cdmmons  to  acquaint  them,  *  That,  according 
to  the  Agreement  between  both  Houfes  hft  Night, 
they  had  fent  the  Duke  of  RUbmond  and  the  Lord 
Chamberlain  to  his  Majefiy,  concerning  a  Guard  $ 
and  that  the  King's  Anfwer  was,  •  That,  by  rea- 
^  fon  of  fome  weighty  Affain  that  were  now  before 
*.him,  he  could  not  give  a  pre6nt  Anfwer ;  but

Some  Members  of  the  Commons  having  been 
fent  by  that  Houfe,  to  inquire  into  the  Tru A  of  a 
Report,  That  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Inns  of  Court 
came  to  WHubatt^  armed ;  Mr.  Brown^  one  who 
was  fent  to  LincoW^  Inn^  4id,  ^  That  the  Gentle- 
men told  him,  they  went  to  Courts  firft  upon  a  ge- 
neral Report  that  bis  Majefty's  Peribn  was  in  Dan- 
ger ♦♦♦♦ 

His  Majefty  came  into  Ihe  Houfe,  and  took  Mr. 
Speaker's  Chair. 

Gentlemen,

Refohed^  upon  the  Queftion,  That  the  Houfe 
(ball  adjourn  itfeU  till  To-morrow  one  of  the  Clock.. 

This  is  all  that  is  entered  in  the  Journah  of  the 
Commons  rebting  to  this  extraordinary  Affair :  It  is 
probable  the  great  Confufion  the  Houfe  was  in^  at 
this  Jundure,  broke  off  all  Pundtualities  in  the 
Cleik,  and  pi  evented  any  further  Entry  about  it 

there; 
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there:  But  Mr.  Rujbworth^  then  Clerk-AffiftantAii.  17.  Car.  f« 
to  the  Houfe,  is  very  explicite  in  his  printed  CoU        '^*'' 
letiiom  \  which,  to  make  the  Matter  as  clear  as 
poffible,  we  (hall  give  in  his  own  Words. 

He  begins  with  telling  us,  *  That  when  the  five 
accufed  Members  came  this  Day,  after  Dinner,  in- 
to the  Houfe,  they  were  no  fooner  lat  in  their 
Placed,  but  the  Houfe  was  informed  by  one  Cap- 
tain Langrijh^  lately  an  Officer  in  Arms  in  France^ 
that  he  came  from  among  the  Officers  and  Soldiers 
at  Whitebait^  and  underftanding  by  them  that  hb 
Majefty  was  coming  with  a  Guard  of  Military 
Men*  Commanders  and  Soldiers^  to  the  Houfe  of 
Commons,  he  pafled  by  them^  with  fome  Diffi* 
culty,  to  get  to  the  Houfe  before  them,  andfentin 
Word  how  near  the  faid  Officers  and  Soldiers  were 
come ;  whereupon  a  certain  Member  of  the  Houfe 
having  alfo  private  Intimation  from  theCountefiof 
Carli^t  Sifter  to  the  Earl  of  Northumberland,  that 
Endeavours  would  be  ufed  this  Day  to  apprehend 
the  five  Members,  the  Houfe  required  the  five  Mem-* 
bers  to  depart  the  Houfe  forthwith,  to  the  end  to 
avoid  Combuftion  in  the  Houfe,  if  the  faid  Soldiers  ■ 
ihould  life  Violence  to  pul)  any  of  them  out«  To 
which  Command  of  the  Houf&  four  of  the  faid 
Members  yielded  ready  Obedience ;  but  Mr,  Strode 
was  obftinaie,  till  Sir  fTabir  Earle,  his  antient  Ac- 
quaintance, pulled  him  out  by  Force,  the  King  be- 
ing at  that  Time  entering  into  the  New  Palace-yard^ 
in  Wefminjler :  And  as  his  Majefty  came  through 
WiflminJier'HalU  the  Commanders,  Reformadoes, 
br^;  that  attended  him,  made  a  Lane  on  both  Sides 
the  Hall,  thro'  which  his  Majefty  pafled  and  came 
up  the  Stairs  to  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  and  ftood 
before  the  Guard  of  Pcnfioncrs  and  Halberteers,  who 
alfo  attended  the  King's  Perfon ;  and  the  Door  of 
the  Houfe  of  Commons  being  thrown  open,  his 
Majefty  entered  the  Houfe,  and  as  he  paffed  up  to- 
wards the  Chair,  he  caft  his  Eye  on  the  Right 
Hand,  near  the  Bar  of  the  Houfe,  where  Mr.  Pymmi 
ufed  to  fit ;  but  his  Majefty  not  feeing  him  there, 
knowing  him  well,  went  up  to  the  Chair,  andfeid,

»*4««  Chair  a  little:  Whereupon  the  Speaker  came  out 
of  the  Chair,  and  bis  Majefty  ftepp'd  u^  into  it« 
After  be  had  ftood  in  the  Chair  a  while,  he  caft  his 
Eye  upon  the  Members  as  they  ftood  up  uncovered, 
but  could  not  difcern  any  of  the  live  Members  to 
Jbc  there  j  nor,  indeed,  were  they  eafy  to  be  difcerned, 
had  they  been  there,  among  fo  many  bare  Facet 
all  ftanding  up  together* 

Then  his  Majefty  made  this  Speech:

thu  Occafioju  X  Tejlerday  1  fent  a  Serjeant  at  Artm  upon  a  very^ 
important  Oaqfion^  to  apprehend  fome  that^  by  tny 
Command^  were  aceufed  of  High  Treajon^  wbereunto 
I  did  expeff  Obedience^  and  not  a  Mejfage.  Andlmuft 
detlan  unto  you  here^  that^  albeity  no  King  that  ever

^xpeSl  that  this  Houfe  will  be  in  the  right  Way  that  l 
do  heartily  wi/h  it  j  therefore  lam  come  to  tell  you^ 
that  I  muft  have  them  wherefoever  I  find  them.  WiU^ 
fine  e  I  fee  all  the  Birds  are  flown  y  I  do  expeff  from 
you^  that  you  Jball  fend  them  unto  me  as  foon  as  they 
return  hither.  But  1  affitre  you^  on  the  Word  of  a 
Kingy  I  never  did  intend  any  Force,  but  Jball  proceed 
againfl  them  in  a  legal  and  fair  Way,  for  I  never 
meant  any  other. 

.  Jnd  howy  fince  I  fee  I  cannot  do  what  I  came  for^ 
I  think  this  no  unfit  Occafion  to  repeat  what  I  have, 
/did  formerly  ^  That  whatfoever  I  have  done  in  Fauoury 
and,  to  the  Good  of  my  Subjefis,  I  do  mean  to  main- 
tainit^.

The  Lords  thought  this  Refufal  of  the  Lieute- 
nant^s  to  come,  a  high  Contempt  of  the  Order  of 
that  Houie,  notwithftanding  the  King's  Warrant ; 
becaufe  the  King's  Command  is  always  fuppofed  to 
be  implied  in  an  Order  of  their  Houfe. 

After  fome  Debate,  the  Lords  fent  a  Meflage  to 
the  Commons  to  acquaint  them  with  this  A^ir ; 
who  foon  after  retur^ied  their  Lordflrips  thefe  Fotes ;

A  Meflage  was  brought  up  from  the  Commons, 
That  Col.  Lumford  and  the  Lord  Digby  had 
appeared  in  Arms,  at  Kngjlon  upon  Thames^  to  the 
Terror  and  Affright  of  his  Majefty's  Subjefts,  Vc. 
and  to  defire  their  Lordfliips  that  Lord  Digby  might 
be  fent  for  to  attend  their  Service,  as  a  Member 
of  that  Houfe,  The  Lords  anfwered.  That  they 
would  fend  for  him,  if  he  was  at  Kingjfon  or  at 
Court  i  but  if  he  be  gone  to  Sherborn  to  fetch  his 
Lady,  he  had  Leave  to  do  it. 

The  Earl  of  Southampton  dropping  fome  Words, 
this  Day,  in  a  Debate,  *  That  the  Parliament  had 
neglcfted  their  Duty  to  the  King,  for  the  Safety  of 
his  Perfon/  he  was  called  upon  to  explain  them.

Effeft,  he  delired  iheir  Lordfhips  Pardon  for  hjs  not 
coming  Yefterday  ;  profefling;,  he  did  it  not  out  of 
any  Dirobediet)ce  or  Contempt  of  the  Ptkrliament/ 
This  Anfwer  was  fent  to  the  Commons,  and  ihp 
fame  Day  the  Lieutenant  was  difmifled  his  Atten- 
dance on  the  Lords  for  that  Time. 

The  Attorney  General  was  then  heard  what  he  could 
fay  to  juftify  hlmfelf,  for  charging  the  Lord  KimboU 
ten  and  the  five  Members,  and  to  prove  it  was  a  Par- 
liamentary Pwccedinr;,  and  no  Breach  of  Privilege^ 

And,  firft,  he  faid,  *  That  for  the  Matter  of  the

U 
but,  in  Heart,  always,  as  it  feems,  favouring  the  Bi-       '^*** 
fliopsand  their  Caufe;  and  although  it  feemed  but 
a  httle,  yet  encreafing  daily  more  and  more,  he 
grew  to  fuch  Strength  in  his  Opinion  concerning 
his  own  Worth,  that  he  adventured  to  take  Part 
with  the  Earl  of  Straffbrdy  trufting  too  much  on

Colonel ;  who,  being  by  his  Majcfty  advanced  to  that 
Dignity  andTraft,  could  not  fo  content  himfelf^ 
but  imiatlng  the  Water- Toad»  feeing  the  Shadow

The  fame  Day  (Jan.  1$,)  a  Conference  was  held  The  Commons 
between  the  two  Houfcs,  at  the  Defire  of  the  Com-^«*  'h^w* 
mons,  concerning  the  tower  of  London  ;  wherein fo^rOTovtng  si^ 
they   renewed  their  former   Motion,   That  the  John  Byron. 
Lords   would  join  with   them,    in  getting    the^ 
prefent  Lieutenant  removed,  and  fuch  a  Perfon  put 
in  as  the  King,  Parliaments  and  City  may  confide 
in.    They  faid.  That  Sir  John  Byron  had  been  dif- 
obedient   to  the  Summons, of  both  Houfes;  but 
that  they  fpoke  not,  as  defiring  he  might  be  pu- 
niflied  for  it,  but  as  a  Ground  of  Diftruft.     Thai 
the  Citizens  faid,  Tho'  the  Lieutenant  might  be  a 
worthy  Gentleman  otherwife^  yet  he  was  a  Man 
unknown  to  them,  and  that  his  being  in  t^jat  Poft 
produced  ill  EfFeds.     That  the  Merchants  began 
O  3  ta 
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Ao.  17-  Car.  I.  to  dntw  tbeir  Bullion  out  of  the  Mint ;  had  wroti? 
*^''  to  their  Fadlors  to  fend  no  more ;  that  a  Ship  was 
in  the  ThameSy  in  which  was  a  great  deal,  of  Bullion^ 
but  the  Owners  would  not  carry  it  to  the  Mints 
becaufe  they  cannot  confide  in  the  Lieutenant  of  the 
Tower.  That  it  concerned  the  City  and  Trade  ex- 
ceedingly, for  it  was  a  Charge  to  the  City  to  keep 
,  a  Guard  about  the  Tower ;  therefore  they  defire 
their  Lordlbips  to  join  with  them*'  in  petitioning 
the  King  to  have  this  Man  remov^^  and  Sir  Joba 
Conyers  put  in  his  Place. 

Before  the  Lords  would  come  to  any  Refolution 
in  this  Affair,  they  ordered  that  Certificates  ihould 
be  made  of  thefe  Matters,  from  the  Common  Coun- 
cil of  London^  and  the  Merchants  there^  of  the  Decay  . 
in  Trade,  W^.  and  whether  it  proceeded  from  Sir  John 
Byron's  being  Lieutenant  of  the  Tower  ;  and  thefe 
to  be  fpeedily  laid  before  the  Lords  in  Parliament* 

The  Earl  of  Efex  acquainted  the  Houfe  of  Lords^ 

That  the  King  had  commanded  him,  as  Lord 

Chamberlain  of  the  Houfliold,  and  the  Earl  of  Hoi- 

hndy  as  Groom  of  the  Stole,  to  attend  his  Majefty 

at  Hampton- Court  I  concerning  which  they  prayed 

the  Pleafure  of  the  Houfe,  being  required,  by  their 

Writs,  there  to  attend  the  Bufineft  of  the  Kingdom . 

The  Lords  refohed^  Not  to  difpenfe  with  their 

tl^iel^riic'Ea^^  in  refpea  of  the  many  great  and  urgent 

ofEfTcxandHoi.  AfFalrs  depending :  Hereupon  they  excufed  them- 

land  go  tb  the  fdves  to  his  Majefty,  as  well  as  they  could.  That, 

ST-Cour t"^^"^"  Obedience  to  his  Writ,  they  were  obliged  to 

aflift  in  Parliament ;    and  that  their  Attendance, 

there,  about  the  high  Affairs  of  the  Realm,  was  ' 

truer  Service  to  his  Majefty  than  any  they  could  do 

h\m  zi  Hampton-Court. 

Lord  Clarendon  tells  us,  This  Refufal  fo  incenfed 
the  King,  that  from  this  Time  he  was  determined 
to  remove  thofc  two  Lords  from  their  refpeftivc 
Offices : But  he  did  not  put  his  Refolution  in- 
to Execution  till  the  April  following,  as  will  ap- 
pear in  the  Sequel.  * 

Nothing  remarkable  happened  in  the  Forenoon 
of  this  Day,   except  a  Meflage  from  the  Com- 
mons, 
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mews,  to  defirc  the  Lords  to  join  in  a  Petition  to  a«.  17.  Car.  i.

Aflent  to  the  Bill,  For  enabhng  the  Parliament  to 
adjourn  themjilvis  to  any  Plaa:  And  alfo  to  move 
his  Majefty  to  concur  with  both  Houfe$,  in  the  Or* 
dor  made  concerning  giving  Power  to  Sir  John  Ho^ 
tham  few' feCuring  the  Town  oi  Hull^  and  the  Ma- 
gazine there,  for  his  Majefty's  Service,  They 
Jikewife  defircd  their  Lordfliips  would  fit  that  Af- 
ternoon, for  they  had  Bufinefs  of  Importance  to 
communicate  to  them ;  which  was  confcnted  to- 

Accordingly  a  Refnonjirame  came  up  from  the  A  RemonftniHs 
Commons,  about  Horfes  and  armed  Men  raifed  neat  ^^/^^  ^^" 
Kiftgfion^  to  the  Number  of  1000,  to' their  Amaze-  Lo^as  againft 
ment,  that  in  Time  of  Peace,  and  the  Parliament  the  Lord  Digby. 
fitting,  fuch  Forces  Ihould  be  raifed.    They  defired 
alfo,  that  fuch  Perfons  as  raifed  them  may  be  de* 
dared  Difturbers  of  the  Peace  of  the  Kingdom ; 
and  that  the  Lord  Dight  ^ho  had  been  with  the 
Soldiefs  at  Kingflm^  and  had  giv^n  them  Thanlcs  in 
the  King's  Name,  and  told  them  ^  That  his  Ma- 

*  jefty  had  brought  them  OMloi London  to  keep  them 

*  from  being  trampled  in  the  Dirt,'  might  be  fent  for 
forthwith  to  attend  the  Houfe.  Hereupon  it  was 
vriered^  That  Ihc  Lord  Digby  (hall  be  fent  for  to  at- 
tend the  Houfe,  as  a  Peer  of  this  Realm,  without  Fail. 

The  feme  Day  Serjeant  Wylde  reported  the  Con- 
ference, had  on  Thur/day  l^'ighl  laft  with  the  Lords, 
concerning  Mr.  Attorney's  exhibiting  Articles  in 
the  Lords  Hoyfe  againft  Members  of  this  Houfe,  as 
follows :  «  The  Conference  confifted  of  two  Parts ;

The  fe^ond  Part  was,  *  To  examine  Mr.  Attorney  ceming  the  Ar- 
upon   certain  Queftions,   and  to  receive  his  An-  tides  againft  the 
fwer:  Firji,  He  being  afked,  '  Whether  he  con-  {'^'^  ^'^' 
*trived,  framed,  or  advifed  the  faid  Articles,  or

'  or 
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An.  17-  Caft  i.«  or  hath  ever  heard,  who  did  frame,  contrive,  or 
'^4*'  <  advife  the  fame  or  any  of  them  ?*  To  this  he  an- 
fwered.  That  be  would  deal  ckarly^  freeljy  and  in- 
genuoufify  and  that  he  Jbould  fay  the  fame  which  hi 
bad  before  deSvered  to  the  Lords^  and  fhmU  need  no 
long  Time  to  anfwer  this  9  for  that  he  had^  done  none 
of  thefe  three  ^  that  isy  neither  framed,  advijed^  or 
contrived  thefe  Articles,  or  any  of  them-,  ana  would 
he  contented  to  die  if  be  had. 

Secondly,  Being  demanded,  *  Whether  he  knew 
^  the  Truth  of  thefe  Article^,  or  any  of  thtm,  of 

*  his  own  Knowledge,  or  had  it  by  Information  ?* 
To  this  he  anfwered.  He  did  know  nothings  of  his 
€wn  Knowledge^  of  the  Truth  of  thefe  Articles,  or  am 
Part  of  them,  nor  hath  heard  it  by  Information.  All 
that  ever  he  hath  heard  concerning  this  was  from  his 
Mafter. 

Ihirdly,  Being  afted,  *  Whether  he  will  make 
*<  good  thefe  Articles,  when  he  (hall  be  thereunto 

*  called  in  due  Courfe  of  Law  ?*  To  this  he  anfwer- 

*  cd,  He  cannot  do  it,  nor  will  not  do  it,  otkerwife 
than  as  his  Majler  fhall  command  him  and  fhall  en- 
able  him^  no  more  than  he  that  never  heard  of  them 
can  do  it.     • 

Fourthly,  Being  afted,  '  From  whom  he  received 

*  thefe  Articles,  and  by  whofe  Direftion  and  Ad- 

*  vice  he  did  exhibit  them  ?*  He  anfwered,  He  did 
exhibit  them  by  his  Mafier*s  Command,  and  from 
his  Hands  he  did  receive  them. 

Fifthly,  Being  afted,  'Whether  he  had  any  Tefti- 

*  mony,  or  Proof,  of  the  Articles  before  the  exhi- 

*  biting  of  them  ?'  He  gave  this  Anfwet,  That  he 
received  the  Command  of  his  Majs/ly  ;  but  whether 
he  had  any  Proof  then  offered,  or  Intimation  ofTefli^ 
mony,  to  make  good  thoje  Articles,  he  defired  Time  to 
\onfidtr  of  it.  He  was  prefl^d  again  to  make  Anfwer 
to  this,  but  deiired  Time  to  confider  of  it,  faying. 
There  was  a  fecret  Truft  between  a  Mafter  and  a 
Servant,  much  more  in  this  Cafe. 

Hereupon  it  was  ordered,  *  That  fome  Way  b« 
thought  offer  charging  Mr  Attorney,  by  this  Houfe,

It  was  alfo  refolvedy  •  That  a  Committee  be  ap- 
pointed to  prepare  a  Charge  againft  Mr.  Attorney, 
upon  thefe  Votes  of  the  Houfe/ 

The  Lord  Keeper  reported  the  Effeft  of  another 
Conference  held  this  Afternoon,  by  the  Defire  of  the 
Commons,  concerning  the  King's  laft  Meflages,  a- 
bout  the  Impeachment  of  their  five  Members, '  That 
the  Commons  had  taken  them  into  ferious  Confi- 
deration,  and  had  refihed  upon  the  Queftion,  That 
the  faid  Impeachment,  and  the  Proceedings  there- 
upon, is  a  high  Breach  of  Privilege  of  Parliament : 
That,  in  order  to  vindicate  this  Breach,  they  pro-  a  Committee  of 
pofe  a  Committee  of  botU  Houfes  may  meet  to  coii-  ^^^^  Wo«"f«  «P- 
fider  about  it ;  and  to  petition  his  Majefty,  Thzi^^'^lfJ^l^lf'  4 
thofe  who  informed  him  againft  thefe  Members,  that  Matter.

or  clfe  that  they  may  be  cleared,  in  fuch  a  Way  as 
the  Parliament  (hall  think  fit.'     The  Lords,  here- 
upon pafled  the  fame  Vote  as  the  Commons,  and  ap* 
pointed  a  Committee  of  twenty-one  of  their  Houfe 
to  meet  with  a  proportionable  Number  of  the  Com* 
moDS,  to  confider  of  this  Affair.

A  Conference  was  defired  by  the  Commons,  con- 
cerning the  Town  of  Hull  \  which  being  agreed  to 
by  the  Lords,  it  was  reported  back  to  the  Houfe,  by 
the  Lord  Keeper,  tothbEffed:

3#,  They  have  a  converting  transforming  Power, 
that  turns  other  Diieafesand  evil  ASedlions  of  Men's 
Bodies  into  their  own  Nature, 

lA,  *  The  common  and  epidemical  Difeafe,  where- 
in this  Common- Wealth  lies  now  gafping,  hath  a 
fuperior  and  univerfal  Caufe  from  the  evil  Counfels 
and  Defigns  of  thofe,  who,  under  his  Majefty,  bear 
the  greateft  Sway  in  Government,  idlj^  It  hath 
a  contagious  and  infedlious  Quality,  whereby  it  is 
diiFafed  and  difperfed  through  all  Parts  of  the  King- 
dom. 3^^,  It  is  apt  to  take  in  the  Difconients, 
evil  AfFedions,  and  Defigns  of  particular  Perfons, 
to  encreafe  and  fortify  itfelf.

*  Tbt  J!rft  Danger  is  from  Enemies  abroad ;  this 
may  feem  a  caufeleis  and  impertinent  Obferva- 
tion  at  this  Time,  feeing  we  are  in  Peace  with  all 
Nations  about  us :  Buty  my  Lords,  you  may  be 
pleafed  to  confider  that  the  Safety  of  the  Kingdom 
ought  not  to  depend  upon  the  Will  and  Difpofition 
of  our  Neighbours,  but  upon  our  own  Strength  and 
Provifion ;  betwixt  States  there  are  often  fudden 
Changes,  from  Peace  to  War,  according  toOccafion 
and  Advantage.  All  the  States  of  Cbriftindom  are  now 
armed,  and  we  have  no  Reafon  to  believe  but  that 
thofe  of  greateft  Power  have  an  evil  Eye  upon  us, 
in  refpe£l  of  our  Religion :  And  if  their  private  Dif- 
ferences fhould  be  compofed,  how  dangeroufly, 
how  fpeedily,  might  thofe  great  Armies,  and  other 
Preparations  now  ready,  be  applied  to  fome  Enter* 
prize  and  Attempt  againft  us  ?  And  if  there  were  no 
other  Caufe,  this  were  fufficient  to  make  us  ftand 
upon  our  Guard :  But  there  are  divers  more  efpecial 
Sympronis  of  Dangers  of  this  Kind. 

*  We  may  perceive,  by  feveral  Advertifements 
from  abroad,  that  they  did  forefee  our  Dangers  many 
Months  before  they  broke  out ;  they  could  foretell 

,  the  Time  and  Manner  of  them,  which  is  a  clear 
Evidence  they  held  Intelligence  with  thofe  which 
were  the  Contrivers  and  Workers  of  the  prefenc 
Troubles. 

*  We  have  many  dangerous  Traitors  and  Fugi- 
tives now  in  other  Parts,  who  can  difcover  the 
Weaknefs  and  Difteropcr  of  the  Kingdom  ;  who 
hold  Intelligence  with  the  ill-affedled  Party  here, 
and,  by  all  cunning  and  fubtle  Pradlices,  endea- 
vour to  incite  and  provoke  other  Princes  againft  us. 

*  Some  of  the  Minifters  of  our  Neighbour  Princes 
may  be  juftly  fufpedled  to  have  had  a  more  imme- 
diate Hand  and  Operation  jn  the  Infurredion  and 

Re- 
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Rebellion  in  Ireland  \  many  of  the  Commanders,  An.  17.  Caf,  1; 
and  moft  of  the  Soldiers,  tevied  for  the  Service  of  '^'^ 
Spain^  are  now  joined  with  the  Rebels  there ;  and 
thofe  Irljh  Friars,  which  were  employed  by  the 
Spanijb  Ambaflador  for  the  making  of  thofe  Levies, 
are  known  to  have  been  the  chief  Incendiaries  of  this 
Rebellion,  and  are  ftill  very  adive  in  the  Profecu- 
tion  and  Encouragement  of  it. 

*  The  Rebels  have  a  ready  and  fpeedy  Supply 
from  fome  of  our  Neighbours.  Two  Convoys  of 
Munition  and  Arms  we  are  certainly  informed  oU 
one  from  Dunkirk^  the  other  from  Nantes  in  Bri^- 
tany ;  and  certainly  thofe  that  are  fo  forv/ard  to  en- 
able others  to  hurt  us,  will  not  forbear  to  hurt  us 
tbemfelves,  as  foon  as  they  fhali  have  Means  and 
Opportunity  to  do  it. 

*  Another  Danger  is  from  the  Papijii  and  ill- 
afFefted  Party  at  home.  The  Papilis  here  arc  adled 
by  the  fame  Principles  with  thofe  in  Ireland  \  ma* 
ny  of  the  moft  adtivc  of  them  have  lately  bceti 
there,  which  argues  an  Intercourfe  and  Communi- 
cation of  Councils.  They  have  ftill  Store  of  Arms 
and  Munition  at  their  difpofing,  notwithftanding 
all  Our  Endeavours  to  difarm  them ;  they  have  a 
free  Refort  to  the  City  and  to  the  Court,  they  want 
no  Oppprtunitiea  to  confult  together ;  they  have  the 
fame  or  greater  Encouragements  from  above,  and 
from  about  them,  than  ever,  in  refpe£l  of  the  Ex« 
ample  and  Succefs  of  the  Rebds  in  Ireland^  and  the 
great  Confufionsand  Divifions  which,  by  their  cun- 
ning and  ftibtle  Practices,  are  raifed  and  fomented 
amongft  ourfelves  at  home. 

*  A  third  Danger  is  of  Tumults  and  Infurrec- 
tions  of  the  meaner  Sort  of  People,  by  reafon  of 
their  ill  Vent  of  Cloth  and  other  Manufa£tures» 
whereby  great  Multitudes  are  fet  on  Work  ;  who 
live  for  the  moft  part  on  their  dally  Gettings,  and 
will,  in  a  very  fhortTime,  be  brought  to  great  Extre^ 
mity,  if  not  employed  :  Nothing  is  more  (harp  and 
prefling  than  NeceiDiy  and  Want ;  what  they  cannot 
buy  they  will  take ;  and  from  them  the  like  NeceflBty 
will  quickly  be  derived  to  the  Farmers  and  Huf* 
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,17.  Ctf.  i.bandmen;  and  (o  grow  higher,  and  mvolrc  all  in 
»H»«  an  Equality  of  Mlfcry  and  Diftrefe,  if  it  be  not  pre- 
vented. And,  at  this  Time,  fucb  Tumults  will  be 
dangerous,  becaufe  the  Kingdom  is  full  of  disbanded 
iSoldiers  and  Officers,  which  will  be  ready  to  head 
and  to  animate  the  Multitude  to  commit  Violence 
with  more  Strength  and  Advantage;  and  if  they 
once  grow  into  a  Body>  it  will  be  muc^  more  dif- 
ficult to  reduce  them  into  Order  again,  becaufe  Ne- 
ceffity  and  Want,  which  are  the  Caufes  of  this  Di- 
llurbance,  will  ftill  incitale  as  the  EtkOs  do  in- 

creafe.  ,  .    ,   ,     , 

«  A  fourth  Danger  is  from  the  Rebels  m  ir«Si«tf, 
not  only  in  rcfpcft  of  that  Kingdom,  but  in  refpedk 
of  this :  Tliey  have  feizcd  upon  the  Body  of  that 
kingdom  already ;  they  abound  in  Men  of  very 
able  Bodies ;  they  inc'rcafe  in  Arms  and  Munition ; 
they  have  great  Hopes  of  Supplies  from  abroad,  of 
Encouragement  here,  and  are  fure  of.  good  Enter- 
tainment from  the  P^ifi  Party  ;  fo  that  they  be- 
gin to  fpeak  already  thereof  tranfporting  themfelves 
hither,  and  making  this  Kingdom  the  Scat  of  the 
War, 

'  The  Diftemper  which  hath  produced  thefe  Dan-  ^ 
gers  is  various  and  exceeding  violent.    Whenfoever 
Nature  is  hindered  in  her  proper  Operations  and  Fa- 
culties, Diftempers^will  neceflarily  follow.- 

'  The  Obftruftions  which  have  brought  us  into 
this  Diftemper,^  are  very  many,  fo  that  we  cannot 
wonder  at  the  Strength  and  Malignity  of  it.  Some 
of  the  chiefeft  of  thefe  Qbftruaions  I  fhall  endear 
vour  to  remember. 

i/,  *  The  Obftrufiion  of  Reformation  in  Mat- 
ters of  Religion :  No  Grievances  are  (harper  than 
thofe  that  prefs  upon  the  tender  Confcienccs  of 
Men ;  and  there  was  never  Church  or  State  afflided 
with  more  Grievances  of  this  Kind,  than  we  have 
been.  And  though  they  are,  by  the  Wifdom  of  this 
Parliament,  partly  eafed  and  diminiflied,  yet  many 
ftill  remain ;  and  as  long  as  the  Biihops,  and  the 
corrupt  Part  of  the  Clergy,  continue  in  their  Power, 
there  will  be  little  Hope  of  Freedom!^  either  from 
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the  Senfe  of  diofe  which  continue,  or  the  Pear  of  Aa.  17.  Cw.  1. 

thofe  wbicb  arc  removed.    And  of  this  Obftruc-       '^♦^^ 

tioD,  my  Lords,  I  muft  clear  the  Commons;  we 

axe  in  00  Part  guilty  of  it:  Some  good  BilU  have 

paft'd  ua,   and  otheia  are  in  Preparation,  which 

might  have  been  pafs'd  before  this,  if  we  had  not 

found  fiicb  ill  Succeft  in  tbd  other.    What  foe  ver 

Mifchief  this  ObftruAion  (hall  produce,  we  are  free  % 

from  it :  We  may  have  our  Part  of  the  Mifery,  we 

can  have  no  Part  in  the  Guilt  or  Diihonour. 

2di^^  *  An  ObftruOion  in  Trade:  It  is  Trade 
tliat  brtogs  Pood  and  Nouriihment  to  the  Kingdom. 
Iris  that  which  prefervcs  andencreaibs  the  Stock 
of  the  whole,  and  diftribum  a  convenient  Portion 
of  Maintenance  to  every  Part  of  it ;  therefore  fuch 
an  Obftruftion  as  this  muft  needs  be  dangerous,  the 
Freedom  of  Trade  being  fo  neccflary,  the  Benefit 
fo  important,  as  that  it  gives  Life,  Strength,  and 
Beauty  to  the  whole  Body  of  the  Common*  Wealth. 
But  1  muft  proteft  the  Houfe  of  Commons  hath  gi> 
ven  na  Gauii  to  this  Obftrudion :  We  have  eafed 
Trade  of  many  Burthens  and^  heavy  Taxes,  which 
are  taken  off  1  we  have  freed  it  from  many  hard 
Reftraintsy  by  Patents  and  Monopolies ;  we  have 
been  willing  to  part  with  our  own  Privileges,  to 
give  it  Encouragement }  we  have  fought  to  put  the 
Merchants  into  Security  and  Confidence  in  refpeft 
of  the  7nuer  of  Undon^  that  fo  they  might  be  invi* 
ted  to  bring  in  their  Bullion  to  the  Mint,  as  hereto- 
fore they  have  done ;  and  we  are  no  way  guilty  of 
the  Troubles,  the  Fears,  and  public  Dangers  which 
mike  Men  withdraw  their  Stocks,  and  to  keep  their 
Money  by  them,  to  be  ready  for  fuchfudden  Exi- 
gences, as  in  thefe  great  Diftra<ftions  we  have  too 
jnuch  Caufe  to  expe<ft. 

3ii/jr,  ♦  TheObftruaion  in  theRelief  of /r#ij«£^ 
It  muft  needs  be  accounted  a  great  Shame  and  Dif- 
h6nour  to  this  Kingdom,  that  our  Neighbours  have 
ihewed  themfelves  more  forward  to  fupply  the 
Rebels,  than  we  have  been  to  relieve  our  diftrcflcd 
Brethren  and  Fellow- fubjedts.  But  I  muft  declare 
'.ve  are  altogether  innocent. of  any  Negledt  herein. 

As 
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in.  Car.  I.  As  foon  as  the  firft  News  of  the  Rebdlkm  came 
»^'  over,  we  undertook  the  War,  not  by  way  of  Sup- 
ply and  Aid,  as  in  former  Rebellions  the  Sub]e6b 
have  ufed  to  do  ;  but  we  undertook  the  whole 
Charge  of  it,  and  we  fuffei^cd  not  twenty-four 
Hours  to  pals  before  we  agieed  to  a  great  Levy  of 
Money  and  Men»  to  be  employed  i^inft  the  Re- 
bels, even  in  a  larger  Proportion  than  the  Lord  Ju- 
ilices  and  Council  there  did  defire ;  and»  from  Time 
to  Time,  we  have  done  all  for  the  Furtherance 
thereof,  though  in  the  Midft  of  many  Diftradions 
and  Diverfions ;  but  the  Want  of  C(Mniliiffi(»ii  for 
levying  of  Men,  for  iffuing  Arms«  and  divers  other 
Impediments,  have  been  the  Caufes  of  that  Ob- 
ftrudion ;  and  I  wifh  we  bad  not  only  found  Im- 
pedimenu  to  ourfelves,  but  alfo  Encouragements  to 
them.  Many  of  the  chief  Commanders,  now  at  the 
Head  of  the  Rebels,  after  we  had,  with  your  Lord- 
ihips  Concurrence,  ftopped  the  Ports  againft  all 
Irijh  Pa0Sy  have  been  fuffered  to  pals  by  his  Ma- 
jefty's  immediate  Warrant,  much  to  the  Difcou- 
ragement  of  the  Lord  Juftices  and  the  Council 
there ;  and,  this  procured,  as  we  believe,  by  ibme 
evil  Inftruments  too  near  his  Royal  Perfoo,  with- 
out his  Maiefty's  Knowledge  and  Intention. 

^thfyt  *  The  Obftruftion  in  Profecution  of  De- 
linquents. Many  we  have  already  broi^t  up  to 
your  Lordfhips ;  divers  others  we  have  been  dif- 
couraged  to  tranfmiti  fuch  di$cuU  Proceedings 
have  we  met  withall ;  fuch  Terrors  and  Difcounte- 
nance  have  been  call  upon  ourfelves  and  our  Wit- 
nelTes;  and  thofe  who  have  ihewed  theinfelves 
their  Friends  and  Patrons,  have  found  it  the  moft 
ready  Way  to  Preferment ;  yea,  his  Majefty's  own 
Hand  hath  been  obtained,  and  bisMajefty^s  Ships  em- 
ployed, for  the  tranfporting  divers  of  thofe  who  have 
fled  from  the  Juftice  of  Parliament. 

Sthfyy  *  A  general  Obftru£tion  and  Interruption 
of  the  Proceedings  of  Parliament,  by  thofe  manifold 
Defigns  of  Violence  which,  through  God's  Mercy, 
we  have  efcaped  ;  by  the  great  and  frequent 
Preaches  pf  Privilege  s  by  the  fvibtlq  Endeavours  to 
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laife  Parties  in  our  Hbufe,  and  Jealoufies  betwixt  Aa.  17^  Car.  I. 
the  two  Houfes.  *r**' 

6/^^,  *  The  Obftru£tion  in  providing  for  the 
Defence  of  the  Kingdom,  that  we  might  be  ena- ' 
bled  to  refift  a  foreign  Enemy,  to  fuppreft  all  Qvil 
Infuneftions :  And  what  a  preflingNeceffity  there 
is  of  this,  the  exceeding  great  Decays  in  the  Navy» 
in  the  ^orts,  in  the  Power  of  <^ering  the  Militia 
of  the  Kingdom,  and  Means  of  furnilhing  them 
with  Munition,  are  fofficient  Evidences,  known  to 
none  better  than  your  Lord(hips,  and  what  Endea- 
vours we  have  ufed  to  remove  them ;  but,  hither- 
to, without  that  Saccefi  and  Coocunence  which  we 
expefted :  And  where  the  Stop  hath  been,  and  upon 
what  good  Grounds  we  may  ckiimour  own  Inno- 
cency  and  Faithfulnefa  in  this,  we  defiieno  other 
Witness  but  yourfelves.

eaieaof  the  Brain  are  moft  dangerous,  becaufe  from 
thence  Senfe  and  Motion  are  derived  to  the  whole 
Body.  The  Malignity  of  evil  Counfels  will  quick* 
ly  be  infufed  into  all  Parts  of  the  State.  None  can 
doubt  but  we  have  exceedingly  laboured  under  moft 
dangerous  and  mifchievous  Counfels,  This  evil  In- 
fluence hath  been  the  Caufe  of  the  Preparation  of 
War  with  Scotland  \  of  the  procuring  a  Rebellion 
m  Inland  \  of  corrupting  Religion  ;  fupprefling  the 
Liberty  of  this  Kingdom ;  and  of  many  fearful  and 
horrid  Attempts  to  the  iubverting  the  very  Being  of 
Parliaments,  which  was  the  only  hopeful  Means  of 
oppofing  and  preventing  all  the  reft  ;  and  this  doth 
appear  to  be  a  moft  pr^ominant  Evil  of  the  Time, 
whereat  we  need  not  wonder,  when  we  confider 
how  Counfellors  have  been  preferred  and  prepared. 
And  I  appeal  to  your  Lordihips  own  Confciences, 
whether  the  giving  and  countenancing  of  evil  Coun*

The  foregoing  Speech  of  Mr.  Pymme's,  was  fo^h*  ^  rhuAM 
agreeable  to  the  Commons,  that  the  fanfie  Day  thcy^^.^mms, 
irdered^  *  That  Mr*  Speaker,  in  the  Name  of  the  for  hb  Speech  $' 
Houfe,  Ihall  give  Thanks  unto  Mr.  Pymme  for  his*n!^«J«*^>* 
fo  well  performing  the  Service  he  was  employed  in^**    ' 
ij  the  Commands  of  this  Houfe  at  this  Conference. 
And  it  was  farther .  Qrdindy  That  Mr.  Pjmmi  be 
defired  to  put  the  Speech  he  made  at  this  Conference 
into  Writings  and  to  deliver  it  into  the  Houfe,  to 
the  end  that  it  may  be  printed' --*-*-This  was  done 
accordingly  ^4nd  from  the  Edition  fo  publiOied  by 
Ordir  oi^tht  hpufe,  we  have  copied  it:  But  the 
following  Paragraph  is  added  at  the  End  of  the 
Speech  as  printed  in  tLvJbworth^  which  we  give 
upon  his  Authority.

Sure  I  am  I  never  underftood  it  an 
Offence ;  for,  if  I  had,  I  (hould  not  have  done  it 
my felf,  or  believe  it  to  be  general Iv  done  by  others, 
who,  I  hope,  will  never  come  in  Danger  of  Punifli- 
ment  for  it.  And  now,  before  I  go  to  the  feceni 
Head^  I  defire  your  Lordfhips  to  hear  the  Letters, 
and  the  Wiineis  upon  the  Occafion  of  them.* 

Then  the  Letter  to  the  Mayeir  and  Jurats  rf  Hitbc 
'  was  ready  with  their  Anfwer  tojyis  Grace^  which 
contained  much  the  fame  as  is  expreffed  in  his 
Defence  5  as  did,  alfoy  the  Letter  to  Captain 
Collins,  in  relation  to  the  fending  up  the  Polls  of 
all  the  Ports,    Iben  the  Duie  proceeded:

I  pro- 
left  to  your  Lordfhlps,  upon  my  Honour,  that  the 
Meflage  I  fent  was  no  .more  than  to  this  Effed,

And  I  was  fo  far  from  taking  Offence,  that,  when 
I  fpoke  to  Mr.  Perdy  it  was  only  to  avow  ray  Ser- 
vant, and  to  give  him  Thanks ;  and  no  fuch  Thing 
happened  as  has  been  informed  by  him.

<  And  becaufe,  my  Lords,  I  would  be  quit  of 
this  great  Burthen,  I  have  caufed  Scroop  to  attend 
without  \  and  dejire  your  Lordfhips  to  examine 
him,  upon  hbOath,  touching  the  Trpth  of  the 
MeiTage,  and  what  palTed  between  Mr.  Perd  and 
him  i  for  I  am  guilty  of  no  Tittle  more  than  what 
1  have  confeffed  to  you.  I  know  not  what  paffed" 
in  the  Houfe  pf  Commons,  or  that  Mr.  Perd  had 
ever  fpoken  in  that  Bufinefs ;  or  if  Scroop  had  dc- 
fired  him  not  to  prefs  that  Bufinefs,  or  perfuaded 
iiim  not  to  call  upon  it,  or  intimated  any  Thing 
of  the  K'lrig  or  the  Qiieen,  which  I  believe  he  did 
toot,  it  was  v^ithoiit  any  I)iredion  from  me,  and 
let  him  atlfwer  for  it.

Neither  are  we  left  without  Example  in  Scripture ;

Exceptions.

*  And  it  Is  a  wife  Inftitution  of  our  Law,  not 
to  fettle  this  Power  any  where ;  but  rather  to  leave 
it  in  dtdfio^  or  in  Nubibus^  that  the  People  might  b« 
kept  in  Ignorance  thereof,  as  a  Thing  not  fit  to  be 
known,  nor  to  be  pried  into.  It  is  the  great  Arca^

Enemies  into  the  Realm ; '  and  bow  many  of  our 
Parliament  Roils  do  record  that  the  King  advifed 
with  his  Parliament  about  his  foreign  Wars,  and 
could  not  undertake  them  without  the  Advice  and 
Supplies  of  the  Parliament? 

*  All  the  Power  of  the  MiUtia  is  exercifed  either 
in  Offence  or  Defence;  Defence  is  either  againll 
the  Invafion  of  Enemies  from  abroad,  or  againft 
Infurreftions  at  home. 

*  Againft  Infurredtions  at  home,  the  Sheriff  of 
every  County  hath  the  Power  of  the  Militia  in 
him,  and  if  he  be  negligent  to  fupprefs  them  with 
the  Peffe  CmitatuSy  he  is  finable  for  it. 

*  Againft  Invafions  from  abroad,  every  Man  will 
be  forward  to  give  his  Afliftance ;  there  will  be  little 
Need  to  raife  Forces,  when  every  Man  will  be  rea- 
dy to  defend  himfelf,  and  to  fight /r*  Aris  ^  Focis. 

*  As  to  offenfive  War  againft  a  foreign  Enemy, 
if  the  King  will  make  it  of  himfelf,  he  muft  of 
himfelf  pay  his  Army ;  which  his  own  Revenue 
will  hardly  afford,  nor  can  he  compel  any  of  his 
Subjedls  to  ferve  him  in  thofc  Wars ;  none  can,  by 

.  Law,  be  preffed  to  ferve  in  that  War  but  by  Aft  of 
Parliament. 

*  But  not  to  waftc  more  of  your  Time,  Sir,  I 
fliall  conclude,  that,  in  my  humble  Opinion,  the 
Power  of  the  Militia  is  neither  in  the  King  alone, 
nor  in  the  Parliament ;  but  if  any  where,  in  the 
Eye  of  the  Law,  it  is  in  the  King  and  Parliament 
both  confenting  together.

*  Thing  on  the  Queen,  or  expedting.any  Satisfac- 

*  lioa  from  her  Majefty,  but  impute  all  to  the  bold 

*  and  invenomed  Spint  of  the  Man.  Only  we  molt 

*  earneAly  befeech  your  Majefty  to  perfuade  the 

*  Queen,  Thai  (he  will  not  vouchfafeany  Coun- 

*  tenance  to,  or  Correfpondence  with,  the  Lord 

*  Digby^  or  any  other  of  the  Fugitives  or  Traitors ; 

*  whofe  Oflcnces,  now,  depend  under  theExami- 
*.  nation  and  Judgment  of  Parliament;  which,  we 

*  affure  ourfelves,  will  be  very  efFeflual  to  further 

*  the  Removal  of  all  Jealoufies  and  Difcontents 

*  betwixt  your  Majefty  and  your  People,  and  the 

*  Settling  of  the  great  Afl'airs  of  your  Majefty  and 
<  Che  Kingdom  in  an  aflured  State  and  Condition 

*  of  Honour,  Safety^  and  Profperity.' 

The  Lords  agreed  to  this  Meflagc,  and  ordered  it 
to  be  prefenied  to  the  King, 

This  being  the  Day,  laft  appointed,  for  the  Trial  The  Trial  of  the 
of  the  twelve  Bifliops,  they  were  brought  to  the*^«^^«  impeach- 
,  Bar  of  the  Houfe  of  Lords,  where  the  Managers'^ ^'^'^P' *''«""• 
for  the  Commons  attended.  The  Lord- Keeper 
toid  thofeGentlemen  they  might  now  proceed  againft 
them ;  whereupon  Mr.  Gi^/r»^ delired  the  Impeach- 
ment might  be  read ;  which  being  done,  the  Anfwer, 
or  Plea,  of  the  Bifhops  was  alfo  r^ad  s  importing. 
That  they  were  not  guilty  of  theTreafon  charged 
againft  them.  Then  the  Petition  of  the  Bifliops 
was  read,  on  which  the  faid  Iinpeachment  was 
grounded  5  after  which  Mt.Cfynne  proceeded  to  open 
the  Charge;  and  firft  defired.  That  the  Bifliops 
might  be  alked,  Whether  they  did  fubfcribe  the  Pe^ 
titim  now  read^  and  whether  it  was  their  Hand* 
Writing  f  To  this  Queflion  the  Bifliops  refufed 
to  anfwer,    becaufe  they  alledged,  *  That  it  was 

*  not  charged  in  the  Impeachment ;  neither  were 

*  they  bound  to  accufc  themfelves/  Another  Qi»e- 
ftion  was  then  put  to  them,  Whether  they  conjented 
not  to  the  exhibiting  and  preferring  of  the  Petition  ?

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Ab.  17.  Car.  I.  To  this  they  faid,  *  That  they  wooM  Ami  to  their 
iH«.  *  former  Anfwcr  of  Not  Guilty.*  Then  Mr.  GfynM 
defired.  That  the  Biihops  Anfwer  which  they  made 
voluntarily,  in  this  Houfe,  on  the  30th  of  !>/* 
cember  laft,  might  be  reed  out  of  the  Journd  Bmi^ 
which  being  done,  all  the  Bifliops,  except  the  Arcli- 
bi(hop  of  Tori^  voluntarily  confefled,  That  they 
fubfcribed  the  faid  Petition,  and  did  own  the  Hand* 
Writing ;  but  denied  that  they  confented  to  the  Pie- 
ferring  of  it. 

The  Committee  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons  then 
proceeded,  and  defired  Leave  to  examine  fome  Wit- 
pcfles  to  prove  the  Falfity  of  the  Btfliops  Petition^ 
in  ftyling  it,  The  Pgtitm  of  all  the  Bifif$ps  and  Pn- 
lates  now  tailed  by  his  Majefifi  Writ  to  attend  in 
Parliament  y  and  prefent  about  London  and  Weft*' 
minfter.  Likewife  to  prove  that  feveral  Bifhops 
did  never  give  their  Confents  to  the  faid  Petition, 
or  ever  abfented  tbemfelves  frpm  Parliament,  on 
any  Occafion,  or  reafcn  of  Fea^r  or  Menace ;  and 
that  fome  of  the  Petitioners,  viz.  the  Bifliops  of 
Gloucejler  and  Bath  and  Wells^  fat  in  the  Houie  of 
Lords  the  2JBth  of  December  laft. 

To  prove  Uils  the  Bifiiop  of  SaUslmry  wte  fwonw 
who  faid,  ^  That  he  was  prefent  about  Lmd»n  and 
Weftminfier^  at  the  Time  when  the  other  Biibopa 
prefented  their  Petition  to  the  £(ngand  ParliaoMOC: 
That  he  was  not  abfent  from  Parliament  on  anjr 
other  Occafion,  than  his  Aucndaoceoi  the  Priooe 
•od  not  out  of  any  Force  or  Meoace:  Netdier  did 
he  hear  or  know  c^  that  PelitioB,  hefoie  it  was 
brought  into  the  floufe  of  Peeis«  or  evcar  coofetnted 
to  it  before  it  was  preferred,  or  fince,' 

Next,  Walter^  Bifhop  of  fFimhefler^  upon  Oath, 
depofed^  *  That,  ever  fince  the  laft  Receis,  toe  hath 
been  refident  in  and  about  Lendm  and  Wefiminftir^ 
and  attending  the  Parliament :  That  be  was  fenc 
for  to  come  to  the  Aicbbifiiop  of  Xork  the  Day  ^f- 
ler  ihc  great  Tumult,  at  the  Dean  ot  Wejhmujler*^ 
Houfe,  where  were  fev/eral  other  Bifhops  prefesc ; 
the  laid  Archbtfhop  then  faid.  That  they  had  been 
affrciued,  and  flxevved  a  Draught  gi  a  Petitiqni  and

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read  tt  to  them.*  Some  fpeaktng  of  Amendments  Am  tr.  Okr.  ii 

to  it,  the  Archbifliop  faid,  h  was  ha/lify  done^  and       'H** 

might  hi  made  bettery  or  Words  to  that  Effcft : 

That  then  the  Archbifliop  left  them,  and,  it  being 

late,  he* went  home  himfelf.     Afterwards  he  heard 

no  more  of  this  Matter,  untill  he,  being  in  the  Piir- 

lianr>ent  Hoiric,  faw  a  Petition  there  under  the  twelve 

Bifliops  Hands  ; .  and  thinks  that  It  was,  in  Effcft^ 

agreeable  with  the  aforefaid  Draught,  although,  he 

faid,  there  have  been  fome  Alterations  made  therein. 

He  farther  faid,  That  he  never  gave  any  Confent 

to  the  DcKvery  of  the  faid  Petition  to  the  King  or 

to  the  Lords  in  Parliament. 

*  Alfp,  that  on  the  29th  of  December\3t%  he,  be- 
ing coming  to  the  Parliament  by  Water,  met  the 
Earl  of  Newport^  between  the  landing  Place  at  the 
Parfiament  Stairs  and  the  ^arliafnent  Houfe ;  who 
afked  him  whither  he  was  going,  and  told  him  th^-e 
were  none  of  bis  Brethren,  the  Bifliops,  in  the  Houfe ; 
and  thereupon  he  turned  back.  He  likewrfe  feid. 
That  either  on  that  I^y,  6r  fome  other  about  that 
Time,  he  doth  not  certainly  know,  he  was  coming 
in  a  Boat  towards  tfie  Shore,  to  land  at  the  Parlta* 
ment  Stairs;  and  feeing  a  Company  of  ^Prentices, 
and  others,  ftanding  on  the  Shore,  crying,  No  Bi" 
fiti>s^  lome  called  out  to  him,  and  adv'rfed  him  not 
to  land  there ;  and  thereupon  he  c^ufcd  the  Boat 
where  he  was  to  turn  off,  and  cariy  him  to  Lam- 
bethy  where  he  fent  for  his  Coach  to  carry  him 
home.  He  further  faid,  That  he  never  abferfted 
bimfelf  from  Parliament,  at  any  other  Times,  ex- 
cept upon  private  Occafions.* 

Then  the  Bifliop  ol  London  was  fworn,  who  faid, 
*  He  had  been  refident  in  and  about  London  and 
Wejiminfler^  and  at  Fulham^  ever  fince  the  laft  Re- 
cefs  of  this  Parliament :  That,  being  at  the  latter 
Place  the  Day  the.  twelve  Bifliops  were  commit- 
ted to  the  7oweri^  he  was  tfald  of  it, and  the  Reafon  of 
their  Commitments:  That  the  next  Day  he  came 
to  the  Houfe  of  Lords,  where  he  faw  the  Petition 
which  the  faid  Bifliops  had  prefented ;  but  did  never 
hear  of  it  before :  That  the  only  Reafon  he  cairte

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An.  17.  o»  i«not  to  Parliament,  was  becaufe  of  the  Ffoft.  L^- 
'^''       6^,  That  he  never  did  coofent  to  the  Delivery  of 
the  faid  Petitbn  to  bis  Majefty ,  nor  to  the  Lords  in 
Parliaoient.' 

The  £videiice  for  the  Matter  of  Fafl  being  gi- 
ven, Mr.  Gfynm  defired.  That  the  Bifliops  wouid 
make  their  feveral  Anfwers  to  their  Charge,  if  they 
bad  any  Thing  to  fay. 

.  Hereupon*  every  Bifiiop  for  himfelf,  made  hb 
Anfwer  to  the  Matter  of  Fa£l ;  the  £ffe£l  whereof 
was,  ^  That,  by  reafon  of  the  great  Concourfe  of 
People  and  their  Menaces,  they  were  afraid  to  come 
to  Parliament,  which  was  the  Caufe  of  preferring 
the  aforefoid  Petition  and  Protiftati^n^  to  preferve 
their  Rights  in  Parliament ;  without  any  Intention 
to  commit  any  treafonable  Ad,  or  deftroy  the  bxti^ 
damental  Laws  and  Being  of  Parliaments^  as  is 
charged  in  the  Impeachment  againft  them. 

To  this  Mr.  Gfynm  replied,  and  made  fome  Ob* 
iervations  on  fome  of  the  Protefiations  in  the  Pi^ 
titiofij  and  obferved  the  Circumftances  in  the  Body 
of  the  Petiiiofiy  which  he  prefled  by  way  of  Ag- 
gravation. 'Tis  faid,  adds  he,  in  their  Pitition 
they  can  find  no  Redrefs  nor  ProteAion,  upon  (un« 
dry  Complaints  made  to  both  Hoofes  $  and  they  do 
proteft  againft  all  Votes,  Laws,  Orders,  Refolutions, 
and  Determinations,  as  in  themfelves  null  and  of 
none  Effetft,  which  in  their  Abfence,  fince  the  27th 
of  Dicimber  laft,  have  already  paft ;  as  likewifc 
againft  ^11  fuch  as  (hall  hereafter  pafs  in  thisHoufe, 
during  the  Time  of  their  Abfence  from  it :  Which 
.  Words,  he  faid,  are  an  exprefs  Denial  of  the  K.ing'9 
Authority,  in  giving  the  Royal  Aflent,  Jn  Parlia- 
ment, becaufe  the  Bifiiops  were  not  prefent.— • 
That  their  Crimes  tended  to  the  Subverfion  and 
Undermining  the  Foundation  and  Power  of  Parlia* 
menr.  It  deprives  this  Houfe  of  all  Being,  and 
make^  its  Body  without  Life  or  Motion,  and  to  be 
Icis  than  a  Pis  Powder  Courts  unlefs  the  Siihopa 
were  prefenr.  If  overthrows  the  Fundamentjkt 
Laws  of  the  Kingdom  lor  the  very  farneReafon,aiid 
is  a  Derogation  of  the  Honour  and  the  Privilq^es  of 

Par. 
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l^arlkment ;  charging  both  Houfes .  with  Denial  to  An.  17.  Can  !• 

?ive  them  Redrefs  upon  Complaints  made  of  the  <^4i« 
irticulars  in  the  Petition  5  when,  inTnith,  no  fuch 
Complaints  were  ever  made  to  Parliament.  That 
the  Bifhopsy  in  their  Petition^  endeavoured  to  raife 
Sedition,  and  to  fix  an  Impreffion  in  the  Hearts  of 
the.  People,  *  That  the  Parliament,  atthatTimc** 

*  had  no  Power  to  aft,  or  proceed  in  any  Bufinefs 

*  to  relieve  them  in  their  Grievances  without  the 

*  Bifliops  were  prefent/  That  when  the  Bifhops 
Pititiofiy  i^c.  was  preferred,  there  was  a  great  Re- 
bellion in  Ireland  i  and  the  Remedy  to  fubdue  that 
Kingdom  to  Obedience  was  Aids  and  Supplies,  as 
the  Wifdom  and  Power  of  Parliament  ihould  pro-* 
vide,  which  was  well  known  to  theBifhops ;  there- 
fore their  Petition  and  Protejiation  was  a  ixttOt 
Ad  to  endeavour  the  Lois  of  that  Kingdom.-^ 
Lafify^  That  at  the  fame  Time  when  the  Petition 
was  preferred,  there  was  a  Bill  depending  in  this 
Houfe  to  difable  the  Bifliops  from  fitting  and  voting 
in  Parliament/ 

Mr.  Glynne  concluded  with  obferving,  •  That 
their  evil  Intentfons  m^ht  be  difcovcred ;  jfr/?,  By 
the  many  Falfities  in  their  Petition  and  Prote/iation 
which  had  been  proved  by  Witneffes ;  next^  By  the 
Time  when  thefc  were  preferred,  it  being  the  fe- 
cond  Day  after  a  Vote  had  pafled  this  Houfe,  *  That 

*  this  Parliament  is  a  firee  Parliament  ;^  therefore  it 
was  an  Endeavour  to  make  an  Aflault  upon  that 
Vote  and  annul  it.  And  thefe,  adds  he,  were  the 
Streams  that  flow'd  from  this  Fountain*.' 

After  Mr.  Gfynne  had  done  fpeaking  to  Matter 
6f  Fa£l,  the  Bifliops  defired  to  be  heard,  by  their 
Counfel,  concerning  the  Matter  of  Law,  in  Point 
.of  Treafoh.  But  both  Sides  being  commanded  to 
withdraw,  the  Lords  took  this  into  Confideration  1 
and  ordered^  *  That  the  Trial  of  the  twelve  Bifliops, 
tge.  fliould  be  further  proceeded  in  on  the  24th  of 
this  Inftant  February^  and  all  Perfons  concerned 
then  to  attend.

Nothing  can  prevent  thefe  EvUs^  nor  enable  us  to

but  thelnftant  Granting  of  that  our  humble  Petition  i 
which  we  hope  your  Majejly  will  not  deny  to  thofe  who

*  That,  according  to  his  Majefty's  faid  Command^ 
this  Defendant  did  come  to  this  Honourable  Houfe, 
the  faid  third  Day  of  January  •  and  then,  after  the 
Rt.  Hon.  Edward  Lord  Littleton^  Lord  Keeper  of 
the  Great  Seal  of  Englandy  had  declared  to  this  Ho- 
nourable Houfe,  that  he  was  commanded  by  his 
Majefty  to  let  your  Lordfliips  know,  that  his  Ma- 
jefty  had  given  this  Defendant  Command  to  ac-

'  In  the  Houfe  of  Commons  they  obferved  him 
to  appear  much  for  his  Country,  tUl  he  had  dived 
into  the  Secrets  of  that  Houfe;  foon  after  which 
he  fell  into  ill  Difcourfes  and. bitter  Railings  againfl: 
that  Houfe  s  as  in  a  Speech  of  his,  touching  the 
Earl  of  Strafford^  wherein  he  involved  the  Com- 
mon's, your  Lordfhips,  and  the  King,  in  wilful 
Murder,  Being  queftioned  for  it,  he  fled  from  that 
Houfe  and  came  to  yours,  where  we  found  him 
the  fame  Way  there.  That  the  Lord  Digby  bad 
faid,  ^  This  was  no  free  Parliament ;'  not  long  after 
followed  that  high  Breach  of  Parliament,  in  which 
Time  he  was  obferved  to  be  a  diligent  Attendant 
on  the  Courts  of  the  Kinzand  Queen.  After  that 
Plot  was  difcovered,  the  King  retired  to  Hampton-  > 
Cmrt^  and  there  we  found  him  tampering  with  the 
Soldiers,  faying,  *  The  King  went  out  of  Town 

*  only  to  fave  them  from  being  trampled  in  the 

*  Dirt,*  and  by  offering  Money  to  the  Soldiers  for 
doing  the  worft  Service  that  ever  was  done  to  the 
King,  (r)    SceUn  Ugendum  Seelus.

He  concluded  with  faying,  They 
would,  by  Proof,  make  good  the  Articles  now 
exhibited  to  their  Lordlhips.* 

February  28.  The  King,  on  Ws  Return  from 
feeing  the  Queen  embarked  for  Holland^  having  fenl 
to  command  the  Prince  of  ff^ales  to  meet  him  at 
Greenwich  on  the  26th  5  his  Governor,  the  Mar- 
quis of  Hertford,  being  then  fick,  could  not  attend 
him  thither,  but  fent  to  acquaint  the  two  Houfes 
with  it ;  Upon  which  they  difpajtched  the  following 
Meflage  to  the  King;  and  the  Anfwer  to  it  was* 
read  in  the  Houfe  of  Lords  on  this  Pay.  The 
Meflage  was  as  follows:

His  MAJESTY'S  Answer. 
ift,  TTHtf/  hisMajefly  intended^  at  his  Remove  from^^'M^tHy't 
-*    Hampton-  Court  ivitb  his  Royal  Confort,  tbe^l^^^  ^^^ 
^eeriy    towards  Dover,  that  the  Prince  his  Son  *        *^** 
Jbouldjfay  at  Hampton- Court  tillbis  Majejly  return*^ 
ed  to  fome  of  his  Hmfes ;  and  thereupon^  asfoon  as  his 
Majifty  rejolved  upon  a  certain  Day  to  be  at  Green* 
wich,  he  commanded  that  bis  Son  /hould  attend  him 
there  y  which  was  no  way  contrary  to  his  former  Inten*  , 

tion. 

2dly,  ^hat  his  Majefty  was  very  firry  to  hear  ff 
the  Indifpofttion  of  the  Marquis  of  Hertford,  being 
the  Perfon  upon  whom  be  principally  relies  for  the 
Care  of  his  deareft  Son :  But  if  that  IndiJpofUionJbould 
have  lajledy  his  Majejiy  could  no  way  think  fit  that

torn  ;  and  then  he  hopes  that  their  Fears  and  Jealou^

The  fame  Day  the  Lord  Keeper  delivered  the 
King's  Anfwer,  fent  to  him,  to  the  Lords,  con* 
cerning  the  Ordinance  about  the  Militia^  which 
was  read  in  thefc  Words :

Hoiife  rf  Cmmons  of  late^  fuppofed  to  be  an  Effe^  of 
the  bloody  Counfels  of  Papifts*  and  other  ill-affeifed 
Per  Jens ;  by  which  many  may  underjiand  (looking  upon 
6ther  printed  Papers  to  that  Purpofe)  his  consing  in 
Pirfon  to  the  Houfe  of  Commons  on  the  fourth  Day  of 
January,  which  b^ot  fo  unht^py  a  Mifiindirfland^ 
ing  between  the  King  and  his  People :  And  for  thati 
though  he  believes  it,  itport  the  Information  ftnee  gi* 
ven  him^  to  be  an  apparent  Bread  (f  their  Privilege  $ 
'  and  hath  offered y  [and  is  ready,]  to  repair  the  fanm 
for  the  future^  by  any  A51  that  /ball  be  deftred  of  his 
Majefiy ;  yet  he  muft  declare  and  require  to  be  believeiy 
that  he  had  no' other  Dejign  upon  that  Houje^  or  any 
Member  of  it^  than  to  require^  as  he  did^  the  Per* 
fons  of  thofe  five  Gentlemen  his  Mcqefly  had  the  Day

fore  his  Mofe/ly  doubts  not  but  his  Parliament  will  he 
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fo  regardful  of  his  Honmr  herm^  that  he  JbaUtfthxu  r;.  ar,  in 
undergo  any  imputation  by  the  rct/b  or  indifereet  Ex^       »^4»* 
prisons  of  any  young  Men  then  in  his  Train ;  or  by 
any  dijperati  fVords  uttered  by  others^  who  might 
mingle  with  them,  without  his  Confent  or  Jpprobation^ 
f)or  the  Per/ons  nominated  to  be  Lieutenants  of  the 
feveral  CouMns  ^England  and  Wales,  Us  Mcjefty 
n  iontented  to  allow  that  Recommendation ;  only  cofo* 
eerning  the  City  of  London,  and  fuch  other  Corpora*^      , 
tions  aSi  by  antient  Charters^  hav^  granted  unto  them 
ibe  Power  of  the  Militia,  his  Majefly  doth  not  con^^ 
eeitfi  that  it  can  Hand  with  Jupce  or  Policy  to  alter 
ehiir  Government  in  that  Particular.    Jnd  his  Ma- 
je/ly  is  willing f  forthwith^  to  grant  everf  ef  them 
{that  (^London  andthofe  other  Corporations  excepted)

And^  in  tins  Anfwer^  Us  M^e/iy  is  fo  far  from 

receding  from  any  Thing,  he  promifed^  or  intended  te 

grants  in  his  Anlwcr  to  the  fortner  PeiiiiQn,  that  bis 

-Majefty  hath  hereby  confknted  to  all  vMcb  tvOt  them 

a/ked  of  him  by  that  Petitim  xoncernifigtbe  MBitia  of 

the  Kingdom  J  {except  that  of  London  and  tbofe  other 

Corporations)  which  was  to  put  the  fame  into  the 

Hands  of.fiicb  Per/ins  us  Jbould  be  recofnmend^d  un* 

to  him  by  both  Hottfeoof  Parliament:  And  his  Ma^ 

jefly  doubts  not  but  the  Parliament^  upon  well  weigh- 

ing  the  Particulars  of  this  his  Anfwcr,  wiHfind  the 

fame  more  fatisfa&ory  to  their  Endsr  and  the  Peace 

and  Welfare  of  all  his  good  Subje^s^  than  the  H^ay

by they  (hould  preferve  ihejuft  Rights  and  Liber- 
ties of  the  Subjed^,  the  Privilege  of  Parliament, 
themfclves  and  their  Friends,,  and  rhe  Prcteftani 
Religion,  from  Ruin  ;  which,  without  this  Ap- 
pearance only  of  Arms,  or  Power  to  arm  if  there 
(hould  be  Occafion,  would  unavoidably  be  brought 
to  pafs.' 

The  Memorialiji  adds,  ♦  That  thefe  Arguments, 
together  with  the  folemn  Proteftarions  of  the  moft* 
powerful  and  ^ftive  Members,  *  That  they  bad 
not  the  ieaft  Purpofe  or  Intention  of  any  War  with 
the  King,  but  to  arm  themfelves  for  their  neceflary 
'  Defence,  prevailed  with  moft  Men  to  keep  their  Sta- 
tion, and,  at  prefent,  to  accept  Commiflions  of  De* 
puty  Lieutenancy :  That  accordingly  yix.Maynard^

den  (x),  and  divers  other  Gentlemen  of  great  Parts 
and  Intereft,  accepted  of  the  like  Commiffions,  and 
continued  in  their  Service  in  the  Parliament ;  But 
that  Mr.  Palmer,  Mr.  Hyde^  Mr.  Bridgeman^  and 
divers  other  eminent  Lawyers  and  Gentlemen,  who 
had  given  their  Opinions  pofitively  againft  the  Or^ 
dinance^  left  the  Houfe  upoh  the  paffmg  of  it.* 
p  V  R  fol  ^^  ftrengthen  this  Ordinance  pf  Parliament, 
^ont  Teiatbg  to^c**^  werc  fome  more  Rifohtions  of  the  Commons 
the  Militia,  read  and  agreed  to  by  the  Lords,  viz.  That  the  fevc- 
ral  Commiflions,  granted  under  the  Great  Seal,  for 
Lieutenancies  of  Counties,  were  illegal  and  void :

The  Houfe  of  Commons  fent  up  the  Form  of  a 
Declaration  to  be  prefcnted  to  the  King,  to  which 
they  defired  their  Lordfliips  Concurrence.  The 
fame  being  read,  the  Debate  of  it  was  put  off  till 
Monday  the  7tb,  and,  in  the  mean  time,  a  Confe- 
rence was  defired  with  theCommons,  to  know  of 
them  what  Proofs  can  be  offered  to  fatisfy  fuch 
Lords  who  doubt  the  Truth  of  fome  Particulars 
in  ttie  tii^  Declaration.

*  He  then  mentioned  the  exhibiting  of  thefe  Arti- 
cles, Jan.  3,  1 641,  and  they  were  read  out  of  the 
Journal  Book  of  that  Day. 

'  Alfo  the  King's  Proclamation,  reciting.  That 
his  Attorney  General,  by  his  Majefty's  Command, 
had  accufed  the  fix  Members  of  High  Treafon  in 
the  Houfe  of  Lords,  Likewife  his  Majefty's  Let- 
ter to  Dover  J  and  other  Ports,  for  the  apprehending 
of  them,  reciting  that  they  were  accufed  by  the 
Attorney  General.  Next  he  defired  that  Mr.  At- 
torney's Anfwer  might  be  read  ;  wherein,  he  faid,

*  Thefe  wfere  the  Steps  and  Degrees  of  his  Pro- 
ceedings J  but,  in  his  Anfwer,  he  denies  the  advi- 
fing  and  contriving  of  thefe  Articles  5  and  faith. 
That  he  was  fo  far  from  that,  that  he  knew  no- 
thing at  all  of  them,  till  he  received  this  Command 
from  his  Majefty  for  the  exhibiting  of  them ;  being 
fent  for,  immediately  before,  by  his  Majefty  for 
that  Purpofe*  But  this,  he  (aid,  was  fo  far  from 
Satfafadlion  to  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  or  Quali- 
fication of  the  Offence,  that  it^aggravated  and  aug- 
mented it. 

'  For  the  exhibiting  and  promoting  of  thofc  Ar- 
licles,  is,  in  Judgment  of  Law,  an  evident  Demon- 
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An*  17.  Car.  i.ftratioti  of  his  Contrivance  of  them:  As»  in  the 
ii4i*  Cafe  of  ftolen  Goods,  the  Receipt  and  Pofleffion  of 
them*  is  an  Evidence,  to  a  Jury  of  Life  and  Death, 
of  the  fteaiing  of  them,  unlefs  the  Party  can  ihew 
how  be  came  bf  them.  In  Cafe  of  Trover  and 
Cpnverfion  of  Goods,  tho'  the  Denial  of  them,  up- 
on Demand,  be  no  Converiion,  in  Law,  whereon 
to  ground  an  Action,  upon  not  guilty  pleaded  $  it  is 
a  good  Evidence  to  a  Jury  to  find  him  guilty  of 
the  Converfion.  In  Cafe  of  a  Libel,  the  Finder 
and  Publifher  (ball  be  adjudged  the  Author  and 
Contriver  of  it,  unlefs  he  can  produce  fome  other 
Author. 

*  So,  in  this  Cafe,  the  publifhing  and  exhibiting 
of  thefe  Articles,  by  the  Attorney  General,  is  a  clear 
Evidence  that  he  contrived  them ;  the  one  doth 
neccflarily  imply  the  other.  The  Contriving,  with- 
out the  Publilhing,  is  but  an  Inception  of  an  Of- 
fence ;  the  Publifliing  is  the  Confummation  of  it, 
and  therefore  the  more  heinous.    The  Publifber  is 
the  grand  Offender  ^  he  blows  the  Coals  and  the 
Trumpet.    If  it  could  be  imagined  that  there  was 
another  Author,  or  Contriver  of  thefe,  than  Mr. 
Attorney,  as  he  would  pretend,  yet  the  Exhibiting 
and  Promoting  of  them  is  an  Offence  fo  heavy,  as 
needs  no  other  additional  Weight  to  prefs  him  dOwn 
to  the  Ground ;  who,  by  fuch  an  Adt  of  Injuftice 
and  falfe  Accufation,  would  fo  grievouily  have  op* 
prefled  them.     Mifchiefs,  hatched  in  the  Brain,  are 
only  mifchievous  to  the  Inventor  j  but  the  Vege- 
tation and  Life  is  from  the  Publiflier ;   he  gives 
Motion  and  Agitation  to  it,  which,  otherwife, 
would  be  but  an  abortive  and  inanimate  Creature. 

^  But  for  the  Excufe,  under  which  he  feeks  to 
fliehcr  bimfelf,  that  is,  The  King's  Command,  . 
this  adds  more  to  his  Ofience  \  a  foul  Afperfionon 
his  Majelly,.  and  Wrong  to  his  gracious  Mailer  ^ 
for  he  could  not  but  know  that  the  king's  Com-* 
mand,  in  I'hings  iliegal,  is  utterly  frullrate,  and  of 
no  Effect:  His  Patents  and  Grants,  if  againft.the 
Ciown,  in  Matter  of  Intereft,  are  meerly  void,  yW 
in  Diceltime  Rigis  j  if  againfl:  the.

*  The  Serjeant,  next,  proceeded  to  cite  fcveral 
Cafes,  ixotaxht  Statute  Books^  Rolls  tf  ParSamifit^ 
Reports^  and  even  Magna  Charta^  to  prove.That  the 
Attorney  General  had  broken  all  thofe  Laws,  and 
infringed  all  thofe  Liberties ;  even  the  Rights  of 
Parliament,  by  which  no  Member  of  cither  Houfe 

'  ought  to  be  impeached,  either  for  Felony,  Treafon, 
or  other  Oflfences,  wiihout  reprefcnting  the  Caufe 
firft  to  that  Houfe  whereof  he  is  a  Member,  and 
their  Confent  and  Diredlion  therein  defired :  For, 
otherwife,  all  Members  of  each  Houfe  may  be 
pulled  out,  one  after  another,  upon  a  Pretence  of 
Treafon  -,  which,  perhaps,  he  faid,  was  now  Mr. 
Attorney's  Defign. 

'  Befides,  he  (aid,  that  the  Attorney  had  done 
contrary  to  his  Oath,  in  this  Bufineis ;  for  he  is 
fworn  to  the  King,  duly  and  truly  to  iffue  out  the 
King's  Writs,  and  give  the  King  true  Advice  ac- 
cording tp  the  Law ;  which,  in  this  Aftion,  he 
hath  not  done,  contrary  to  his  Oath. 

*  The  Serjeant  then  faid.  That  many  aggrava- 
ting Circumftances  might  be  added;, as,  the  At- 
torney's Proleffion  and  Knowledge  in  the  Law ; 
his  long  Experience  in  the  Courfe  and  Privileges  of 
the  High  Court  of  Parliament,  having  been  fo  of- 
ten, and  of  late,  I  Member  of  the  Houfe  of  Com* 
mons,  and  obliged  to  them  by  many  Favours ;  and 
now  an  Affiftant  or  Attendant  in  the  Houfe  of 
Lords:  Then  confidering  the  Qualities  of  the 
Perfons  accufed ;    their    lingular   Parts,    Integri- 

7,  and  Merit ;  their  indefatigable  Labours  and 
ravail  for  the  Public  Good,  which  could  not  ex- 
pcA  fuch  a  Reward  as  this,  the  odious  Name  of 
Traitors:  The  woful  and  dangerous  Confequences 
that  have,  de  Fa&9^  enfued  upon  this  ;  for,  by  Co- 
lour of  thefe  Articles,  they  wercproclaimed, polled, 
fold  up  and  down,  for  Traitors ;  they  were  hunted 
and  fought  tor  by  Officers,  dcmanded'even  from  the

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.As,  17.  Car.  I, Horns  of  the  Alur  ;  their  Studies,  Chambers,  and 
1641.  Trunks  fealed  up ;  the  Houfe  of  Commons  ftrongljr 
befieged  }  their  Privileges  ftrangely  invaded  ;  their 
laft  and  uttermoft  Hopes  ready  to  be  confounded. 
As  thefe  are  beyond  Expremon,  fo  the  Confe- 
quences  that  might  have  happened  are  beyond  Imagh 
nation  ;  Bloodflied,  Horror,  Devaftation,  and  Con- 
fuiion  ;  all  the  Evils,  Dangers,  Troubles,  and  Di- 
ftradtions  which  have  happened  fince,  and  what 
now  the  Houfes  lie  under,  may  be  imputed  to  this 
Aa  of  Mr.  Attorney. 

^  Had  he  ftood  in  the  Gap,  and  humbly  befought 
or  advifed  the  Forbearance  of  this,  or  declinecbtbe 
doing  of  it,  as  in  all  Equity  he  ought  to  have  done, 
all  thefe  Miferies  had  been  prevented ;  and  a  happy 
Reconciliation,  in  all  likelihood,  fettled  between 
his  Majefty  and  his  Peoplebefore  thb  Time.  It 
remains,  therefore,  that  he  who,  willingly,  judict- 
ally,  and  upon  Record,  hath  contra£led  to  himfelf 
the  Guilt  of  all  thefe  Evils  and  Calamities,  (houM 
receive,  from  their  Lordfbips,  fuch  a  Meafure  of 
Punilhment  as  may  make  the  Fad  more  odious, 
and  himfelf  the  Mark  of  their  exemplary  Juftice  to 
this  and  after  Ages.' 

Serjeant  Ifylde  having  made  an  End  of  this 
Charge,  defired^That  if  Mr.  Attorney  would  make 
The  Attorney  j^y  Anfwer  to  it,  he  might  fpeak  himfelf;  but  the 
SScounfcr  Attorney  defired  that  his  Counfcl  might  be  heard 
for  him :  To  this  the  Serjeant  objected,  and  faid. 
That  they  were  a  Committee  reprefenting  the 
Houle  or  Commons,  and  it  did  not  ftand  with  the 
Dignity  of  that  Houfe  to  have  Counfel  come  to 
confront  them.  He  further  alledged.  That  this 
Offence  of  Mr.  Attorney's  had  been  voted,  by  both 
Houfes  of  Parliament,  an  high  Breach  of  the  Pri* 
vileges  of  Parliament,  which  no  Counfel  can,  nei- 
ther  ought  they  to  judge  of.  .And  becaufe  it  con* 
cemed  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  in  an  high  Degree, 
in  iheir  Privileges,  as  well  as  it  did  their  Lordfliips, 
he  defired  that  Mr.  Attorney  might  not  be  allowed 
Counfel,  but  that  be  might  Ipeak  for  himfelf. 

The 
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The  Attorney  replied.  That  their  Lordfliips  had  An.  17.  Car4 1« 
been  pleafed,  upon  his  humble  Petition,  to  affign  '^*' 
him  Counfel  in  this  Caufe;  that  his  Anfwer  is  put 
in  by  their  Advice,  and  they  are  ready  to  main- 
tain it ;  which  if  their  Lordfliips  (hould  not  allow 
of,  he  was  not  provided  to  make  a  Defence  to  his 
Charge ;  therefore  defired  their  Lordfhips  to  hear 
him  by  his  Counfel,  and  the  Committee  to  take 
the  Judgment  of  the  Houfe  upon  it. 

Hereupon  both  Sides  being  commanded  to  with- 
draw, the  Lords  put  themfelves  into  a  Committee, 
for  the  more  free  Debate  in  this  Matter ;  it  being 
a  mixed  Cafe,  confiding  of  Breach  of  Privilege  of 
Parliament,  Matter  of  Faft,  and  Matter  of  Law. 
The  Houfe  being  refumed,  the  Queftion  was  put. 
Whether  Mr.  Attorney  fliould  have  Counfel,  in 
Matter  of  Privilege,  in  this  Cafe  ?  and  it  was  re- 
folved  in  the  Affirmative.  The  Committee  of  the 
Houfe  of  Commons,  the  Attorney  and  his  Counfel,  which  the  Lard* 
being  called  in  again,  were  toFd  of  this  Refolution ;  agres  to, 
-and  that  their  Lordfhips  had  appointed  to  proceed 
further  in  this  Caufe  the  next  Day  at  One  of  the 
Clock. 

March  9.  After  reading  a  long  Petition  from 
Sir  Philip  Caruret^  concerning  the  prefent  Condi- 
tion of  the  Ifle  of  'Jerfey^  which  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  for  the  Defence  of  this  Kingdom  ;  the 
Lords  proceed^  in  the  Attorney  General's  Caufe, 
and  his  Counfel  were  told,  that  they  were  to  begin 
with  affifting  him  in  his  Defence,  upon  their  Perils. 
The  Counfel  craved  their  Lordfhips  Pardon  there- 
in, for  they  came  not  now  provided  for  his  De- 
fence ;  becaufe  the  Bufinefs  concerned  the  Privilege 
of  Parliament,  as  was  alledged  Yefterday. 

The  Lords,  not  being  fatisfied  with  this  Anfwer, 
direfted  the  Attorney  and  his  Counfel  to  with- 
draw ;  and,  upon  Confideration  of  it,  it  v^zs  ordered^ 
^  That  they  fhould  be  commanded  to  give  a  diredl 
Anfwer,  feverally,  Whether  they  would  plead  or  • 

not ;  and  if  they  would  not  it  Ihould  be  taken  as  a 
Denial/  ^

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An*  17.  Car.  1.  Being  called  in  again,  the  Lord  Keeper  commanded 
«^»-  them  to  proceed  ;  when  Sir  Thomas  Beddingfield^ 
one  of  the  Counfel,  anlwered.  He  defired  fomc 
Time  10  prepare  for  it,  not  being  now  provided. 
Sir  Thomas  Gardinify  Recorder  of  London^  another 
CounfeU  anfwered  in  like  Manner.  The  reft  of 
them  laid.  That  they  were  willing  to  plead  now, 
at  tl.elr  Lordfliips  Command,  and  thought  it  was 
thtir  Duty  fo  to  do ;  but  the  chief  Part  of  Mr.  At- 
torney's Defence  being  committed  to  the  aforefaid

World.  Gcd^  in  his  good  Time,  will,  1  hope^  dif 
Cover  the  Secrets  and  Bottoms  of  all  Plots  and  Trea- 
fins,  and  then  Ijhalljland  right  in  the  Eyes  of  all  my 
People.  In  the  mean  Time,  I  mujl  tell  you.  That  I 
rather  expelled  a  Vindication  for  the  Imputation  laid 
on  me  in  Mr.  Pymme'jr  Speech y  than  that  any  more 
general  Rumours  and  Difcourfes /hould get  Credit  with 
you. 

For  my  Fears  and  Doubts,  I  did  not  think  thiy

^°*  portation,  his  Majefty  interrupted  the  Earl  of  /6/- 

hnd  in  reading,  and  laid,  Thai's  falfe.  Which  be- 
ing afterwards  touched  upon  again,  bis  Majefty 
then  faid,  'T/V  a  Lie,  And  when  he  was  informed, 
•  It  related  not  to  the  Date,  but  the  Execution  of 
'  the  Warrant :'  His  Majefty  faid.  It  might  have 
been  better  expreffed  then^  and  that  it  was  a  high 
Thing  to  tax  a  King  with  Breach  of  Promife.  As 
for  I  his  Declaration^  his  Majefty  faid,  I  could  not 
have  believed  the  Parliament  would  have  fent  we  fucb 
a  one^  if  I  hadnotfeen  it  brought  by  fucb  Perfons  of 
Hzmur.

The  Earl  of  Pembroke  thereupon  telling  him,  *  That 
the  Parliament  had-  humbly  befought  his  Majefty 
to  come  near  themasaforefaid:'  His  Majefty  re- 
plied,

The  Printer  cJf  this  was  queftioned  for  it  afterwards  in  theHoufe 
of  Lords  J  but  upon  his  faying.  That  he  had  the  Copy  from  the  Lord 
Keepei's  Clerk;  he  wav  difroiiled* 
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plied,  He  had  learned  by  our  Declaration,  that  Words  An.  17.  Car.  L 
were  not  fifficient.  His  Majefty^  being  again  moved  '^4x. 
by  the  Earl  of  Pembroke^  to  exprefs  what  he  would 
have,  faid,  He  would  zvhip  a  Boy  in  Weftminfter 
School  that  could  not  tell  that  by  his  Anfwer.  And 
further  faid.  They  were  much  midaken^  if  they 
thought  his  Anfwer  to  that  a  Denial.  And  being 
aflced.  by  the  faid  Ear!  of  Pembroke,  *  Whether 
'the  Militia  might  not  be  granted,  as  was  defired  by 
the  Parliament,  for  a  Time.*  His  M^jefty  fwore. 
By  Gody  not  for  an  Hour  ;  you  have  qfked  that  of  me 
in  tUty  which  was  never  qfked  of  a  King^  and  ivith

His  Majefty  added,  ^The  Bufinefs  of  Ireland  w'll 
never  be  done  in  the  Way  you  are  /;/,  Four  hundred  will 
never  do  that  Work  ;  //  mufl  be  put  into  the  Hands  of 
One,  If  I  were  trufted  zvith  it,  I  would  pazvn  my 
Head  to  end  that  Work ;  and  though  I  am  a  Beggar 
myfelf  yet^  fpeaking  with  a  ftrong  Afleveration,  / 
can  find  Money  for  that. 

The  foregoing  Anfwer  being  read,  the  Lords  order- 
ed the  Attorney  General  and  his  Counfel  to  be  called 
in, and  proceed  in  his  Defence,  Serjeant  Pi?>^^y2?;7^  de- 
fired to  be  excufed  from  pleading  in  a  Bufinefs  which 
required  fo  mach  Pains  to  attend,  by  reafon  of  his 
bodily  Infirmities ;  and  the  other,  Serjeant  Green^ 
faying,  That,  being  afligned  fo  lately  to  this  Bu-

produced,  in  all  theCnufe,  to  prove  any  Crime; 
Z  3  that 
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Afl«  17.  Cv.  I. that  there  was  but  an  Impeachment  and  a  Denial  j 
?^***'  and  no  Aft  proved  but  vihn  was  confefled,  which 
is  the  Exliibiting  the  Articles.  He  further  alledged. 
That  whereas  the  Attorney  was  charged  to  do  ihc 
Fad  malicioufly,  he  did  nothing  but  by  the  Com- 
mand of  the  King,  and  knew  not  of  the  Articles 
untill  they  were  delivered  to  him  by  his  Majefty.' 
Next  Mr.  Chutey  another  of  Mr.  Attorney's 
Counfel,  argued,  *  That  it  was  the  Duty  of  the  At- 
torney to  profecute  the  King's  Caufes,  in  all  Courts 
of  Record,  when  he  (hall  be  called,  and  be  Afliftant 
in  all  thefe  Matters;  to  this  Purpofe  he  lead  the 
Attorney's  Oath.  Further  he  alledged,  That  the 
King  s  Datum  ejl  ncbis  intelligiy  is  Warrant  enough 
to  ihe  Attorney  to  proceed  ..gainft  any  Perfon,  as 
in  the  Record  of  Edward  III.  Rot.  38.  where 
Jyllliam^  Archbiflipp  of  Itlrk^  i}pon  Datum  eji  nobis 
htcLigi^  was  bi ought  before  the  King  and  his 
Couniel,  and  prolccuted  by  the  Attorney  General. 
He  alio  urged  the  Reports  of  the  Judges  in  the  Earl 
o^  Arundele's  Gale,    I.  ^'2.  Caroliy  Jprjl  1626. 

He  faid, '  That  iheAitorney  General  is  bound,  by 
his  Oath,  to  proceed  in  all  Courts  of  Record,  tho' 
the  King  gave  him  no  Command  ;  and  that  in  Par- 
liament he  hath  profecuted  a  Commoner  at  large, 
as  31.  of  Edward  I.  Rot,  22.  where  Nicholas  de 
Segrave  was  fummoned,  hy  the  Sheriff  of  Nor* 
thampton^  to  appear  Coram  Dcmino  Rege  in  proximo 
Parliammto  Juoy  ^/>z/^,Weitmonafterium,  primoAd- 
Ventu  Domini  P^egis^  ibidem  ad  audiendam  Voluntateni 
Domifti  Regisy  fuper  hiis  qua  tunc  ibidem  proponere  in- 
teiideret  verfus  cum ;  et  ad  faciendum  et  recipiendum 
ulterius  qt^od  Curia  Domini  Regis  confideraret  in  Pre* 
m-Jfis.  The  faid  Nicholas  Segrave  appearing  in  Par- 
liament, he  was  profecuted  for  the  King,  and  ac- 
cufed  by  Nicholas  de  Warwick^  That  he  malicioufly 
ftirred  up  Difcord  ^nd  Contention  againft  John  de 
Crumbwell,  who  was  employed  by  the  King  in  the 
War  againft  the  Scots,  A  Day  being  given  to  make 
Anfwer,  Segrave  fubmitted  and  acknowledged  his 
OTt  nee :  Upon  tl;iis  the  King  defired  the  Advice  of 
ttie  Irords^  what  Punilhinent  (hould  be  inflifted 

upon 
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upon  Segrave  for  fuch  a  Faft,  fo  fully  and  exprefly  An.  17.  Car.  x. 
confefled;  the  Lords  gave  this  Judgment,  That,  '^4-«» 
for  his  Fault,  he  dcferved  to  lofe  his  Life;  yet  the 
King,  out  of  his  fpecial  Grace  and  Piety,  remitted 
the  Judgment  of  Life  and  Members ;  and  ordered 
the  faid  Nicholas  Segrave  to  find  feven  good  and 
fufficient  Men  to  be  Bail  for  him,  Body  for  Body. 
*  In  e»dem  Rotulo^  the  like  Accufation  was  of  M- 
cholas  de  Kingfton  and  Robert  Ar chard  \  Alfo  4.  Ed-^ 
ward  in.  Rot.  7.  N^.  16.  Sir  nomas  Berkeley  zni 
jfohn  Maltravers  were  profecuted  in  Parliament,  for 
the  Murder  of  King  Edward  IL  and  were  tried  and 
acquitted  by  a  Jury.  And  4.  Rot.  7.  N^  17.  Rauf  . 
de  Ferrers  was  profecuted  in  Parliament,  upon  Sufpi- 
cion  of  Treafon:  So  in  the  Parliament  17.  Rich- 
ard II.  N^.  20.  Thomas  Talbot^  Chevalier,  was  ac- 
cufed  in  Parliament,  for  confpiring  the  Death  of 
two  of  the  King's  Uncles.* 

The  Counfel  having  fpoken  concerning  the  Mat- 
ter of  Fad,  Mr.  Attorney  made  his  own  Defence 
to  that  which  concerned  the  Matter  of  Privilege  of 
Parliament ;  and  cited  the  Cafe  of  Philip  Courtney^ 
16.  Richard  II.  N^.  16.  and  the  Cafe  of  the  Earl 
of  Arundele^  and  his  Remonftration  made  therein, 
April  19,  2.  Carols.  He  alfo  infifted,  laftly,  on 
the  Cafe  of  the  Earl  of  BriftoU  the  fame  Year, 
And  concluded  with  obferving.  That  he  did  not 
conceive  any  Thing  urged  againft  him  could  make 
up  the  Crime  that  he  is  charged  with,  but  only  the 
Votey  pafled  by  both  Houfes,  touching  the  Breach 
of  the  Privileges  of  Parliament  •,  and  fo  fubmitted 
bimfelf  to  the  Juftice  of  that  Houfe.

hath  expreffed  in  his  former  Meffages^ ;  and  being  un- 
able^ by  IVordSy  to  manijefl  more  Jffe^ion  to  it,  than

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he  bath  endeavoured  to  do  by  thofe  Mejfages ;  havng  An.  17.  Car.  i. 
Ukewife  done  allfuch  A6n  as  he  hath  heen  moved  unto  *^4'- 
by  his  Parliament :  Therefore^  if  the  Misfortunes  ^mi 
Calamities  of  his  poor  Proteftant  Sulje^U  there  Jhall 
grow  upon  them^  (though  his  Mojejly  f})ail  be  deeply 
coruerned  in^  and  fenfihle  ofy  their  Suffetings)  he 
fhall  waft)  his  Hands  before  all  the  Worlds  from  the 
ieaji  Imputation  of  Slacknefs  in  that  mojl  ncctjjdvy  and 
pious  IVork, 

And  that  his  Majejly  may  leave  no  Way  iinottetrpt^ 
•  ed^  which  may  beget. a  good  Under ftanding  letiveen 
him  and  his  Parliament  \  he  thinks  it  nectJJ'ary  to  de- 
clare^  That  as  he  hach  been  fo  tender  of  the  Privileges 
of  Parliament^  that  he  hath  been  ready  and  forward 
to  retract  any  J^  of  his  cwn^  which  he  hath  been  in^ 
formed  hath  trenched  upon  their  Privileges ;  fo  he  ex- 
pe£ls  an  equal  Tendernefs  in  them  cf  his  Majejly' s 
known  and  unquejiionable  Privileges^  which  are  the 
Privileges  of  the  Kingdom  ;  amo?igfl  which,  he  is  af- 
futed^  it  is  a  Fundamental  one^  That  his  SuljeHs  can^ 
net  be  obliged  to  obey  any  Atl^  Order ^  or  InjuntiiGns^ 
to  which  his  Majefiy  hath  not  given  his  Con j cut :  And 
therefore  he  thinks  it  mcejjary  to  publijh^  7 hat  le 
expeSfs^  and  hereby  requires^  Obedience,  from  all  his 
loving  Subje^s^  to  the  Laws  ejlablijhed\  and  that 
they  pre  fume  not.  upon  any  Pretence  of  Order  cr  Or^ 
dinance  to  which  his  Maje/ly  is  no  Party,  concerning 
the  Miliiia,  or  any  other  Things  to  do  or  execute  what  , 

is  not  warranted  by  thofe  Laws ;  his  Majejly  being 
refolved  to  obferveall  the  Laws  Himfelf,  and  to  nquiie 
Obedience  to  ihem^  from  all  his  Sutje^s. 

And  his  Maje/iy  once  more  recommends  to  his  Par- 
tiament  the  Sub/iance  of  his  Mejjage  of  the  twentieth 
of  January  laji^  "that  they  compofe  and  dige/i,  with 
all  Speed,  fuch  A5is,  as  they  fhall  think  fit,  for  the 
prefent  and  future  EJiablifhment  of  their  Privileges ;

The  Lord^,  taking  this  Meflage  into  Confidera- 
tion,  order edy  *  That  it  fliould  be  communicated  to 
the  Houfe  of  Commons  at  a  Conference  i  which 
being  done  accordingly, 

Mr.  Denzil  Holies  made  the  following  Report:

I.  *  For  the  King^'s  Removal,  fo  far  as  Yorly  fron» 
the  i^arjiament  ;  and  the  great  Inconveniency  that 
fhould  happen  thereby  to  the  Kingdom  of  Ireland^ 
by  renfon  of  his  Abfence  ;  the  Lords  taking  it  into 
Confideration,  do  conceive  his  Majefty's  removing 
fo  far  as  York^  muft,  of  Neceflity,  be  an  Obftruc- 
tion,and  may  be  a  Deftruftion  of  that  Kingdom. 

'  The  next  Particular  out  of  the  Mejjage  is,  con- 
^  cerning  the  Privilege  ot  Parliament,  and  the  Laws 

of  the  Land:  The  Lords  are  of  Opinion,  That 
when  the  Parliament,  which  is  the  Supreme  Court 
of  this  Kingdom,  (hall  declare  what  the  Law  of 
the  Land  is,  to  have  That  not  only  quefttoned  and 
controverted,  but  contradlded,  and  a  Command 
that  it  Ihould  not  be  obeyed,  is  a  Breach  of  the 
Privilege  of  Parliament.

Soon  after  the  Lords  fentfor  Framit  Taykr^  the 
Meilenger*  and  alked  him  of  whom  he  had  the 
Letter  he  brought  from  the  King;  he  laid,  he  had 
the  Letter  from  a  Servant  of  the  Lord  FaUlan^s^ 
Secretary  of  Slate,  laft  Night,  at  Nine  o'Clock, 
and  he  brought  it  and  delivered  it. to  the  Lord 
Keeper. 

Then  the  Bill  For  clearing  the  Lord  Kymbolton 
and  the  five  Members  from  a  feigned  Charge  of  Ugh 
Treafin ;  alfo  another  Bill  For  raiding  Morny  for  tie 
great  Jffairs  of  the  Kingdoms  of  England  and  Ire- 
land, was  read  a  third  Time  by  the  Lords,  and 
paffed.  Qrdired^  *  That  the  Clerk  of  the  Crown, 
in  Chancery^  do  forthwith  draw  up  two  Commif- 
fions,  and  prepare  them  ready  for  the  Great  Seal* 
for  his  Majefty's  Royal  Aflent  to  be  given  to  thefe 
two  Bills. 

March  17.  The  Commons  fent  up  a  Meflage  to 
the  Lords,  by  Mr.  Denzil  Holies^  That  they  had 
taken  into  ferious  Confidcration  the  Matter  of  the 
laft  Conference,  and  the  King's  laft  Meffage;  That 
they  had  alfo  palled  fome  Votes  concerning  their 
Senfe  of  the  fame,  to  which  they  defired  their  Lord- 
fljips.

Houfc*  cooccra-*  The  Governor,  Sir  John  ibtkam^  was  to  take- 
ijig  Hull,  Care  no  foreign  Ships  (hould  enter  that  Port,  with- 

out ftridl  Examinarion  of  their  Strength,  Bur- 
den, t^r.  No  Englijb^  or  other  Forces  wbatfoever^ 
to  be  fuffered  to  enter,  but  thofe  already  appointed 
to  be  the  Garrifon  there ;  and  fuch  other  as,  by  the 
Wildom  and  Authority  of  boch  Houfes  of  Parlia.- 
ment,  (hall  be  advifed  and  direfted  to  be  received 
and  kept,  for  the  better  Guard  and  Defence  of  f  hc^ 
Town  and  Magaz  ne  therein  remaining,  for  hi3 
Majefty's  Service  and  the  Security  of  the  Kingdom. 
In  the  doing  whereof  the  Mayor  of  the  faid  Town, 
and  all  other  his  Majefty's  QScers  and  Subjects,  were 
commanded  to  be  aiding  and  aWifting  to  the  faid  Gq- 
vernor,  as  they  would  anfwer  the  contrarv  at  their 
Peril.* 

The  fame  Day  (March  22.)  the  Commons  fern 
up  to  acquaint  the  Lords  with  a  Vote  which  they  had 
palfed,  and  to  which  they  deiired  their  Lord(hip9 
Concurrence,  viz. '  That  when  the  Lords  and  Com- 
mons in  Parliament  (hall  declare  what  the  Law  of 
the  Land  is :  To  have  this  not  only  queftioned  and 
controverted,  but  contradi£ted,  and  a  Command 
given  that  it  be  not  obeyed,  is  a  high  Breach  of  the 
rri vilege  of  Parliament/  To  this  the  Lords  agreed; 
as  they  could  do  no  lefs,  (ince  they  had  before  gi- 
ven their  Opinion,  almoftin  the  very  fameWord^, 
at  the  Conference  occafioned  by  the  King's  Mef- 
fage  from  Huntingdon. 

Next  feveral  Orders  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons- 
were  read  concerning  the  Lord  Lieutenants  of  the 
Counties,  and  their  new  Ordinance  about  the  A/i- 
Jitid.    The  Commons  defired  to  know  if  the  old 
Ana  the  Lieute-  j^ord  Lieutenants  had  brought  in  all  their  Com- 
^antsof  theMi-jj^-jjjjQj^g^  ^^  ^^^  formerly  ordered  by  both  Houfej. 
'The  Names  of  the  Dtputy-Lieutenants  to  be  takep 
and  fent  to  the  Commons  for  their  Approbation,  &fc* 

Agreed  to  by  the  Lords. 
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The  Lord  Admiral  g?ive  in  a  Paper  of  an  Infor-  ad.  17.  Cat.  !♦ 
mation  he  had  got,  by  ftnding  a  difcrcet  Perfon  on  «^«- 
the  Coaft  of  Frana^  to  difcovcr  the  Number  of 
their  Ships  of  Wai  and  Land  Forces  in  their  feveral 
Ports ;  by  which  it  appeared  there  were  fome  Pre- 
parations making  of  Men  and  Shippings  but  to 
what  Purpofe,  the  Informant  faid  not. 

March  23,  There  had  been  a  Bill  fent  up  by  the 
Commons,  intitled.  An  A^  for  afferting  of  form 
Privileges^  lately  broken^  and  to  prevent  the  Break' 
ing  thereof  in  Time  to  come.  It  was  this  Day  deba- 
ted in  the  Houfe  of  Lords  a  long  Time  j  and,  af- 
ter the  Debate,  it  was  recommitted  to  confider  fur- 
ther of  it,  and  report  the  fame  to  the  Houl'e. 


The  Lords  making  an  Order  *  That  the  Archbi-  TheTritl  oftlit 
fhop  of  Canterbury  (hould  confer  the  PrefentatioaAbp  of  Cantw- 
of  St.  Leonard*Sy  Fojler-Lane^  according  to  a  formerg^'^^^'j" 
Order^  upon  George  Smithy  Clerk ;  upon  that  Oc-  ed. 
cafion  it  was  moved,  That,  confidering  the  Power 
the  Archbifliop  of  Canterbury  hath    in  Ecclefi- 
aftical  Matters,  whereby  the  Church  is  ftill  troubled, 
notwithftanding  his  Imprifonment;  the  Houfe  of 
Commons  fhould  be  fent  to,  to  be  defired  that  they 
would  proceed  to  make  good  their  Impeachment  of 
High  Treafon  againft  him,  that  fo  he  might  receive 
Judgment  according  to  his  Demerit.     Alfo  to  move 
the  Commons,  that  they  would  proceed  againft  the 
reft  of  the  Delinquents  with  all  convenient  Speed. 

The  Meflengers  fent  with  this  Meffage  to  the 
Commons,  returned  with  this  Anfwer,  *  That  they 
would  proceed  with  all  thofe  that  are  impeached  by 
that  Houfe,  with  all  convenient  Speed/  But  this 
Anfwer  was  immediately  followed  by  a  Meflage, 
fent  by  the  Commons,  importing,  *  That  where- 
as their  Houfe  formerly  brought  up  a  Declaration^ 
containing  the  Caufes  of  Grievances,  with  fome 
Remedies  propofed  for  curing  the  fame,  they  defire 
their  Lordfliips  would  pleafe  to  take  it  into  fpe^dy

The  Commons  alfo  defined.  That  the  Judges 
might  be  pioceeded  againft,  who  are  impeached  by 
ihem,  and  that  their  Lordfhips  would  pleafe  to  ap- 
point a  Day  for  the  fame,  and  the  Commons  would 
be  ready  to  make  good  their  Charge  againft  them. 
On  this  the  Lords  ordered^  That  the  Report  of  the 
Declaration  of  Grievances,  &c.  flial!  be  made  the 
next  Moinirig  ;  and  that  the  Judges  (hculd  put  in 
their  Anfwers  to  the  Impeachment  on  the  31ft  In- 
flanl. 

March  24.  The  Lord  Compton  reported.  That, 
according  10  the  C^ommand  of  the  Commons,  he  and 
Mr.  Bainton  did  attend  his  Majefty,  at  Tork ;  that 
they  arrived  there  on  Saturday  laft,  and  prefentd 
his  Majefty  with  the  Reply  of  that  Houfe*  concern- 
ing the  Paffage  in  Mr.  Pymme*s  Speech,  touching 
fome  Commanders  now  in  the  Head  of  the  Re- 
bels, l^c,  and  received  his  Majefty's  AnfuueVy  in 
Writing,  on  Monday  Morning  j  which  was  read, 
and  was  in  hac  Verba  :

Ihough  be  tviS  not  inftft  upon  what  little  Riafin 
llcy  had  to  fufpe^^  that  fome  Ill-afe^ed  hadpaffii 
into  Ireland,  under  Colour  of  his  Majejly's  Licenccy 
Inferences  being  fiender  Proofs  to  ground  Belief  upon\ 
'yet  he  mufl  needs  avow^  that^  for  any  Thing  that  is 
yet  declared,  he  cannot  Jee  any  Ground^  why  Mr* 
Pymme  Jbould  fi  boldly  affirm,  before  both  Hmfes  of

Choice  of  by  the  Lord  Admiral,  for  that  Charge^  ^n^^'^^flJ^"  ^^^^ 
approved  of  byhmfelf:  therefore  his  Majefiy  ^^»«<?^cS]ladTf  Ite 
in  Honour  and  Juftice^  appoint  any  other  for  /A<j/ Fleet. 
Charge  than  Sir  John  Pennington ;  of  whofe  Abi- 
liiyi  and  Integrity  his  Majefiy  hath  bad  fo  long  and 
goad  Experience. 

The  Earl  of  Warwick  was  the  Perfon  nominated 
to  the  King  for  that  Truft,  by  the  Lords ;  who, 
when  they  received  this  Meffage,  fent  it  down  to 
the  Commons,  with  a  Defire  that  both  Houfes 
(hould  join  in  a  Petition  to  :he  King,  That  the  faid 
Earl  might  command  in  Chief,  in  this  Summer's 
Fleet,  and  to  prefent  what  Reafons  are  thought 
proper  for  the  Purpofe. 

The  Lord  Keeper  acquainted  the  Houfes,  That 
he  had  received  two  Letters  from  the  King,  dated 
at  Tork^  March  zi,  1641,  with  a  Declaration  in- 
clofed  in  one,  in  Anfiver  to  that  from  Parliament, 
prefented,  2X  Newmarket^  the  ninth  Inftant;  both 
which  he  was  commanded  to  communicate  to  their 
Lordftiips.

ever  looks  over  that  Meffage,  {which  was  in  Effe^  te 
teil  us,  that  if  we  would  not  join  with  them^  in  an 
A£i  which  we  conceived  might  prove  prejudicial  and 
dangerous  to  us  and  the  whole  Kingdom^  they  would 
make  a  Law  without  us^  and  impofe  it  upon  our  People) 
will  not  think  that  fudden  Anfwer  can  be  excepted  to.

As  for  the  Scots  Troubles ;  we  had  well  thought 
that  thofe  unhappy  Differences  had  been  wrapped  up  in 
perpetual  Silence,  by  the  A5i  of  Oblivion  \  which  being 
filemnh  pafs^d  in  the  Parliaments  of  both  Kingdoms^ 
Jiops  our  Adouth  from  any  further  Reply,  th^n  to 
Jhew  our  great  Dijlke  for  reviving  the  Memory 
thereof 

If  the  Rebellion  in  Ireland,  fo  odious  to  all  Chri' 
Jiians,  feems  to  have  been  framed  and  maintained 
in  England,  or  to  have  any  Countenance  from  bence^ 
we  conjure  both  our  Houfes  of  Parliament,  and  all  our 
Icving  Subje^s  whatfoever,  to  ufe  all  poffible  Means 
to  ^f cover  and  find  out  fuch^  -that  we  may  join  in

jlice.  Piety,  and  Affection  \  it  being  evident  to  all  Un- 
derjlandings^  that  thoje  mifchievouf  and  wicked  Re» 
bels  are  not'fo  capable  of  great  Advantage^  as  ify  ha- 
ving their  falfe  Difcourfesfe  far  believed^  as  to  raiji 
Fears  and  Jealouftes,  to  the  DiJiraSfion  of  this  King^ 
dom,  the  only  Way  to  their  Security :  And  we  cannot 
exprefs  a  deeper  Senfe  of  the  Suffering  of  our  pocr 
Proteftant  SubjeHs  in  that  Kingdom,  than  we  have 
i^ni  in  our  often  Meflages  to  both  Houfis^  by  which

For  tie  manifold  Attempts  to  provoke  our  late  Jrmjy 
and  the  At  my  of  the  Scots,  and  to  raife  a  Faff  ion  in 
the  City  of  London*  and  other  Parts  rf  the  Eng^ 
dam ;  fit  befaid^  as  relating  to  us^  we  cannot^  whk^ 
out  great  Indignation^  fuffor  ourfelf  to  be  reproach^ 
edy  to  have  intended  the  leafi  Force  or  threatening  to 
our  Parliament^  as  the  being  privy  to  the  bringing 
tip  of  the  Army  would  imply :  ffbereas  we  call  God  to 
Witnejs^  we  never  had  any  fiub  Thought^  or  knew  of 
any  juch  Refiution  concerning  our  late  Army* 

For  the  Petition  flmved  to  us  by  Captain  Legge  ; 
we  well  remember  the  fame,  and  the  Occafion  of  that 
Conference:  Captain  L^c  being  latefy  come  out  of 
the  North,  and  repairing  to  us  at  Whitehall,  tve 
afked  him  of  the  State  of  our  Army ;  and^  after  fomo 
Relation  made  ofit^  he  told  us^  That  the  Commanders 
and  Officers  of  the  Army  bad  a  mind  to  petition  the 
Parliamenty  as  ethers  of  our  People  had  donOy  and 
Jhewedus  the  Copy  of  a  Petition^  which  we  read\  ani^ 
finding  it  to  be  very  humble^  {defiring  the  Parliamant 
might  receive  no  Interruption  in  the  Reformation  of 
the  Church  and  State ^  to  the  Model  rf  ^een  Eliza- 
beth V  Vayi)  vite  told  him,  We  /aw  no  Harm  in  it: 
If  hereupon  he  replied^  That  he  believed  all  the  Of- 
ficers of  the  Anpy  would  like  ir,  only  he  thought 
Sir  Jacob  AJhley  would  be  unwilling  to  fign  it,  out 
of  Fear  that  it  might  difpleafe  us.  We  then  read 
the  Petition  ever  again  \  and  then  objerving  nothings 
in  Matter  or  Fc^rm^  we  conceived  could  pojfibly  give 
jujl  Caufe  of  Offence^  we  delivered,  it  to  him  again  ^ 
'biddng  him  give  it  to  Sir  Jacob  Aftiley,  for  wbofo 
Satisfaction  we  had  written  C.  R.  upon  it^  to  teftify 
our  Approbation  \  and  we  wijh  that  Petition  may  hi 
Jeen  and  publijhed,  and  then  we  believe  it  will  appear 
no  dangercu>  one,  nor  ajuft  Ground  Jor  the  leaftjea- 
huff  Of  Mifapprebenficn.

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Fir  Mr  Jermyn ;  it  is  will  kmwn  that  bi  was  An.  17.  Car.  I. 
gone  from  Whitehall  bifin  we  naivid  the  Deftn       '^4'' 
6f  htb  Hmfesfortbi  Riftraint  of  our  Servants^  nei^ 
thtr  returned  be  tbitber^  orpaffedever  by  any  fFarrant 
granted  by  us  after  that  Time. 

For  tbe  Breach  of  Privilege^  in  tbe  Accufation  of 
the  Lord  Kitnbolton  and  the  five  Members  of  tbe 
Hottfe  of  Commons^  we  thought  we  had  given  fi 
ample  Satisfa^ion  in  our  feveral  Meflages  to  that 
Purpofe^  that  it  Jbould  be  no  more  preffed  againji 
us  J  being  confident  that  if  tbe  Breach  of  Privilege 
bad  been  greater  than  bath  been  ever  before  offered^ 
our  dcknowledgment  and  Retractation  hath  been 
greater  than  ever  King  hath  given ;  belides  tbe  not  ex^ 
amining  how  many  of  our  Privileges  have  been  inva^  ' 

ded  in  Defence  and  Vindication  of  the  other  5  and 
therefore  we  hcped  our  true  and  eameft  Protefiation^  ite 
our  Anfwer  to  your  Order  concerning  tbe  Militia, 
would  fi  far  havefatisfied  you  of  our  Intentions  thon'^ 
that  you  would  no  more  have  entertained  any  Imagina^ 
tion  of  any  other  Defign  than  we  there  expreffid.

And  having  now  dealt  thus  plainly  and  freely  with 
you,  by  way  of  Anfwcr  to  the  particular  Grounds  of 
your  Fears ;  we  hope,  upon  a  due  Confideration  and 
Weighing  both  together ^you  will  not  find  the  Grounds 
to  be  of  that  Moment  to  beget,  or  longer  to  continue^ 
a  Mtfunderfianding  betwixt  us\  or  force  you  to  apply 
your/elves  to  the  Uje  of  any  other  Power  than  what 
the  Law  hath  given  you  5  the  which  we  always  in^ 
tend  Jhall  be  the  Meafure  of  our  own  Power ^  and  ex- 
pe£l  it  Jhall  be  the  Rule  of  our  Subje^s  Obedience. 

Concerning  our  Pears  and  Jealoufies  ;  as  we  had 
no  Intention  of  accufing  you,  fi  are  we  fure  no  Words 
Jpoken  by  us,  on  thefitddeUy  at  Theobalds^  will  bear 
that  Interpretation.  We  faid.  For  our  Refidence 
near  you,  we  wifli'd  it  might  be  fo  fafe  and  honour- 
able, that  we  had  no  Caufe  to  abfent  ourfelf  from 
Whitehall  j  and  how  this  can  be  a  Breach  of  Privi- 
lege of  Parliament  we  cannot  underftand.  We  ex^ 
plained  our  Meaning  in  our  Anfwer  at  Newmarket, 
at  the  Prefentation  of  this  Declaration,  concerning  the 
printed  feditious  Pamphlets  and  Sefmons,  and  the 
great  Tumults  at  We&mintter:  And  we  muft  ap^ 
peal  to  you  and  all  the  World,  whether  ive  might  not 
jufily  fuppo/e  ourjelf  in  Danger  of  e^ither.  And  if 
we  were  now  at  Whitehall,  what  Security  have  we 
that  the  like  Jhall  not  be  again ;  efpecially  if  any  De^ 
Unguents  of  that  Nature  have  been  apprehended  by 
the  Mintfters  of  Jufiice,  and  been  refcued  by  the 
People^  andfo  as  yet  efiape  unpunijljed.    If  you  have 

not 
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ha  hifn  informed  of  the  fediiious  Words  ufed^  and  An.  17.  dr.  h 
tbeCircum/tancei  of  thofe  Tumults^  and  will  appoint  *^'- 
fome  Way  for  the  Examination  oftbem^  we  will  re- 
hire fome  of  our  learned  Counfelto  attend  ^ith  Juch 
Evidence  as  may  fatisfy  }ou  ;  and  till  that  be  doni^ 
or  fome  other  Courfe  tabn  for  our  Security^  you  can* 
not  J  with  Reafon^  wonder  that  we  intend  not  to  be 
where  we  mofl  defire  to  be, 

jfnd  can  there  yet  want  Evidence  of  our  hearty 
and  importunate  Defire  to  jcin  with  our  Parliament^ 
and  all  our  faithful  Subje^s,  in  Defence  of  the  Re- 
ligion and  Public  Good  of  the  Kingdom  f  Have  we 
given  you  no  other  Earneft  but  Words^  to  fecure  you 
of  thofe  Deftres  ?  Hie  very  Remonftrance  of  the  Houfe 
of  Commons^  pubUjhid  in  December  lajf^  of  the  State ^ 
of  the  Kingdom^  allows  us  a  more  rtalleltimony  of 
our  good  yiffe^f  ions  than  Words :  That  Reitionftrance 
valued  our  ASfs  of  Grace  and  Juliice  at  fo  high  d

and  for  regulating  the  Council  Table  but  Words  ? 
Are  the  Bills  for  the  Forefts  ;  the  Stannary  Courts ; 
the  Clerk  of  the  Market  \  and  the  taking  away  the 
Yoxtsof  the  Biftops  out  of  the  Lords  Houfe  ^  but 
Words  ?  Laftly,  What  greater  EarneJ}  of  our  Trufi 
and  Reliance  on  our  Parliament  could^  or  can^  wegive^

Benym :  The  Petition  itfelf  is  annexed  }  and  (ince 
that  was  the  great  Reafon  of  the  Accufation  againft 
him,  we  (hall  give  it  at  length ;  and,'  efpecially, 
as  the  Proceedings  of  the  Commons  in  this  Affair 
are  very  flightly  pafs*d  over  by  Mr.  Rufiwortbi 
and  neither  the  Petition  itfelf,  nor  the  Impeach- 
ment and  Trial,  before  the  Lords,  are  mentioned 
at  all  in  his  ColUSiions^  or  Mr.  ff^tlocke's.

minent  Danger^  and  take  you  heed  ye  fall  not  Into 
the  fame  Error ^  upon  the  fame  Suggejlions)  hireafter 
to  keep  the  Rule  ourfelf^  and^  to  our  Power ^  require 
the  fame  from  all  others.

After  the  reading  of  this  Anfwer  the  Lord  Keeper 
further  faid»  That  the  Houfe  of  C>mmons  did  ac- 
count it  to  be  a  Matter  of  fo  great  Importance*  as  to 
require  feme  Time  to  confider  of  it ;  and  therefore 
they  refilved  to  lay.all  other  Bufinels  aiide,  excepC* 
ing  one  or  two  Matters,  until  1  this  was  done; 
which  Refoiution  the  Lords  agreed  to.  Ordered^ 
alfo,  *  That  the  Meffage  of  both  Houfes  to  the 
King,  on  the  twenty-fecond  of  March  laft,  with 
his  Majefty's  Anfiver^  fhould  be  forthwith  printed 
and  publiihed.

Edmund  Harvey  fa  id,  •  He  went  with  Mr.  Benyon 
to  fee  the  faid  Petition,  at  Mofj^t  Shop ;  and,  alter 
he  had  read  it,  he  told  Gtorgi  Benyon  he  would  not 
iiibfcribe  it,  becaufe  it  was  full  of  Untruths ;  for

After  this  Mr.  Ghnne  obferved,  •  That  the 
Time  when  the  Ordinance  for  the  Mlita  pafled  in 
Parliament,  was  the  ninth  of  February  Lift,  and  the 
Difcourfe  concerning  this  Petition  was  on  the  nine- 
teenth. That  the  Time  when  George  Benyon  prc- 
iented  this  fediiious  Petition  was,  when  both  Houfes 
had  declared  that  the  Kingdom  was  in  imminent 
Danger.

The  Houfe  of  Commons  fcnt  up  a  Meffi^  to 
inform  the  Lords,  That  Sir  Edward  Dering^  being 
committed  to  the  Cuftody  of  the  Serjeant,  had 
made  his  Efcape:  They  thcrcfoic  dcfired  that 
fome  fpeedy  Courfc  might  be  taken  to  ftop  hhn  at 
the  Ports  and  bring  him  Wk  ;  which  the  Lords 
ordered  accordingly.

All  which  Sentence,  in  the  Prefence  of  the  Com- 
mons, was  pronounced  againft  him. 

The  fame  Day,  alfo,  the  Commons  fcnt  up  an 
Impeachment  againft  Sir  WHliam  Wilrner^  Knight, 
then  High-Sheriff  of  the  County  of  Northampton^ 
for  high  Crimes  and  Mifdemeanors,  for  breaking 
the  Privileges  of  Parliament,  and  for  endeavouring 
to  difturb  the  Peace  of  the  Kingdom  by  feditious 
Words  and  Aftions. 

The  principal  Complaint  againft  thb  Gentleman 
was,  for  pubhfliing,  by  Virtue  of  his  Majcfty's 
Warrant,  a  printed  Book,  entitled.  Several  Peti' 
iions  and  Mejfages  of  Parliament^  concerning  the  Mi" 
litia  of  the  Kingdom',  with  Us  M(qefifs  Anfwen 
thereto^  and  grantirg  a  Warrant  of  hisf  own  to  en- 
force it.  All  which  the  faid  Gentleman  had  con- 
fefted ;  but  the  fortber  Confidecation  of  Uiis  Afiair 
was  deferred  to  another  Time, 

April  8.  The<2Qmmon8  fent  up,  inter  atia^  an 
Order  concerning  reforming  fome  Innovations  in 
the  Church,  to  which  they  defired  their  Lordfliips 
Concurrence.    'The  Order  was  to  this  EfEoR  :

A  CoDfereocea-ftom  HuU  to  lAndm\  it  being  fo  far  remote,  and 
bout  removing  the  King  at  fuch  a  Diftance,  it  would  retard  the 
hIu.^'^'**  ^^Bufincfe  to  fend  to  him,  and  Delay  would  prove 
'  very  prejudicial  to  fo  important  a  Bufineis  as  lequires

Thh  Refolutim  being  cottimunicared  to 
the  Lower  Houfe,  they  defired,  the  next  Day,  an- 
other Conference  on  thisSubjedl;  m  the  mean 
while  the  Lords  appointed  a  Committee  to  draw  up 
fome  Reafons  to  offer  to  the  Commons,  for  their 
Refufalto  join  with  them  in^his  laft  Affair^  which 
were  to  this  Purpbfe  : 

'  That  as  it  had  ever  been  the  Courfe  which,  in 
Cafes  of  like  Nature,  the  Houfes  have  formerly 
ufed,  the  Lords  do  conceive  it  convenient  to  obferve 
the  fame  in  this  Particular  ;  becaufe  they  find  there 
is  that  Malignity  in  the  Counfels  and  Endeavours 
of  many  ill-affefted  Perfons,  that  they  feek  and 
wail  for  nothing  more  than  Occafion  to  afperfe  the 
'  Proceedings  of  Parliament ;  which  evil  and  danger- 
.  ous  Praftice  will,  by  this  Way,  be  beft  prevented.* 

Thefe  Reafons. being  made  known  to  the  Com- 
mons, they,  at  laft,  agreed  to  join  with  the  Lords 
in  ^n  humble  Petition  to  the  Kitig,  to  remove  the 
Magazine  from  Hull\  which  was  done  accordingly. 
But,  at  the  lame,  they  annexed  to  it  another  Pb- 
tition,  That  the  fix  Popijb  Priefti^  who  had  now

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William  Lenthaly  Efq;  Speaker  of  the  Houfe  of  An.  it.  Ctr.  i*

much  hurt  him«  both  in  his  Body  and  Eftate,  6000/.  ^  ^^^^^ 

were  this  Day  voted^  as  a  voluntary  Gift  to  him  ispSter.'* 

which,  tho',  they  faid,  it  was  but  a  fmall  Rccom* 

pence  to  him,  yet,  hereafter,  they  would  be  ready 

to  exprefs  a  further  Thankfulnefs.    Hereupon  the 

Speaker  rofe  up,  and  returned  his  Thanks  to  the 

Houfe  ;  afluring  them  that  as  he  had  hitherto  done, 

fo  he  would  continue  to  ferve  them  to  the  heft  of 

his  Abilities.

the  true  Proteftant  Prcfeffton  in  that  Kingdom,^  and 
bis  princely  Care  f^fr  the  Good  of  all  his  Dominions^ 
bath  firmly  refoheds  with  all  convenient  Speedy  to  go 
into  Ireland,  to  chajlife  thofe  wicked  and  deteftable  Re» 
bels  ;  (odious  to  God  and  aU  good  Men)  thereby  fo  to 
fettle  the  Peace  of  that  Kingdom^  and  the  Security  of 
tbisy  that  the  very  J^ame  of  Fears  and  Jeakufies  may 
be  no  more  heard  of  amongft  us. 

As  his  Majefty  doubts  not  but  that  his  Parliament

His  Majefiy  hath  farther  theught  fit  to  advertiji 
his  ParUament^  that^  towards  this  Work^  he  intends 
to  raije  forthwith^  by  his  Commifftoni^ '«  the  Counties 
near  Wcft-Chefter,  a  Guard  for  his  own  Perfen^ 
[when  he  jball  come  into  Irehnd)' conjj/ilng  of  2000 
Foot  and  200  Horje^  which  Jhall  be  armed  at  Weft- 
Cheftcr  from  his  Magazine  at  Hull :  At  which  "tiene 
all  the  Oncers  and  Soldiers  Jhall  take  the  Oaths  tf 
Supremacy  and  Allegiance.  The  Charge  ef  raifieeg 
and  paying  whereof  his  Majejiy  deftres  his  rarliammt 
to  add  to  their  former  Undertakings  for  thai  iPkr  ; 
wkidf  his  MtTJefiy  will  well  accept  ^  ha  if  their 
Pay  be  found  too  great  a  Burden  to  his  good  Suhjeffs, 
his  Majefiy  will  be  wilting^  by  the  Adwce  of  his  Par* 
liamenty  to  Jell  or  pawn  any  of  his  Parks^  Lands^  or 
Houfes  towards  the  SuppKesfir  the  Service  ff  Ireland : 
*  ff^ith  the  Addition  of  thefe  Levies  to  the  former  ^^Eq- 
glifli  and  Scots  agreed  rpon  in  Parliament^  he  hopes 
Jo  to  appear  in  this  ASfion^  that,  by  the  jUiflance  d 
Almighty  Godj  in  a  Jhort  Time  that  KingAm  may  he 
wholly  reduced^  and  reftoredto  Peace  and  feme  jMw- 
fure  of  Hoppinefi  ;  whereby  he  mayehearfuUy  fettern 
to  be  welcomed  home  with  the  ^elfiens  andBl^lfings 
of  all  his  good  Englifli  People. 

Reward  this  good  IVork^  as  Ms  Majeflj  hath  btefy 
made  Vi/patches  unto  Scotland*  to  qTiicken  the  Leuies 
there  for  Ulfter  ;  Jo  he  heartily  wijhes  that  bis  jft^- 
llamcnt  here  would  give  allffffihU  Expeditien  te  Hmfe 
which  they  have  rejohed  for  Munfter  and  Conavight  | 
and  hopes  the  Encouragement  whieb  the  Mvenh^^n 
{ofwhofe  Inter ejf  his  Majefiy  will  always  beveryeart' 
Jul)  will  hereto  receive^  (as  Itkewiji  by  the  late  figtt^ 
ifig  of  a  Commiffton  for  the  Affairs  of  Irefaitt#>  /* 
fuch  Per  Jons  as  were  recommoftded  t§^  him  iybothHmfes 
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^  Parliament)  wiU  raife  full  Sums  tf  Mwey  for  Am.  iS.  Cir.  i. 

the  doing  thereof.  *  «^»» 

His  Majejlf  hath  been  Hkeivije  f  leafed  (out  of  his 
earnefl  Defire  to  remove  all  Oceajtons^  which  do  un- 
bc^ly  mubipfy  Mifunderftandings  between  him  and 
bis  Parliament)  to  prepare  a  Bill  to  be  tfferedio  them 
by  Ihs  Jttorney  concerning  the  Militia ;  whereby^  h$ 
bopes^  the  Peace  and  Safety  of  this  Kingdom  may  bt 
fuUy  fecuredy  to  the  general  Satisfa^on  rf  all  Men^ 
without  Violation  of  his  Majejlf  sjuji  Rights^  or  Pre* 
judice  to  the  Liberty  of  the  Subject.  If  this  Jball  be 
thankfully  received^  he  is  glad  of  it ;  //  refu/ed^  he 
calls  God  and  all  the  World  to  judge  on  whofe  Part  the 
Default  is.  One  Thing  his  Majejly  reguires^  if  this 
Bill  be  approved  ^y  that  if  any  Corporation  Jball  make 
their  lawful  Rights  appear ^  they  may  be  refervedunto 
them. 

Before  his  Majejiy  Jhall  part  from  England,  he 
will  take  all  due  Care  t§  intruji  Juch  Perfons  with 
fueb  Authority  in  his  jtbjence^  as  he  Jhall  find  to  be 
requifite  for  the  Peace  and  Safety  of  this  Kingdom^ 
and  the  happy  Progrefs  of  this  Parliament. 

This  Mejfage  from  the  King  was  communicated 
to  ti^  Commons,  at  a  Conference  this  Day ;  aiid» 
foon  after,  that  Houfe  fent  up  Word  to  the  Lords, 
That  they  had  taken  the  Meffage  into  Confidcra- 
tion  ;  and,  judging  of  it  with  their  LordJhips,  that 
it  was  a  Matter  of  great  Importance,  they  agree 
with  them  that  it  requires  Time  to  anfwer  it.  On 
which  the  Lords  adjourned  till  the  next  Day  at 
Two  o'clock. 

April  \z.  The  Earl  of  Efex,  Lord  Chamber- 
Iain  of  the  King's  Houfhold,  acquainted  the  Houfe, 
That  having  formerly  received  a  Mefjage  from  bis 
Majefty,  to  give  his  Attendance  upon  him  at  York^ 
ttidr  Lordfhip^  Il^ought  fit  to  comn[i^d  him  to  at- 
tend the  great  Affairs  then  depending  in  this  Haufe.  • 
Since  which  his  Lordship  had  leceived  another  Let* 
tcr  from  the  King,  either  to  attqnd  hin(i  at  Tork^  or 
cUe  to  deliver  tba  £nfign9  of  his  Office  to  the  Lord

and  Favour,  wijh  you  to  conftder  of  ity  in  hcpes  you 

would^  upon  further  Conf  deration,  not  bavejeconded 

that  Difobedience, 

Given  at  our  Court  at  York^  April  the  nintbt 

1642. 

And  the  Earl  of  ^^^  "^^^  ^^  Holland  ncxt  acquainted  the  Houfe, 
HoUaod  aifo.  That  the  King  had  fent  him  another  Letter,  to  the 
fame  Purport  as  the  former,  either  to  attend  hisMa- 
jeiiy  at  Torlt,  as  Groom  of  the  Stole,  or  elfe  to  re- 
fign  up  the  Enfigns  of  his  Place  to  the  Lord  Folk* 
land. 

The  two  Earls  then  made  a  Narrative  of  the 
whole  Bufinefs  concerning  their  taking  Leave  of  his 
Majefty  at  tt^itehall,  the  Day  he  went  to  Hampton- 
Court  i  and  how  they  were  commanded  by  die 
Committee,  who  th^n  fat  zl  Grocers^ Hall^  m  Lm^ 

doup 
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ion^  about  the  great  Bufinefs  of  tbfc  Kingdom,  to  An.  i|.  Cww  i,. 
attend  that  Committee  (d).    They  then  dcfircd  to       '  *** 
know.  Whether  the  Houfe  would  give  them  Leave 
to  attend  his  Majefty  at  Tork^  or  not  ? 

The  Lords  went  into  a  Debate  on  this  Matter  ;The  Lords  rduf« 
and,  afterwards,  refolved  to  command  the  two  Earls**  ^^  ***^  «^ 
Attendance  on  this  Houfe,  on  the  great  and  urgent 
Affairs  now  depending  in  Parliament,  notwith- 
ftanding  his  Majefty's  Letters  and  Difpenfations; 
and  they,  obeying  this  Ordir^  went  forth  and  deli- 
vered up  the  Enfigns  of  their  Places  to  the  Lord 
Falkland.  The  Lord  Keeper  Uttleton  vfzs^  firft,  ap- 
pointed by  the  King  for  the  ungrateful  Office  of  de- 
manding their  Refignatlons ;  but,  at  hk  moft  ear- 
neft  Intreaty,  was  excufed  ;  and  fo  it  fell  upon  the 
former  as  Secretary  of  State. 

The  Lords  confidering  this  Bufinefi  to  be  a  Mat- 
ter of  great  Importance,  as  concerning  the  Honour 
and  Privilege  of  Parliament ;  and  that  the  Earls  of 
EJex  and  Holland  had  done  nothing  but  what  they 
ought  to  have  done,  in  obeying  the  Commands  of 
the  Houfe,  took  it  into  ferious  Debate,  and  made 
the  following  Refiluiiom : 

Refolvedy  on  the  Qiieftion,  Nem,  Con,  •  That  Refolttttoni  ia 
the  Attendance  of  the  Earls  of  EJJix  and  Holland^  conTeqwaj 
on  this  Houfe,  according  to  the  Order  oi  this  Houle,**^**^ 
is  no  Pifobedience  to  the  King's  Command.* 

Rejolvedy  i^c.  *  That  the  Removing  of  the  faid 
Earls  from  their  Places  in  Court,  only  becaufe  they 
obeyed  the  Orders  and  Commands  of  this  Houfe, 
in  their  Attendance  here  in  Parliament,  according 
to  his  Majefty's  Writ  of  Summons  to  it,  isagainft 
the  Privileges  of  Parliament. 

Refolved^  ^c»  *  That  the  King's  Licence  and 
Difpenfation,  under  hl<!  Privy  Signet  and  Sign  Ma-- 
nual,  for  any  Lord's  Abfence  from  Parliament, 
when  the  Houfe  (hall  command  him  to  attend, 
cannot  difcharge  his  Attendance  on  the  faid  Houte. 
Re/oJvedy  ^c,  *  That  any  Lord's  difobeying  the 
Commands  of  thisH^oufe,  to  give  his  Attendance 

here,-

Tbelaft  UsfiMm  was  to  hare  a  Conference  with 
the  Houfe  of  Cooroons,  about  this  ftifineft;  and 
a  Committea  was  an>otnted  to  draw  up  Heads  for 
tfaeianie. 

Lord  ClariiUm  fffes  a  my  minute  Account  of 
the  Kill's  Motives  for  this  Rl-timed  Refentment 
againft  the  two  Earb :  Adding  *  That  if  the  Staff 
had  lemained  in  the  Hands  of  the  Earl  of  Effex^ 
by  which  he  was  chaiged  with  the  Defence  andSe* 
curity  of  the  Kii^s  Perfon,  he  nerer  would  have 
been  prevail'd  with  to  have  taken  upon  him  the 
Command  of  the  Army,  which  was  afterwards 
raifed  againft  the  King,  and  with  which  fo  many 
Battles  were  fought ;  and  that  it  had  been  very  dif- 
ficult, if  not  utterly  impofliUe,  for  the  two  Houfes 
of  Parliament  to  have  raifed  an  Army  Then,  if  the 
Earl  of  EJex  had  not  confented  to  be  General  of 
that  Army.' 

Jfril  13.  The  Loid  Keeper  fignified  to  the 
Lords,  That  the  Attorney  General  had  a  BiU  to 
offer  to  the  Houfe,  by  Command  from  the  King, 
For  fitUing  the  Militia  rfthi  KingJMi ;  and  defir^l 
to  knpw  to  whom  he  (hould  deliver  it.  The  Lords 
ordered  two  attending  Serjeants  at  Law  to  go  to  the 
Door  for  it,  and  bring  it  in;  which  they  did  accord** 
ingly. 

The  Houfe  then  took  into  Conlideration  the 
King's  laft  Mijfagiy  about  his  going  into  Ireland^ 
and,  after  a  long  and  ferious  Debate,  it  was  refill 
ved^  upon  the  Queftion,  Ntm.  Can^  '  That  it  is 
mod  dangerous  and  unfafe;  and  that  this  Houfe 
cannot  confent  unto  his  Majefty's  going  to  Ireland* 

Ordered^  *  That  this  Vote  be  communicated  to 
the  Commons,  and  tbat  they  be  defired  to  appoint 
a  Committee  to  join  with  one  from  the  Lords,  to 
take  into  Confideraiion  this  Vote  and  the  King's 
Mijfage^  in  all  Points  excepting  that  concerning  the 
Militia.

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There  haying  been  hardly  an  Inftance  of  an  Una-  An.  i«.  ar.  i« 
nimous  N^ative  being  put  x>n  any  Propofal  from       s^«« 
the  King,  in  the  Houfe  of  Lords,  the  Motives  to  it 
on  this  Occafion  may  not  be  improper.    The  Noble 
Hiftortan  before^cited  tells  us,  inter  alia^  That  the 
true  Reafons  which  induced  the  prevailing  Party  to  • 

take  this  Step  was,  *  That,  by  the  King's  going  into 
Inland^  the  Managing  of  the  War  there  would  be 
taken  out  of  their  Hands ;  and  fo,  inllead  of  having 
a  Nurfery  for  Soldiers  of  their  own,  which  they 
might  employ  as  they  faw  Occafion  \  and  a  Power 
of  raifing  what  Money  they  pleafed  in  this  King- 
dom under  that  Title,  which  ihey  might  difpofe  as 
-they  found  moft  fit  for  their  Affairs;  the  King 
would,  probably  in  a  (hort  Time,  recover  one  entire 
Kingdom  to  his  Obediencet  by  which  he  might  be 
enabled  to  preferve  the  Peace  of  the  other  two.— 
And  that  thofe  who  ufually  oppofed  their  Advice, 
could  notendure  to  think  of  (laying  in  £«f/(i«^/  where 
the  Power,  at  leaft  for  a  Time,  would  be  in  Them 
whofe  Government,  they  knew,  would  be  teniUe 
when  his  Majefty  &ould  be  in  Ireland.^  (e) 

April  14,  The  Houfe  of  Commons  fent  up 
to  know  when  their  Lordfhips  would  be  ready  to 
give  Judgment  againft  the  Attorney  General.  The 
Lords  anfwered,  They  would  take  that  Bufinefs  in<^ 
to  Confiderations  and,  when  they  had  refolved 
what  Judgment  to  give,  they  would  a{^int  a  Time 
for  it. 

April  15,  The  Houfe  of  Lords  was  again  called 
over,  and  it  was  ordered^  That  the  Committee  ap* 
pointed  to  confider  of  the  Abfcntees,  do  meet  to 
advife  what  Fine  was  fit  to  impole  upon  thofe  Lords 
who  were  abfcnc,  and  no  Excufe  made  for  them. 

This  Day  ibe  Lord  Keeper  reported  ihe  EfFeft 
of  a  Conference  held  Yefterday,  *  That  the  Com- 
mons did  return  the  l^ota  they  had  from  their  Lord- 
fnips,  concerning  the  Earls  of  EJfex  and  Holland^

The  LordSy  having  taken  the  faid  Charge  into  duo^ 
Confiderationy  do  find  him  guflty  of  ^xMbiting  the 
faid  Articles  unto  the  Houfe  of  Peers^  and  cai^tngihe 
fame  to  be  entered  in  the  Clerk's  Book  if  the  Jaia  Houfe ; 
intending  thereby  falfehy  unlawfully j  and  maSciouJfy 
to  deprive  the  faid  Houfes  of  the  faid  fever  al  Members ; 
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4^11  which  Dmngs  io9f$^  and  are^  high  Bnacbes  df  the^n.  is.  Or.  u 
Frivikgisof  ParKament^  finding  HthiSubvirJion  of  <^« 
the  antiint  Rigits  and  Being  of  Parliaments^  and  con- 
trarj  ta  iheUbirty  oftheSuife^^and  are  ef  great  Scan- 
dal to  his  Mqefty  and  Us  Government,  and  againjl 
the  Lotus  of  this  Realm ;  for  which  Offences  this 
Kgb  Court  d^b  award  and  adjudge,

April  25.  The  Lord  Keeper  fignified  to  the 
Houfe,  that  he  had  received  two  Letters  from  the 
King,  wherdn  were  two  Afj^tf^^^  inclofed,  which 
he  was  commanded  to  communicate  to  the  Houfe, 
and  they  were  read  accordingly.

Journey ;  that  being fo  ntud)  dijif^ointed  of  the  Ap-  ^^i^sxeixsS!' 
probation  and  Thanks  we  looked  for  to  that  Declam- 
tion»  we  have  great  Gaufe  to  doubt,  whether  it  be  in 
'Okr  Power  to  fay  or  do  any  Thing  which  Jhall  not  fall 
within  the  Sie  Interpretation »     But  as  we  have^  in 
that  Mefiage,  caUed  God  to  witnefs  the  Sincerity  of  the 
Prof^jpm  of  our  only  Ends  for  the  Undertaking  that 
Journey  \  fo  we  mull  appeal  to  all  out  good  Subject 
and  the  whole  florid,  whether  the  Reapns  alledged 
againji  that  Journey  be  of  iVeight  to  Jatisfy  our  Un* 
derflanding,  or  the  Counfel  prefented  to  dffuade  us 
from  it  be  full  of  that  D^^ty  as  is  like  to  prevail  over 
our  Affe^ns. 

For  our  refolving  of  fo  great  a  Bufinefs  without  the 
Advice  of  our  Parliament,  we  mujl  remember  you  hw 
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A  Car.  I  rftifiy  kf  Mcr  Mcflagcs,  QV  modi  the  famt  Offer^  if 
164A.  you  Jhculd  aiinfi  us  tber€ttni9 ;  te  whiih  ymi  never 
gave  us  the  Uafi Anftver ;  hut  in  ysur  late  Declaration 
told  us^  That  ye  were  net  to  befatified  witb  Words  \ 
fi  that  we  had  Rea/on  to  conceive  you  rather  avoided^ 
out  of  Regard  to  our  Perfon^  to  give  tts  Counjil  to  rim 
that  Hazard,  than  that  you  difappreved  the  IncSna* 
iion.  And  what  greater  Com/ort^  or  Security^  -can 
the  Proicftants  of  Chriftendom  receive^  than  by  fee- 
ing a  Protcftant  King  venture  and  engage  his  Per/on 
for  the  Defence  of  that  Profeffton^  and  the  SupreJJton 
of  Popery,  to  which  we  /olemniy  prote/led^  in  that 
Mcflage,  never  to  grant  a  Toleration  upon  what 
Pretence  foiver^  or  an  Abolition  of  any  of  the  Laws 
there  in  Force  againji  the  Profeffors  of  it.  And 
when  we  confider  the  great  Calamities^  and  unheard 
of  Cruelties,  our  poor  Proteftani  SubjeSis  in  that  King- 
dom have  undergone  for  the  Space  of  near  or  fuUfix 
Months  \  the  Gfowth  and  Imreafe  of  the  Strength  of 
thofe  barbarous  Rebels^  and  the  evident  Probability  of 
foreign  Supplies y  if  they  are  not  JpeecUfy  fuppre£ed  ; 
the  veryjlow  Succours  h'thertofent  them  from  hence  j 
that  the  Officers  of  fever  al  Regiment  s^  who  hdvelong 
Tme  been  allowed  Entertainment  from  you  j  or  that 
Service^  have  not  raifed  any  Supply  or  Succour  for  that 
Kingdom ;  that  many  Troops  if  Horfe  have  long  laid 
near  Chefter  untranfportcd\  that  the  Lord  Lieutenant 
of  Ireland,  on  whom  we  relied  principally  for  the 
Condu^and  Managing  of  Affairs  there  ^  is  ftill  in  this 
Kingdom  ;  notwithlianding  our  Earneflnefs  expreffid 
that  hejhould  repair  to  his  Command.  And  tuhen  we 
confider  the  many  and  great  Scandals  raifed  upon  our* 
feff  by  Report  of  the  Rebels^  and  n^  fufficietith  dif- 
countenancea  lerCy  notwithftanding  Jo  many  Profef- 
ftons  of  ours :  Andhad  feen  a  Booi^  lately  sprinted  by 
rh^  Order  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons^  infitled^  A  Re- 
monftrance  of  divers  remarkable  Paffages  concern- 
ing the  Church  and  Kingdom  of  Ireland  %  wherein 
J6r/:e  Examinations  are  Jet  dewri^  which,  bow  impra* 
babie  or  impojftbie  Jcever^  may  make  an  Impreffion  in 
the  Mindi  0/  many  of.  our  weak  Subjeffs,  And  lafify^ 
yjhen  we  duly  weigh  the  Dijhon^ur  which  will  per^ 
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.  petmSy  lie  upon  this  Kingdom^  \f  fuU  and Jpeedy  Re-Aa.  i8.  Caiw  i. 
/•>/'  be  not  difpatcbed  tbitber :  We  cmild  noty  nor  cannot^        *^4*« 
ihini  of  a  better  Way  to  difiharge  our  Duty  to  AU 
migbty  God^  for  the  Defenu  of  the  true  Protcftant 

•  ProfeJJion ;  or  to  mamjift  our  Affe^wi  to  our  thrie 
Kin^domsy  for  their  Prejervation^  than  by  engaging 
our  Perjon  in  this  Expedition ;  as  many  of  our  Royal 
Progenitors  have  done,  even  in  foreign  Parts,  upon 
Cau/es  of  leji  Importance  and  Piety^  with  great 
thnour  to  themfehes  and  Advantage  to  this  King- 
dom :  And  therefore  we  expeSied^  at  Uajl^  Thanks  for 
fuch  our  Inclination, 

For  the  Danger  to  our  Perfon  i  wo  conceive  it  ne* 
eeffary  and  worthy  a  King  to  adventure  his  Life  to 
preferve  his  Kingdom  \  neither  can  it  be  imagined 
that  we  will  fit  fHlU  and  fuffer  our  Kingdoms  to  be 
io/i^  and  our  good  Proteftant  Subje^s  to  be  maffacrtd^ 
without  expoftng  our  oyjn  Perfon  to  the  utmofl  Hazard 
for  their  Relief  and  Prefervation ;  our  Life^  when  it 
was  mo/l  pleafant^  being  nothing  fo  precious  to  us  as 
it  iSf  ana  (hall  be^  to  govern  and  preferve  our  People 
with  Honour  and  Jujlice, 

For  any  Encouragement  to  the  Rebels^  becaufe  of 
the  Reports  they  ra^ed ;  We  cannot  conceive  that  the 
Rebels  are  capable  of  a  greater  Terror^  than  by  the 
Preftnce  of  their  lawful  King  in  the  Head  of  an  Ar» 
my  to  chajlife  them  :  Befides^  it  will  be  an  unfpeak^ 
able  Advantage  to  them,  if  any  Reports  of  theirs 
could  hinder  us  from  doing  any  Thing  which  were  fit 
for  us  to  do  if  fuch  Reports  were  not  rat  fed:  This 
would  quickly  teach  themy  in  this  jealous  Age^  to  pre^ 
venty  by  fuch  Reports^  any  other  Perfons  coming 
again  ft  them^  whom  they  had  no  mind  Jl^ould  be  fo  em*  * 
ployed. 

We  marvel  that  the  Adventurers^  whofe  Advantage 
was  the  principal  Motive^  next  theReafon  before  men- 
tioned^ to  usy  fhould  fo  much  mijiake  our  Purpofe^ 
ivhofe  Inter  eft  we  conceive  mufi  be  much  improved  by 
the  Expedition^  which  we  hope,  by  God's  BleJJing.  to 
ufe  in  this  Service ;  this  being^  the  mofl  probable  Way 

sfor  the  fpeedy  Conquefi  of  the  Re' els :  Their  Lands 
-are  fuffcientlyfecursd  by  Aol  of  PiiiUament. 
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4U.  It.  Oiw  L     it^i  think  mttuffelf  Jtindfy  ufid,  fhat  the  Additim 
*  ^-^  -^  ^^^  ^  ^^^  ji«^«,  for  a  Guard  to  onr 

Firjon  in  Irehnd,  fi^ould  bi  tbougbi  fit  f&r  ymr  Rg^ 
Jufil:  And  much  mon^  that  having  u/ed  Jo  map^ 
Cautions  inthat  Meflage,  both  in  the  SmaUnefs  of  the 
Number  i  in  our  havhig  ratfed  none  until  your  An- 
fwcr ;  in  their  being  to  be  rdfid  only  near  their  Plate 
tf  supping  ;  in  their  being  there  to  be  armed,  and 
tbat^  net  till  they  were  rgady  to  befiipped  \  in  the 
Preiyien^  by  the  Oaths^  That  none  of  them  JbouH 
be  Paptfts  \  (all  which  appears  fuficient  to  deftrey  all 
Gremids  of  Jeakufiy  of  any  force  intended  by  them 
in  Oppofitien  to  toe  Pari  amenta  or  Favour  to  any 
mal^nant  Party)  any  Su^pieiotijbeuld^  notwithftand-- 
ing^  be  grounded  upon  it. 

Neither  can  it  be  underHoodj  when  we  recem^ 
mended  the  Managing  of  that  War  to  you.  That  wf 
intended  to  excluae  our/elf,  or  not  to  be  concerned  in 
your  Councils  ;  nat  if  we  found  any  Expedient^ 
(which  in  our  Confdence  or  Vnderjianding  we  thought 
Neceffaryfor  that  great  fFork)  we  might  not  put  it 
in  Practice :  We  kok  upon  you  as  our  great  Coundl^ 
whofe  Advice  we  always  have  and  willy  tuith  great 
Regard  and  Deliberation^  weigh  and  confider.  But 
we  look  upon  o^rfelL  as  ndiher  deprived  of  our  Vnder- 
jianding^ or  devefled  (f  any  Right  we  had,  if  there 
were  no  Parliament  fitting.  We  called  you  together  by 
our  own  Writ  and  Authority^  {without  which  you  coutd 
not  have  met)  to  give  us  faithful  Counfil  abota  our 
great  /fffairs  5  but  we  reftgncdmt  up  our  own  Interefi 
and  Freedom.  We  never  fiilje^ed  ourfelf  to  your  at* 
folute  Determination.  We  have  always  opeigbed  your 
Cmnftls^  as  proceedingfrom  a  Body  intrufted  by  ut: 
And  when  we  have  dijfented  from  you^  we  have  re- 
turned you  the  Reafonsy  which  have  prevailed  with 
our  Confcience  and  Vnderjianding  ^  with  that  Candor 
as  a  Prince  Jhould  u/e  towards  his  Suiye^s^  and  that . 
Jffe^ion  which  a  Father  can  exprefs  to  his  Children. 
h  hat  Application  hath  been  ufed  to  re^ijy  our  Under* 
dandifig  by  Reafcns^  or  zvhat  Motives  have  been  given 
to  perpvade  our  /iffeniom^  we  leave  all  the  World 
to  judge  \  and  then  we  muji  tell  you^  howfoever  a 
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Major  Part  may  bind  you  in  Matter  of  Opinion  ;  tt;^An,  i8.  ,Car.  r, 
hold  ourfelf(and  we  are  fure  the  Lawj  arJ  the  Con-        ^^4** 
Jiitution  of  the  JSngdom^  hath  always  held  the  Jame) 
as  free  to  dtffent  {till  our  Reafon  be  convinced  for  the 
general  Good)  as  if  you  deRvered  ho  Opinion. 

For  our  Journey  itfelf^  the  Ctrcumjlances  of  your 
Petition  are  fuch^  as  we  know  not  well  what  Anjfwer 
to  return^  or  whether  it  were  bejl  to  give  any.  That 
Part  which  pretends  to  carry  Reafon  with  it^  doth 
no  tvay  fatisfy  us :  ^e  other y  which  is  rather  Repre^ 
henfton  and  Menace  than  Advicey  cannot  /! agger  us. 
Our  Anfwer  therefore  isy  That  vji  /hall  be  very  glad 
to  find  the  Work  ofhAzw^foeafy  as  youfeem  to  think 
ity  which  did  not  fo  appear  by  any  Thing  knoivn  to 
usy  when  we  fent  our  Mejfage,  And  though  we  will 
never  refuje^  or  be  unwilling  to  venture  oilr  Perfony ' 
for  the  Good  and  Safety  of  our  People  j  we  are  not  fo 
wedry  of  our  Life^  as  to  hazard  it  impertinently. 
And  therefore^  Jince  youfeem  to  have  received  Adver* 
tifements  offome  late  and  greafSucceffes  in  that  King- 
dom, wewilljlayfome  Time  to  fee  the  Event  ofthofey 
and  not  purfue  this  Refolution  till  we  have  given  you 
afecond  Notice.  But  if  we  find  the  miferable  Ccn- 
dition  of  our  poor  Subje^s  of  that  Kingdom  be  not 
jpeedilj  relieved,  we  will,  with  God's  Affiftance^  vifit  ' 

them  zvith  Succours,  as  our  particular  Credit  and  In- 
tereft  canfupply  us  withy  if  you  refufe  to  join  with  us. 
And  we  doutt^  not  but  the  Levies  we Jhall make  (in 
which  we  will  objerve  ptlnSlually  the  former y  and  all 
other  Cautions,  as  may  befl prevent  all  Fears  and  Jja- 
loufes,  and  to  ufe  no  Poiver  but  what  is  legal)  will 
be  Jo  much  to  the  Satisfa^ion  of  our  Subje^s,  as  no 
Per  [on  will  dare  pre jume  to  refift  our  Commands,  and 
if  they  ft)Ould,  at  their  Peril  In  the  mean  Timey 
we  hope  our  Fot  wardnefsy  fo  remarkable  to  that  Ser- 
vice^ Jhall  be  notorious  to  all  the  iVorld,  and  that  all 
Scandals  lliid  on  us  in  that  Bufmefs  Jhall  be  clearly 
wiped  away. 

fVe  were  Jo  careful  that  our  Journey  into  Ireland 
fhould  not  interrupt  the  Proceedings  of  Parliament ; 
nor  deprive  our  Subje^s  of  any  Acls  ofJujUcey  or

1642.  ^at  we  made  a  free  Offer  of  having  fuch  Power 
behindy  asjhould  not  onlj  be  necefjary  for  the  Peace 
and  Safety  of  the  Kingdom  5  but  fully  provide  for  the 
happy  Progrefi  of  the  Parliament.  And  therefore 
we  cannot  but  wonder y  fintefuch  Power  bath  been  al" 
ways  left  here  by  CommiJ/ion  for  the  Goverrlment  of 
this  Kingdom^  when  our  Progenitors  have  been  out  of 
the  fame  ^  during  the  Sitting  of  Parliaments:  Andfme 
yourfehes  deftred  that  fuch  a  Power  might  be  left  here 
by  us  at  our  laft  going  into  Scoiland,  what  Law  of 
the  Land  you  have  now  found  to  difpenfe  with  yeu 
from  Jubmitting  to  fuch  Authority  legally  derived  from 
usf  in  our  Abfence^  and  to  enable  you  to  govern  this 
Kingdom  by  your  own  meer  Authority  ! 

For  our  Return  towards  London,  we  have  given 
you  fo  full  an  Anfwer  in  our  iaji  Declaraiion,  and  in 
Anfwer  to  your  Petition  prefented  to  us  at  Yprk,  the 
twenty-fixth  of  March  Lfty  that  we  know  not  what 
to  addi  if  you  will  mt  provide  for  our  Security  with 
you  \  nor  agree  to  remove  to  another  Plactj  where  there 
may  not  be  the  fame  Danger  to  us :  IVe  expeHedthat 
{ftnce  we  have  been  fo  particular  in  the  Caujes  and 
Grounds  of  our  Pears)  you  fiould  have  fent  us  tVord^ 
that  you  had  publifbed fuch  Declarations  againjl  future 
7umukSy  and  unlawful  AJfembUes ;  and  taken  fiich 
Courfes  for  the  fuppreffxng  of  feStious  Sermons  and 
Pamphlets^  that  our  Fears  of  that  Kind  might  belaid 
afide^  before  you  Jhould  prefs  our  Return, 

To  conclude ;  we  could  wijb  that  you  would^  with 
the  fame  StriSlnefs  and  Severity  ^  weigh  and  examine 
^tfttr  Meffages  and  Exprejftons  to  us^  as  you  do  thofe 
you  receive  from  us  \for  we  are  very^  confident ^  that 
if  you  examine  our  Rights  and  Prviteges,  by  what 
our  Predecejfors  have  enjoyed  5  and  your  own  Addrejfes^ 
by  the  ufual  Courfes  of  your  Ancejlors  \  ye  willfini 
many  Epiprejftons  in  this  Petition  warranted  only  by 
your  own  Authority  ;  which  indeed  we  forbear  to  tali 
Notice  of  or  to  give  Anfiver  to^  left  we  fbould  be 
tempted^  in  a  juft  Indignation^  to  exprefs  a  greater 
Paffion  than  we  are  yet  willing  to  put  on.     God^  in 
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A/f  good  time^  wi  hope^  xvillji  inform  the  Hearts  ^An.  i4.  Cw.  1. 
tall  our  SubjeiiSy  that  we  Jhall  recover  from  the  Mifi       '^**" 
ehief  and  Danger  of  thii  Difiemper^  on  whofe  good 
Pleajure  we  will  wait  with  all  Patience  and  Humility.

That  your  Lordfliips  fee  by  this  that  hath 
been  read  unto  you,  that  Nondum  recentis  lUi  Fatum 
flitit ;  that  notwithftanding  the  many  firange  and 
variable  Attempts  againft  the  Parliament,  and  their 
wonderful  and  miraculous  Prefervations,  yet  Mif- 
chief  is  fo  fruitful  and  generative  as  to  produce 
a  new  Brood  of  Serpents ;  which  are  continually 
hiding,  maligning,  and  pradtifing  againft  the  pious 
and  noble  Endeavours  of  both  Houfes,  and  againft 
the  Peace,  Profperity,  and  Happinefs  of  thisafflid- 
ed  Kingdom.  1  f  the  evil  and  feducing  Spirit,  which 
doth  animate  thefe  Dcfigns,  were  afked  from 
whence  he  comes,  doubtlels  his  Anfwer  would  be. 
From  compaffing  the  Earth ;  having  removed  his 
Scene  into  many  feveral  Parts,  and  found  fo  many 
Friends  and  Patrons  of  his  audacious  Atchievements, 
amongft  whom  this  Gentleman,  Sir  Edward  De- 
rlngf  is  one  ;  a  Man  of  Mark  and  Emincncy  j  of 
Wit,  Learning,  and  Zeal,  at  leaft  in  Shew  and  Ap- 
pearance; and  yet  all  thefe  miferablv  fliipwrect'd 
upon  the  Shelves  and  Sands  of  the  Kenttfo  Shore.

Cv»  I  *ffi^ra»  that  he  can  havc4c,coc  PeHbns  to  attend  iht 
ii4a^       Petition  \  proclaiois  a  Meeoog  at  Blackbeatb^  a  Place 
fatal  and  ominous  for  Afllons  of  this  Naiure ;  and 
all  this  under  Colour  of  a  Petiaon ;  being,  in  Truth, 
a  Challenge,  an  Abjuration,  and  a  Scandal  upon 
the  Parliament  i  and  purporting  nothing  elfe  but  a 
deiperate  Defign  to  put  not  ^j  K^nt^  but,  for 
ought  is  known,  all  Cbriftfnd§m  into  Combuftion, 
carrying  the  Sails  full  fwollen  wiihSpjtc,  Arrogancy, 
and  Sediaon.    The  particular  Inltances  he  forebore 
to  uoubie  your  Lordfliips  with,  becaufe  you  will 
find  fome  of  them  upon  Peruial  of  the  Petition.

the  River  Humber  to  clear  the  Pallage  to  Hutty  un- 
der the  Command  of  the  Earl  of  Harwich.  That 
a  Committee  of  both  Houfes  might  be  fent  into  the 
North  to  taipe  Care  of  thofe  Parts  and  Hulli  parti* 
cularly,  to  thank  Sir  John  Hotham^  the  Commanders 
and  Soldiers  under  him,  with  fuch  Inhabitants  of 
the  faid  Town,  who  they  Oiall  learn  were  forward 
in  the  Service,  for  their  Faithfulnefs  in  preferving 
that  Place ;  and  to  aflbre  them  thait  particular  Care 
fhall  be  taken  to  reward  them  according  to  their 
Deferts.

»6fa.  vented,  both  by  Land  and  Water :  In  Confidera- 
tion  of  which,  the  Commons  think  fit  to  defire 
their  Lordihips  Concurrence  in  fending  an  Order  to 
the  Sherifl^,  Lord  Lieutenants,  Juftices  of  the 
Peace,  lie.  in  the  adjacent  Counties  to  fuppreis  all 
Forces  that  fhall  be  raifed  there,  either  to  force  the 
Town  ofHull,  or  to  ftop  the  PalTages  to  and  from 
the  fame,  to  the  Difturbance  of  the  Peace  of  the 
Kingdom.

having  received  Intelligence  of  an  Intention  to 
deprive  him, of  his  Life,  in  cafe  the  King  fhould 
be  admitted,  informed  his  Majefty  of  the  Truft  re- 
pofed  in  him  by  both  Houfes  of  Parliament,  and 
that  he  could  not,  without  Breach  of  that  Truft, 
let  him  in ;  befeeching  his  Majefty  to  give  him 
Leave  to  fend  to  the  Parliament,  to  acquaint  them 
with  his  Majefty's  Commands,  and  to  receive  their 
Dire^ons  thereupon,  which  he  would  do  with 
all  Expeditbn.  This  Anfwer  his  Majefty  was  not 
pleafed  to  accept  of ;  but  prefently  caufed  him  and 
his  Officers  to  be  proclaimed  Traitors  before  the 
Walls  of  the  Town;  and  thereupon  difpatched  a 
Meflage  to  both  Houfes,  therein  charging  Sir  John 
Hotbam  with  High  Treafon,  and  aggravating  his 
Offence,  becaufe  he  pretended  the  Parliament's 
Command ;  in  the  mean  while  hindering  him  of  all 
Means  of  Intelligence  with  the  Parliament,  for 
his  Majefty  imm^iately  caufed  all  Paflages  to  be 
ftopped  between  him  and  them ;  and,  in  purfuance 
of  the  fame,  one  of  hb  Servants,  who  was  fent  by 
him  with  Letters  to  the  Parliament,  to  inform 
them  of  the  Truth  of  thofe  Proceedings,  was  ap- 
prehended, his  Letters  taken  from  him,  land  his 
Perfon  detained ;  whereby,  contrary  to  the  com-

lam  forry  to  write  who  were  the  Men  ;  for  there 
were  many  of  thofe  who  were  at  the  Parliament 
Door^  when  the  Rng  cami  to  the  Houfe. 

The  Lords  read  a  Petition  from  the  Attorney 
General,  and  ordered  his  Releafement  from  the  Pri- 

fon  of  the  Fleet. 

Proceedings  of  Jprit  ^0.  Thls  Day  the  Commons  proceeded 
the  Commons  onfurther  in  the  AfiFair  of  the  Kentijb  Petition.  Sir 
^jcentiih  ^'Edward  Bering's  Book  of  Speeches  (on  occafion  of 
publifhing  whereof  he  had  been  expelled  the  Houfe) 
being  lately  reprinted,  they  referred  the  Confideration 
of  that  Matter  to  a  Committee  j  ordered  the  Impref- 
lion  to  be  feized;  and  alfo  to  inquire  who  printed  the 
faid  Petition,  of  which  feveral  Bundles  of  Copies  had 
been  found  upon  fome  of  the  Petitioners.      But 

Notwithftanding  thefe  vigorous  Refolutions  of  the 
Houfe  of  Commons,  the  Men  of  Kent  had  the 
Courage  to  come  up  to  London  with  their  Petition  :

Hereupon  fome  of  the  Petitioners  were  called  in, 
and  examined  \  Capt.  Lovelace^  who  faid  he  preferred 
the  Petition  by  Command  of  the  Gentlemen  aflem- 
bled  at  Blackheath^  was  committed  to  the  Gatehoufe  \ 
Sir  IVilliam  Boteler^  who  was  alfo  concerned  therein, 
having  been  at  York  fince  the  Aflizes  at  Maidflone^ 
was  commirted  to  the  Fleet :   But,

Petition  being  called  in,  Mr.  Speaker,  by  Command 
of  the  Houfe,  told  them,  *  The  Houfe  has  confi-

gainji  any  Attempt  of  the  Papifts)  that  you  never  in'^ 
tenifed  td  dijpofe  and  maintain  it  againft  us  your  Sove- 
reign :  Therefore  we  require  you  forthwith^  for  the 
Buftnefs  will  admit  no  Delay  ^  that  you  take  fome  J^edy 
Courfe  that  our  Jaid  Toivn  and  Magazine  be  im* 
mediately  delivered  up  unto  us ;  and  that  fuch  fever e 
exemplary  Proceedings  be  againft  thofe  Perfons^  wha 
have  offered  us  this  infuptortable  Affront  and  Injury^ 
as  by  the  Law  is  provided  \  and  till  this  be  done,  we 
Jball  intend  no  Buftnefs  what/oever^  other  than  tbeBuft* 
nefs  of  I  rcland :  For  if  we  are  brought  into  a  Condition

fent  unto  us  by  you^  if  we  conceive  it  Prejudicial  to 
ourfelf  or  Inconvenient  for  our  Subjects y  jor  ivbom 
we  are  trufted^  and  mufl  one  Day  give  an  Account) 
yet  in  this  Bufinefs  of  the  Militia,  which  being  mifun- 
derjiood  amon^  our  good  Subje^s^  hath  been  ufed  as 
an  Argument^  as  if  we  were  not  vgilant  enough  for 
the  Public  Safety ;  And  kji  we  fiould  be  thought  lefi 
conflant  in  our  RefolutionSy  and  this  Bill  to  be  the

We  are  pleafed  that  you  have  declined  the  unwar^^ 
rantahle  Courfe  of  your  Ordinance,  {to  the  which  we 
are  confident  our  good  Subje^s  would  never  have  yields 
ed  Con/ent)  and  chofen  this  only  right  Way  of  impofing 
on  our  People^  which  we  would  have  allowed  but  for 
the  Reafon  hereafter  mentioned. 

We  refufed  to  confent  to  your  Ordinance;  as  for 
other  Things^  Jo  for  that  the  Power  was  put  into  the 
Per  fins  nominated  therein  by  Dire^ion  of  both  Houjes 
6j  Parliament^  excluding  us  from  any  Power  in  the 
Difpofition  or  Execution  of  it  together  with  you.

You  have,  by  this  Bill  now  tendered  to  uSj  without 
taking  Notice  of  la,  put  the  Powor  ^  the  whdt 
JSngdomy  the  Life  and-  Liberties  of  the  Subjects  9f 
all  Degrees  and  ^aSties^  into  the  Hands  of  parti' 
cular  Men  for  two  Years.  Can  you  imagine  we  will 
truftfiich  an  ahfolute  Power  in  the  Hands  of  particu- 
lar Perfons^  which  we  refufod  to  commit  to  both  Hntfii 
of  Parliament  f  Nay^  ts  net  the  Power  itfelftoo  ah- 
jblute^  too  unlimited^  to  be  committed  into  any  privott 
Hands  ?  Hath  not  Sir  John  Hotbam'j  Ingh  Infilency 
Jhewed  us  what  we  may  expert  from  an  exorbitant 
legal  Power y  when  he^  by  a  Power  not  warranted  tj 
LaWf  dares  venture  upon  a  treafinabk  Dijobedienct.

And  yet  fure  our 
Reputation  withforeignPrinces  is  fome  Ground  of  put 
Security  :  Nay,  we  are  confident ^  by  that  Time  ym 
have  thoroughly  conftdered  the  p&jftble  Gonfequ^nce  of 
the  Bill  upon  your/elves y  and  the  reft  of  our  good  Sub- 
je^s^you  and  they  will  give  us  Thanks  for  not  confent- 
ing  to  it  5  finding  their  Condition,  had  it  pafjed^  nU 
to  have  been  fo  pleafmg  unto  them.  We  hope  this 
Animadverfjon  will  be  no  Breach  of  your  Privileges

We  pqffed^  this  Parliament,  at  your  Entreaty^  a 
Bill  concerning  the  Captives  of  Algiers  5  and  waved  - 
many  Obje^ions  of  our  own  to  the  contrary^  upon 
Information  that  the  Bafinefs  had  been  many  Months 
confidered  by  you*  Whether  it  prove  fuitable  to 
your  Intentions^  or  whether  you  have  not^  by  fome 
private  Orders^  fujpended  that  ACl  of  Parliament^ 
upon  View  of  the  Mijiakings^  you  beji  know\  as 
Ukewife  what  other  great  Akerations  you  have 
made  in  other  Bills  pafj'ed  this  Sefftons,  We  can^ 
not  pafs  over  the  putting  their  Barnes  out  of  this 
Billwhom^  before^  you  recommended  to  us  in  your  Or- 
dinance ;  //  feetns  not  thinking  fit  to  tru/i  thofe  who 
would  obey  no  Guide  but  the  Law  of  the  Land ;  (we 
imagine  you  would  not  wifh  we  Jhouldy  in  our  Eftima- 
tion  of  others^  follow  that  your  Rule)  and  the  lea- 
ving out,  by  ^cial  Proviftouy  the  prefent  Lord  Mayor

To  conclude.  We  do  not  find  ourfelf  poffeffed  of 
fach  an  Excefs  of  Power ^  that  it  is  fit  to  transfer,  or 
confent  it  Jhould  be  in  other  PerfonSy  as  is  dire^ed  by 
this  Bill:  Jnd  therefore  we  Jhall  relie  upon  that  Royal 
Right  and  Jurifdi^ion^  which  God  and  the  Law  hath 
given  us^  for  the  fappr effing  of  Rebellion^  and  re  fil- 
ing foreign  Invafton^  which  bath  preferved  this  King-

Lords  took  them  both  into  feriou^  Confideration,

(t)  Sir  Richard  Gournty,  who  had  remarkably  diftingaiflied  him  • 
felf  againft  the  Tumuhs  raifed  about  the  T*ms  of  pafling  the  Earl 
of  Strafford* 6  Bill.  He  was  afterwards  removed  from  his  Office  of 
Loid  Mayor,  &c,  by  the  Parliament,  as  will  appear  in  the  Se^ael. 
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moDS  about  them.  Accordingly  they  difpatched  a 
Meflage  down  to  that  Houfe,  to  d^re  a  Confe- 
rence on  two  Meffagei  from  the  King,  of  the  high- 
eft  Confcquence  they  had  ever  yet  received.  The 
Lord  Keeper  was  appointed  to  open  the  Confe- 
rence, and  the  Earl  of  Rfj^  to  tell  the  CommoDS, 
That  thb  Houfe  conceived  ibcS^Meffagis  proceeded 
from  the  deftruQive  Counfels  and  Advice  6f  evil 
and  wicked  Men  about  the  King;  therefore  tod^ 
fire  them  that  the  Parliament  might  fpeedily  coo- 
fider  of  naming  thofe  ill  Counfellors ;  and  that  fome 
Courfe  may  be  taken  to  have  them,  wherefoever 
they  are  within  the  King's  Dominions,  that  fo 
they  may  be  brought  to  condign  Puniihment. 

This  Conference  being  held,  and  the  Cominoiis 
returned  to  their  own  Houfe,  they  foon  after  fent 
up  a  Meflage  to  the  Lords,  importing.  That  tbejf 
did  agree  in  the  Matter  of  the  laft  Conference,  a- 
bout  the  King's  two  Miffagis ;  and  had  appointed 
a  Committee  of  their  Ijilemhers  to  join  with  ano- 
ther of  the  Lords,  to  confider  what  was  fitting  to 
be  done  in  this  Bufinels  *,  with  a  larger  Power  to 
take  into  Confideration,  alfo,  any  Thing  elie 
which  concerns  the  Safety  of  the  Kingdom }  ^ 
that  they  might  meet  immediately. 

Alfo  the  Houfe  of  Commons  defired  their  Lord- 
ihips  would  put  Xh^  Ordinance  of  bothHoufesot 
Parliament,  for  fettling  xheMilitia^  into  prcfent  Exe- 
cution.    The  Lords  agreed  to  both  thefe  Articles, 
and  ordered  accordingly  :  Notwithftanding  which 
the  Execution  thereof  went  on  but  flowlyj  fomc 
Several  Lord-    of  the  Lords,  appointed  Lieutenants  therein,  not  he- 
fukTexlcuu  Jng  very  fond  of  their  new  Offices.     For  we  fin^. 
their  Commif-  by  the  Lords  Journals^  that  the  Marquis  of  I^^' 
fioni.  j0rj^  ^hQ  had  been  nominated  Lieutenant  of  tlic 

County  of  Somerfet^  fent  a  Meflage  to  the  Loriis> 
That  he  Ihould  be  very  glad  to  obey  the  Houfe, 
and  to  ferve  the  Common- Wealth  in  what  he  may; 
but  defires,  at  this  Time,  to  be  excufed  accepting 
of  the  Lieutenancy,  for  this  Reafon,  That  he  was 

nc: 
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not  at  the  Debate  of  the  MiKtia^  and  therefore  isAn.  i8.  Cv.  i. 
utterly  ignorant  of  what  pafled  in  it ;  and  that  un-  'M- 
leg  the  King  gives  his  Confent  to  it,  he  hopes  their 
Lordihips  will  not  impofe  it  upon  him  :  Hereupon 
the  Earl  of  Bedford  was  appointed  in  his  Place.— 
The  Lord  Strange  defiring  to  be  excufed  from  ac* 
cepting  the  Lieutenancy  of  Chejhire^  and  the  Earl 
of  Cumberland  that  of  Wefimoreland^  the  Lord 
Vifcount  Say  and  iSele  was  nominated  to  the  one^ 
and  Lord  Haftings  to  the  other. — The  Earl  of  Lin- 
eoln  declared  himfelf  ready  to  obey  the  Commands 
of  Parliament ;  but,  in  regard  that  no  Counties  were 
divided  but  that  of  Limobiy  he  defired  to  be  excufed : 
Hereupon  the  Lord  Wtlloughby  of  Parham  was  ap- 
pointed Lieutenant  of  that  whole  County. — The 
Lord  Paget^  alfo,  who  had  accepted  the  Lieute- 
nancy of  Buckinghamjhirey  (and  even  appointed  his 
Deputies,  as  Mr.  Whitlocke  informs  us)  threw  up 
his  Commilfion.  This  Lord  had,  moft  zealoufly, 
concurred  with  the  Parliament  in  all  their  late  Mea- 
fures :  The  Reafons  for  hi3  fudden  Change  of 
Conduct  will  appear,  from  his  own  Letter^  in  the 
Sequel. 

Another  Conference  was  thii  Day  held  between 
the  two  Houfes,  in  which  the  Commons  prefented 
a  fecond  Declaration  which  had  pafled  their  Houfe^ 
to  which  they  defired  the  Lords  Concurrence.

This  Petition  was  framed  on  a  different  Syftem 
from  the  laft  ;  reprefenting  That  as  the  Work  of  a  ^  Counter.Pcti- 
few  Gentlemen  only  5  who  took  upon  them  to  an- JJ^^^^^Jws^^f^ 
ticipate  the  Demonftrations  of  Duty,  which  they  the  Yorkfhire 
were  informed  both  Houfcs  were  preparing  to  lay^^^^^*"/?  *c, 
before  the  King,  for  his  Refolutions  thereupon,  di- 
reftly  oppofite  to  the  Petition  from  Parliament,  a- 
bout  removing  the  Magazine  from  Hull^  and  tend- 
ing to  foment  Divifions  between  the  King  and  his 
great  CounciU     They  defired'his  Majefty  to  ap- 
ply himfelf  to  all  good  Ways  of  Union  ;  that  thofe 
Duties,  which,  by  the  Laws  of  God  and  Man,  they 
owed,  and  which  were  exprefled  in  their  laft  Pra^ 
te/latiofj^. might  not  become  a  divided  Prbpofition; 
fince  the  Defence  of  his  Majefty's  Perfon,  Honour 
and  Eftate,  the  Power  and  Privileges  of  Parliament, 
and  the  lawful  Rights  and  Liberties  of  the  Subject, 
taken  jointly,  did  all  ferve  to  ftrengthen  each  other, 
which  they  would  equally  labour  to  preferve  to  the

unto  us  at  the  Gates  of  Hull  by  Sir  John  Hotham)  concerning  Sir 
is  not  thought  worthy  of  an  Anfwer ;  but  thdt^  in/leadJ^^^^^^^^ 
thereof  they  have  thought  fit ^  by  their  printed  Yotes^ 
^  the  twenty-eighth  of  April  /aj}^  to  own  and  avow 
that  unpara/eiled  A£t  of  Sir  John  Hotham'x  to  be 
done  in  Obedience  to  the  Command  of  both  Houfes  of 
Parliament^  though  at  that  Time  he  could  produce  no 
Jbch  Command ;  and^  with  other  Refolutions  againfi

Tor  tbe  Con£tien  ef  tbofe  Per  fins  who  prefented  the 
Petition  to  us  at  York,  {whom  that  Declaration  caUsy 
Some  few  ill-afeQed  Perfons  about  the  City  of 
York)  to  continue  tbe  Magcccine  at  Hull ;  (a)  we  mete 
na  daubt  but  that  Petition  will  appear  to  be  attejted^

truefyjlated ;  let  all  the  World  judge  {unlefs  the  meer 
Sitting  of  a  Parliament  dothjujpend  all  Laws,  and 
we  are  the  only  Perfon  in  England  againft  whom 
Treafon  cannot  be  committed)  where  the  Fault  is : 
Ana  wbatfoever  Courfe  we  JhaUbe  driven  to  for  the 
Vindication  of  this  our  Privilege^  and  for  the  Re- 
covery and  Maintenance  of  our  known  and  undoubted 
KghtSy  we  do  promife^  in  the  Pre  fence  of  Almighty 
Gcd^  and  as  we  hope  for  bis  Blejffing  in' our  Succefs^ 
that  we  will  J  to  the  utmoft  of  our  Power ^  defend 
and  maintain  the  true  Proieftani  Profeffion^  the 
Imw  of  the  Landy  the  Liberty  of  the  Subjeii^  ani  the 
juji  Piivileges  a hd  Freedom  of  Parliament. 

For  the  Order  ^  Afliftance^/t/^«  to  the  Committees 
of  both  Houfes^  concerning  their  going  to  HuW^  wejhall 
Jay  no  more^  but  that  thofe  Perfons^  named  in  that 
.  Order,  we  prefume  wiU  give  no  Commands^  or  our 
food  SubjeSfs  obey,  other  than  what  are  warranted  by 
theLaw^  hew  large  and  unlimited foever  the  Dire^iens 
are  J  or  the  In  ^ru^  ions  may  be ;  for  to  that  Rule  we 
fhall  apply  our  own  A&ions^  ana  by  it  require  an  Ac- 
count from  other  Men,  And  that  all  our  good  Sub' 
je^s  may  the  better  know  their  Duty  in  Matters  of 
this  Nature  J  we  wijb  them  carefully  to  perufe  the  Sta- 
tute in  the  eleventh  Tear  of  Hen.  VII.  Cap.  i.  (b). 

We  conclude  with  Mr.  Pymme'i  own  Words:  If 

the  Prerogative  of  ibe  King  overwhelnn  the  Liber-

Liberty  undermine  the  Prerogative,  it  will  grow

The  Lords  taking  this  Meffage  into  Confideration, 
^*^"no«*"^  were  of  Opinion,  that  it  was  the  Fruits  of  evil 
Counfels  and  Advice  about  the  King  ;  and  there- 
fore refohed  to  communicate  the  fafne  to  the  Com- 
mons, at  a  Conference ;  ai^d  to  move  that  tfae 
Houfes  may  fpeedily  think  of  nammg  fuch  Perfons 
as  are  the  evil  Counfellors  about  his  Majefty,  that

Lords  were  ready  to  join  with  them  in  it,  and  did 
now  lay  it  at  their  Doors,  the  Commons  being  the 
Reprefentative  Body  of  the  Kingdom,  and  were 
moft  concerned  in  it/ 

Hereupon  the  Commons  made  an  On/fr,  and^ 
appointed  the  Aknday  following  for  nominating  the' 
evil  Counfellors  and  malignant  Party  about  the  King; 
but  we  do  not  find  any  thing  further  done  in  that 
Affair. 

The  fame  Day  fome- Exceptions  having  been  ta- 
ken at  Words  fpoke  by  Sir  Henry  Ludlow y  he  explain-  Sir  Henry  tad- 
ed  himfclf,  and  withdrew.     And  the  Houfe  entered  ^^  ^^^  for 
into  Debate  thereof ;  after  which  he  was  called  tOreflceUngra  the 
his  Place :  And  Mr.  Speaker  told  him,  •  That  the  King.

I/?,  The  Houfe  of  Commons  obferved,  *  That  Propofitions  of , 
the  Papi/ii  had  been  very  adive  fince  the  Ordinana^^^^^^^^^^;^ 
of  Parliament  for  difarming  them  ;  and  they  were  Jufant?,"^ 
informed  that  the  Magazine  at  Monmouth  was  as 
much  under  the  Command  of  the  Earl  of  JVorceJierj 
as  if  it  was  in  his  own  Cattle  of  Ragland\  therefore 
they  have  ordered  the  Magazine  to  be  removed  to 
Newport  \  to  which  they  defired  the  Lords  Concur-  . 
rence,  becaufe  of  the  great  Refort  of  Papijis  who

The  Commons  having  received  Letters  from

That  it  was  neither  hdifcretion  nor  Dijobedience  in  us, 
(as  his  Majefby  was  pleafed  to  call  it)  to  deHver  tbe 
Parliament's  Meflage,  or  to  fay  here,  though  com- 
manded to  the  contrary,  ftnce  we  conceived  no  Man 
needed  to  be  fatisfied  info  clear  a  Cafe  as  tHs,  That 
every  Member  of  each  tkufe  ought  to  obey  their  Com- 
mands, when  they  were  pleafed  to  employ  them  :  But 
fince  his  Majefty  thought  fit  to  bid  them  take  heed  rf 
us^  mt  knowing  what  Doflrine  of  Difibodience  we

We  underjland  the  Proceedings  in  Yorkfliire ;  and^ 
tW  there  be  fome  difaffe^ed^  yet  there  appears  fo 
great  a  Part  of  the  County  to  be  well  difpofed  to  the 
Peace  of  the  Kingdom^  that  it  is  hoped  they  wiU  fo 
over- awe  the  other  Party^  as  to  keep  them  quiet.
